Refi  gees    in    Cape   Town 

Reported  to  Be  in  a 

Pitiabie  Piigitt. 


Lou'lon,  Oct.  »).-AII  tlio  ri'liablc  Infnr 
niation  from  South  -\frioa  points  to  n 
rontinuant-e  of  tht-  pxlstonoc  of  the  sit- 
uation for  some  time,  as  both  sides  ar»' 
nppaivntly  ilif!id»Mit  aboat  eonimencin;; 
an  attaik.  althouffii.  from  the  dis^imtcli-.'s 
reteivetl  hero,  it  seems  us  If  every  move- 
ment of  a  patrol  and  every  (loud  of  dust 
made  by  a  herd  of  cattle  were  turneil 
into  a  general  mlvance  by  both  armies. 
The  delay  is  all  to  the  Rood,  inasmueh  as 
it  jjives  time  for  further  negotiations, 
and  ttxlay's  indieations  apparently  show 
a  willinRness  on  the  part  of  the  Hritish 
government  to  continue  to  utilize  di- 
I>Iomaej'. 

A  well-defined  conviction  Ib  prevalent 
that  the  foreipn  otflce  is  trylnfj  to  dis- 
tover  a  way  out  of  the  Impasse  whit  h 
has  bet<n  ereateJ  by  admitted  mistakes, 
ami  It  is  evident  that  peace  advocates 
and  peace  counsels  are  g-aininp  ground. 
However,  Mr.  Chamberlain's  refusal  to 
seize  the  chance  griven  him  by  the  peti- 
tion of  flfty-elg-ht  members  of  the  Cape 
house  ot  assembly  to  point  out.  In  his 
I'-ply.  that  the  Boers  still  have  an  op- 
I'ortunity  of  actepting  (Jreat  Hrltains 
previous  offer,  so  long  as  her  new  pro- 
ii(>.>?als  remain  unfi>rmu!atcd.  seems  to 
siiow  a  personal  determinaticm  on  the 
part  of  the  secretary  of  state  for  the 
colonies  not  to  yield  an  lota  in  the  In- 
terest of  peace. 

While  the  distaste  for  v.ar  evidently 
increai-es  in  Great  Britain,  dispatche.s 
from  the  scene  of  possible  hostilitie.s 
arrow  more  and  more  lurid.  Advices 
from  Pretoria  d<?8c.ribe  the  Transvaal'.^ 
"f?i'.ns  as  crying  for  imjxissible  terms. 
;ind  President  Kruger  lus  referring  to 
the  protective  stnigp:!''  as  a  means  oi" 
setting  the  republic  'tot ally  free  of  Kn^- 
laml."  It  is  al8t>  said,  according  to  ad- 
vices from  the  same  }>'>int.  that  ih- 
Boer  forces  at  Volksrust  will  advanc' 
today  to  the  Natal  border,  and  accord- 
ing to  <jen.  Simons.  (Jen.  .Toubart  is  not 
averse  to  hostilities,  and  his  present 
rtatlent  tactics  will  not  last,  as  the 
F?ii(>rs  will  s<">n  either  demand  to  be  di.'<- 
banded  or  leceive  orders  to  invade 
Natal. 

Dispatches  from  Cape  Town,  of  doubt- 
ful authenticity,  allege  that  the  Bf»er  or- 
sranizatlon  in  the  tield  is  already  break- 
ing down,  and  that  friction  is  develoi>iiiK 
between  the  artillery,  who  are  regulars, 
and  the  Burgher  commandos. 

The  refugees  in  Cape  Town  are  hav- 
ing a  bad  time,  the  women  an«l  children 
being  In  a  pitiable  plight.  The  govern- 
ment's offer  to  send  a  transport  for  so:iU' 
of  the  distressed  hits  been  accepted. 

In  connection  with  the  rumors  that 
Queen  Victoria  Is  liable  to  inteivene  to 
prevent  war.  a  curious  story  is  publishrhl 
thLs  morning  by  the  Vienna  Kstrab'.att, 
which  alleges  that  her  majesty  intends 
i  to  abdicate  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak 
of  hostilities,  declaring  that  it  has  this 
information  from  an  "excelient  sou.ce.  ' 
Tlie  statement  affected  the  Vienna 
iKiurse. 

The  announcement  rr<>m  Pretoria  thai 
the  British  diplomatis  agent.  Conying- 
ham  Greene,  is  ill,  is  taken  in  so:!ie 
[quarters  to  indicate  the  possibility  of  his 
recall  and  of  further  steps  In  the  direc- 
tion of  a  i>eaceful  conclusion.  A  host  of 
ofllcers,  including  Prince  Christian  Vic- 
tor of  Schleswig-Holsiein,  and  a  large 
number  of  nurses,  saiU'd  for  the  Cap<' 
today.  It  now  appears  that  Lieut.  Win- 
ston Spencer  Churchill,  son  of  the  late 
Lord  Randolph  Churchill,  who  will  ac- 
company Gen.  Sir  Redvers  Buller.  will 
go  not  on  behalf  of  the  Times,  but  as 
the  war  correspondent  of  the  London 
Morning  Post  and  the  New  York 
Worlcl. 

The  British  foreign  office,  when  shown 
the  Vienna  story  as  to  the  intention  of 
the  queen  to  abdicate  should  war  break 
out.  declared  It  "supremely  ridiculous" 
;:nd  "utterly  baseless." 

Sir  Henry  Campbell-Banncrman. 
speaking  at  Maidstone  today  at  a 
luncheon  specially  arrangixl  to  give  the 
leader  of  the  opposition  in  the  house  of 
con>mons  an  opportunity  of  expressing 
the  view  of  official  Liberalism  in  the 
Transvaal  territory,  said  that  neither 
side  had  shut  the  door  upon  peace  ne- 
gotiations. 

"Great  Britain."  he  continued,  "has 
not  made  her  demands  as  a  suzerain 
power,  Init  in  view  of  international  law 
and  as  the  power  responsible  for  the 
wellbelng  of  South  Africa.  If  the  Boer 
government  has  refused  the  reasonable 


requests  of  the  dispatch  of  the  secretary 
ef  state  for  the  coh>nles  on  Sept.  S, 
through  fear  and  suspicion  regarding  a 
possible  attack  upon  their  indeiH>nden''e. 
tlie  statements  <^f  the  duke  of  Devon- 
shire (lord  president  of  the  council  of 
ministers)  and  Sir  Mathew  White 
Ridley  (secretary  of  state  for  the  homo 
department)  constitute  an  a.ssuran -e 
which  ought  to  extinguish  suspicion  and 
fear.  These  reports  are  quite  as  author- 
itative as  any  and  bind  the  hointr  of  the 
government  and  the  country.  They 
ought  to  open  the  way  to  an  agree- 
ment." 

Part\  interests  must  stand  aside  at  this 
juncture,  as  'well  as  the  reputations  of 
iriinisters.  I  do  not  believe  that  di- 
jlumacy  has  had  its  last  w.-rd.  Al- 
though the  country  is  on  the  brink  of 
war.  it  is  a  remarkable  thing  that  when 
the  quettion  is  asked,  "\Vli:it  are  we 
going  to  war  aliout?"  no  answer  can  be 
given.  This  country  has  never  j'ct  gone 
Into  a  great  war  in  such  a  ftate  cf  un- 
tertalnty. 

"Frt>m  patriotic-  motives  LilH?rals  i-an- 
not  and  should  not  embarrass  the  gov- 
ernment; but  the  time  fir  free  speak- 
ing will  come  bye  and  bye.  At  the 
I»resent  m*  mcnt  the  interests  of  party, 
the  reputatlm  cf  mlnistcvs,  snd  our 
»:.-4timate  t)f  the  conduct  of  the  go.ern- 
mcnt  must  all  stand  aside,  as  the  only 
thing  that  matters  is  the  question  of 
peace  or  war." 

A  private  message  from  a  high  oflicial 
in  Pretoria,  in  reply  to  a  friend  in  T>on- 
don.  says:  "We  do  not  want  any  guar- 
antee of  independence.  We  stick  to  the 
?.onilon  cr>nvention.  We  have  lost  all 
faith  in  British  statesmanship  and  have 
nothing  more  to  say." 

Mining  shares  had  quite  a  boom  to- 
day, owing  to  the  report  that  the  Portu- 
rruepe  government  had  asked  Great 
Britain  to  protect  its  frontier.  Rand 
mines  were  nearly  two  points  al>ove  th? 
closing  figures,  and  others  from  one- 
quarter   to   three-quarters. 

Pointing  out  the  absurdity  of  going  to 
war  f  r  a  dift'erenee  of  two  years  in  the 
I  ppcsing  franchise  proposals.  Sir  Henry 
Cainpbell-Bannerman  declared  that  the 
claim  of  .suzerainty  had  finally  licen  ex- 
p|i  (led  by  Sir  William  Vernon  Harcour* 
and  Sir  Edward  Clarke. 

"It  was  an  evil  d  ".y,"  he  continut'd. 
"when  thi.s  cl.^im  was  •  dug  from  the 
grave  in  which  It  was  decently  buried 
in  1S81  by  the  wise  and  experienced  men 
.vho  then  conducted  British  affairs,  the 
men  who  buried  it  because  they  know 
it  was  devoid  of  efficacy,  and  a  fruitful 
source  of  difficulty.  I  believe  the  coun- 
try has  ccnf"Uiided  the  word  'suzer- 
ainty,' which  is  valueless,  v.  ith  the 
treat  fact  which  is  essential  and  car- 
clinal— the  predominan'C,  supremacy, 
paramountcj,  or  whatever  you  may 
wish  to  call  It— of  British  power  in 
.South  Africa  which  is  undisputable  and 
foundeil  upon  the  necessary  facis  of  the 
.situation." 


MASSACHUSETTS  G.  0.  P. 

State  Convention  Meets— Plalform 
Favors  the  Gold  Standard. 

Boston,  Oct.  6.— The  Republican  stiate 
convention  for  the  nomination  of  can- 
didates for  state  offices,  was  held  in 
Music  hall  today.  Unusual  Interest  de- 
veloped In  the  convention  some  time 
ago  owing  to  a  contest  between  Gen. 
Curtis  Guilder  and  Hon.  J.  L.  Bates, 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
for  the  n*miinalion  for  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor, but  the  caucuses,  which  resulted 
in  favor  of  Mr.  Bates,  were  followed  by 
Gen.  Guilder's  withdrawal.  The  con- 
vention was  called  to  order  by  Hon.  A. 
H.  Goetting,  the  retiring  chairman  of 
the  state  central  committee. 

The  committee  on  credentials  report- 
ed 17!>4  delegates  present.  Col.  Melvin 
O.  Adams  was  elected  permanent  chair- 
man and,  in  taking  the  chair,  delivered 
a  speech,  in  the  course  of  which  he 
commended  the  Republican  national 
c-ommittee. 

The  platform  was  received  with  great 
applau.«e. 

The  platform  opens  with  felicitation 
upon  "The  results  which  have  followed  the 
restrtration  of  the  Rc;)ubllcan  jiarty  to 
liower  in  all  the  brancnes  of  the  federal 
government. " 

<1n  the  subject  of  national  finances  and 
the  currency,  the  jilatform  says:  "Bonds 
and  notes  payable  in  coin,  must  be  estab- 
lished b.v  law  to  be  payable  in  gold  and 
provision  made  for  supply  of  gold  .when 
required.  The  Re;)ubli(.-an  :)arty  stand.'' 
>inre.><erve(lly  picdped  to  maintain  the  ex- 
istiiip  gold  standard,  and  we  look  with 
(•ontideiicf  on  Ihs'  Fifty-sixth  congress  for 
the  enactment  of  measures  to  perfect  our 
monetary  s.vstem  that  there  shall  be  am- 
ple money  for  tht"  expanding  business  <jf 
the  country,  and  to  so  arm  and  guard  the 
treasury  that  it  can  at  all  limes  protect 
the   national  credit." 

'I'hc  pliitform  urges  the  oi)ening  xip  of 
new  markets  for  the  manufacturc-d  pro- 
ducts of  the  United  States:  the  dcveloji- 
mcnt  of  the  merchant  nrarino  of  this 
country,  and  such  improvement  of  the 
principal  harbors  of  the  I'Jiltcd  States  as 
shall  make  them  accessil)le  to  the  largest 
vessels  ulloat. 

On  the  suljjecf  of  trusts  the  platform 
says:  "The  Hepublican  party  of  Mas.sa- 
c-husctts  is  unqualitledly  opposed  to  trusts 
and  monopoly,  and  the  capitalization  of 
ilctilious   ancl    specuhitlve   valuations." 

The  national  administration  is  endorsed 
in  the  fdllowing  paragraphs:  "We  expres.< 
ourst>lves  in  the  patriotic  ideals  of  Pres- 
ident V.'illiam  McKinloy  and  the  higi 
cjuulities  of  statesmanship  which  he  ha.s 
impressed  upon  his  administration.  He 
has  enfcnyed  an  efficient  conduct  Qf  af- 
fairs in  every  dej)artment  of  the  govern- 
merit.  He  has  so  conducted  the  diplomatic- 
service  as  to  win  for  the  United  S.tates 
the  respect  and  admiration  of  foreign  na- 
tions. 

"The  recent  war  with  Spain,  which  was 
necessitated  by  hiimanit.v.  has  been  over- 
whc  fmingly  vnidlc:ated  by  the  results  so 
spc'-dil.v  and  splendidl  yattalned. 

"We  commend  the  tact,  the  jiatlence. 
the-  ."kill  and  the  statesmanlike  spirit  with 
which  the  president  has  approached  the 
perplexing  iirobUmn  arising  from  the  war. 
;  ('nder  the  treaty  with  Spain,  the  law  of 
nations  is  put  upon  the  United  States,  the 
responsibility  for  the  peace  and  securtiy 
of  life  and  property,  the  well  being  and 
the  future  governmeni  of  the  Philippine 
islands,  respecting  this  responsibility,  it 
!.•»  our  proffHind  trust  that  the  present 
hostilities  can  be  brought  to  an  earl.v 
termination,  and  that  congress,  guidc-il 
by  a  wise  and  pHtriotlc  administration, 
will  establish  and  maintain  in  those 
islunds,  hitherto  the  home  of  the  tyrants, 
a  govornmiiii  as  free  and  progressive  as 
our  own." 

"The  administration  of  the  navy  depart- 
met  by  Secretary  John  13.  Long  is  partic- 
ularly commended.  The  c-ausc  of*  civil 
service  reform  is  endorsed  and  stringent 
naturalization  I;iws  and  fu>-thcr  rcstric- 
tio;i  of  immigration  are  urged. 

Regarding  lynchlngs  in  the  South,  the 
Iilatferm  says:  "We  condemn  the  deprlv- 
inp  of  any  person  of  his  life  or  properly 
without  due  process  of  law.  and  we  es- 
pecially condemn  the  unwarranted  lynch- 
ing of  colored  I'itizens  in  other  states.  We 
affirm  anew  our  support  of  api>roprlatf 
legislation  to  secure  equal  protection  b.v 
lav.-  for  life  and  property  of  every  i^itizeii 
of  the  United  Stales  without  regard  to 
rjiee   or   color." 

In  conclusion  the  administration  of  Gov- 
ernor Wolcott   is  c-ommeuded. 

IJeuionant  Govern. a-  Murray  Crane 
was  named  for  governor  by  :«cclania- 
tion.  Gen.  Curtis  Ciuild  presented  the 
name  if  J."hn  L.  Bates  for  lieutenant 
giivern'.r  in  a  spirited  speech.  Gen. 
Guild  had  been  Mr.  Hates'  rival  before 
the  <"HU  uses.  The  numinati.in  was 
made  by  acclamation.  H.  M.  Nollon  was 
rencminated  for  attorney  general,  also 
by  acclamation. 


DEWEY 
ACCEPTS 

He  Will  Receive  a  Home  at 

Washington  From  the 

People. 

VOICES     GRATITUDE 


Prefers  One   Already  Built 

Hear  Where  He  Has 

Uved. 


Washington,  Oct.  6.— Admiral  Dewey 
has  elected  to  accept  a  house  in  Wash- 
ington and  one  already  constructed,  in- 
stead of  having  one  built  for  his  occu- 
pation. In  accordance  with  the  invita- 
tion from  the  committee  which  has  in 
charge  the  Dewey  home  work,  he  called 
at  the  office  of  Acting  Secretary  Allen, 
in  the  navy  department,  at  11  o'clcx>k  to- 
day, to  indicate  his  preferences  In  the 
mailer  of  a  residence.  There  were  pres- 
ent, besides  Mr.  Allen.  AssistantSecre- 
tary  Vanderlip,  Assistant  Postmaster 
General  Heath  and  Gen.  Corbin.  The 
admiral  was  officially  informed  of  the 
puipose  of  the  people  of  the  United 
.States  to  present  him  with  a  home  In 
AVashington.  He  frankly  expressed  his 
gratification  at  the  tender,  which  he 
immediately  accepted.  He  said  had  the 
jiroffered  home  been  the  gifi  of  a  few 
wealthy  men  he  should  feel  indisposed 
to  accept  it.  But  he  noted  that  the  fund 
had  over  43,000  sub.scribers,  indicating 
that  the  home  was  to  be  really  the  gift 
nf  the  American  people,  and.  as  such, 
he  would  accept  it  with  as  much  plea- 
sure as  he  had  the  sword  bestowed  upon 
him  by  congress. 

He  then  talked  upon  the  location  of 
the  residence.  The  admiral  showed  a 
oecided  preference  for  the  section  in 
which  he  had  made  his  home  during  his 
former  details  of  duty  in  Washington. 
He  wished  the  house  to  bc>  located  in  the 
northwest  section,  somewhere  west  of 
sixteenth  street  and  not  too  far  north, 
thus  indicating  the  neighlwrhciod  of  his 
foimer  residence  and  the  clubs  where  he 
had  spent  a  gcx>d  deal  of  his  leisure  time. 
First  of  all,  he  wanted  the  house  at  the 
eatliest  possible  moment,  so  that  he 
might  "go  in  and  hang  up  his  hat  at 
once."  as  he  put  it.  Of  course,  that  pre- 
cluded the  idea  of  erecting  a  ho'ise  to 
meet  his  spetMal  needs.  He  express-1 
i  his  idea*-  as  to  the  character  of  the  home 
he  desires,  and  asked  that  the  house  be 
modest  enough  in  appointments  and 
cost  to  permit  of  the  retention  of  a  suit- 
able sum  of  money  from  the  purchase 
fund  to  defray  the  expense  of  furnish- 
ing it. 

The  committee  listened  attentively  to 
all  of  these  wishes  and  saw  no  reason 
why  each  and  all  could  not  be  gratified. 
The  admiral  is  going  to  New  York  to- 
night or  tomorrow  and  will  stop  over, 
if  he  can,  to  see  the  yacht  race  on  his 
way  to  Shelburne  farms,  Vermont.

Valuable  Lot  of  Government  Pack 
Mules  Are  Killed. 

Washington.  Oct.  6.— A  cable  mesea-ge 
from  Gen.  Otis  to  the  war  department 
today  brings  word  of  the  loss  of  several 
hundred  horses  and  mules  on  the 
transport  Slam.      The  message  follows: 

"Manilla,  Oct.  6.— Steamer  Slam, 
which  left  San  Francisco  Aug.  V.)  with 
forty-five  horses  and  ."las  mixles,  encoun- 
tered a  typhoon  on  Oct.  1.  Northern 
Luzon,  in  which  all  but  sixteen  mules 
were  lost.  Animals  killed  by  the  pitch- 
ing of  the  vessel  and  lack  of  air  from 
ihe  necessary  closing  ■of  hatches.  No 
casualties  among  the  passengers.

It  is  stated  at  the  quartermaster's  de- 
partment that  the  mules  which  were 
lost  on  the  Slam  were  the  trained  pax-k 
mules  which  were  con.sidered  the  most 
Valuable  in  the  army. 

WERE  MUCH  NEEDED. 

Manilla,  Oct.  6,  4:45  p.  m.— The  T'nited 
Slates  transport  Siam.  which  left  San 
Francisco  Sept.  9.  with  upwards  of  330 
valuable  mules,  the  coming  of  which 
liad  l>een  anxiously  awaited,  as  mules 
aie  in  great  demand  for  continuing  the 
campaign,  arrived  this  morning  and 
reported  that  all  i)ut  nineteen  of  the 
animals  had  lieen  lust  in  two  severe 
lyphcirns  under  peculiarly  distressing 
conditions. 

The  Siam,  which  left  Honc^ilulu  thirty- 
one  days  ago,  encountered  the  typhoon*; 
early  this  week.  One  lasted  forty  hours 
Mc5st  of  the  forage,  which  was  on  deck, 
was  swept  overboard,  all  the  boats  were 
smashed  and  the  steamer  rolled  tremen- 
douse'ly  In  the  trough  of  the  sea,  al- 
though the  officers  made  every  effort 
to  bring  her  about.  The  mules  were 
hurled  frem  side  to  side  and  fright- 
fully mangled  and  disembowled.  Their 
legs  and  necks  were  broken,  and  the 
wretched  animals  fell  in  such  a  confused 
ma,ss  that  the  attendants  were  unable 
to  relieve  them.  In  the  meantime,  the 
deckload  was  washed  off.  the  ship  light- 
ened and"  the  rolling  increased. 

When  the  storm  abated,  the  injured 
animaisi  were  killed  and  their  caivasses 
thrown  overboard.  When  the  Siam  ar- 
rived here  her  propeller  was  high  out 
of  the  water  and  the  wrecks  of  her 
boats  were  hanging  from  the  davits.

Page  Bryan,  minister  to  Brazil,  who  ha.s 
just  returned  home  on  a  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  two  months,  presented  I'lesi- 
dent  MeKinley  with  a  bronze  statue  of 
tlie  Brazilian  goddes.s  of  liberty.  This 
was  tendered  to  Col.  Bryan  by  the  di- 
rector cf  the  Brazilian  mint  ass  he  was 
about  to  leave  Rio  .laneir.i,  and  the 
I'nited  States  minister  accepted  it   with 

the  understanding  that  he  might  .carry 
it  to  the  president. 

Col.  Bryan  has  a  warm  feeling  for  th;.' 
1  eoplc  ot  Brazil,  and  a  high  apprecia- 
tion if  the  greatness  of  that  iiiuntry. 
He  de. lares  the  Br.izilian  ite.ijde  are  ex- 
tremely friendly  toward  American.s,  anti 
.-o  far  as  Brazil  i.-^  concerned  tliere  is 
nothing  in  the  talk  of  a  South  American 
union  against  the  ['nited  States.  He 
made  it  a  duty  to  visit  several  of  the 
state  capitals  to  cultivate  friendly  re- 
lations, and  his  party  was  received 
everywhere  with  remarkable  demon- 
strations. 

At  Alagoinhas  1000  T'nited  States  flags 
Were  displayed  from  the  buildings  in 
h«mor  of  the  visitors.  At  .loazeiro  the 
Fi  urth  of  July  was  ushered  in  bv  a 
memcrable  celebration.  As  the  cfock 
struck  midrdght  the  entire  population, 
he.'ded  by  the  gi;\eiiior  of  the  state  of 
Bahia  and  accompanied  by  three 
l>an<ls.  Hocked  to  the  l>uilding  occupied 
by  Minister  Bryan  and  his  i>arty.  Tne 
g>  vernv  r  and  various  local  orators  made 
speeches,  and  the  citizens  let  off  a  fine 
a.";.'-!  rtment  id"  fireworks.  The  speakers 
I'raised  the  Cniied  Statt-s  and  spoke  of 
President  MeKinley  in  culoj^istic  terms. 
The  visitors  were  showered  with  lliw- 
ers  and  other  gifts  in  true  Brazilian 
custom,  and  altogether  that  denionslra- 
li<m  in  the  interior  of  the  greatest 
t  I  untry  of  South  America  was  unprece- 
dtnted. 

The  Americans  spent  three  weeks  in 
Bahia.  and  they  were  s'howei>'<l  with 
:  milar  attentions  in  all  directions.  Tlie 
legislature  invited  them  to  the  floor 
of  that  lM)dy  and  weicomtd  them  with 
ci  >dueni  speeches.  This  is  a  conu<ll- 
ment  never  before  extended  to  a  lor- 
eigner. 

Mr.  Bryan  also  visited  the  slates  of 
yao  I'aulo.  Minas  and  I'ernambui-o,  and 
was  given  similar  cordial  receptions  in 
tlio.Kc  sections.  He  was  loaded  with  rib- 
bons  and    favi'is  of  various   kinds.

The  audi- 
ence welc-omeil  the  tricolor  ot  the  north 
republic-  with  wild  cuthusia-sm.  and 
shouted  themselves  hoarse  yeMing: 
"Long  live  the   riiii'-d   Slates!" 

Col.  Bryan  .-lys  th<-  Brazili.-ms  were 
friendly  to  tli<-  rnit<-<i  States  through- 
out the  war  with  Spain,  and  ti«tk  great 
d.-liuht  ill  the  vieioric-s  of  the  tirmy  .md 
navy  of  this  c-ountry. 

When  he  left  for  home  m.Miy  .<en;!i  i|-; 
and  otht-r  disi  ingoj.slic  ,]  n.rsons  went 
to  the  wharf  to  bid  him  good-by.  The 
Brazilian  troops  tit  the  fert  were  mus- 
tered and  the-  band  played  "Hail  Co- 
lumbia." 

The  minister  took  all  thes,-  d-mons't ra- 
tions not  as  personal  lo  himselSf.  but 
as  expressive  c'f  the  sentiment  of  Bra- 
zilians toward  the  Cnite^l  States.

"I  believe  In  an  American  policy,  not 
in   a    race   policy."

Remarkable  Discoveries  of 

Fossil  Remains  Made  By 

Students  In  Wyoming, 

Gigantic    Form    of    Beast 

Found— One  Weighed 

Sixty  Tons. 


Wyoming  should  get  a  new  nickname.  It 
should  be  known  as  the  "Fossil  State." 
Within  its  boundaries  are  tiio  most  exten- 
slvo  and  fertile  fo.ssil  fields  ever  known. 
Thousands  of  .scientists  go  there  every 
year  lo  try  their  luck  in  jirospecting  for 
bones,  for  these  olel  .skeletons  are  worth 
more  than  their  weight  in  gold.  At  least, 
so  the  big  wigs  of  science  say.  As  the 
largest  skeleton  found  here,  and.  indeed, 
anywhere  in  the  world,  w  ighs  40.00(i 
I)ounels,  it  may  be  imagined  how  much  ot 
a   Klondike  this  Western  state  is. 

Yale   has  got   the  most   of  value  out  of 

Wyc>niinf,''s  fossil  beds,  and  the  universit.v 
of  Wyondng  second,  while  the  museum 
ol  natural  lii.-itory  in  New  York  stands  in 
third    1 1  lace. 

The  most  colossal  animal  ever  taken 
from  llie  earth's  strata  was  a  dinosaur, 
mea.-^liring  nearly  l:iO  feet  in  leiiglii.  and 
lie-ing  j><rhai>s  tnirty-livi  feet  in  lieight 
at  the  liiits  and  tweniy-live  feet  at  th.- 
shoulders— an  animal  so  iinniense  in  size 
lliat  its  i)olrilicd  skelut-in  alone  is  believed 
to    weigh   more   than   4i).iX)0  poniuis.

I'lofc^ssor  Knight  says:  "VVork  in  colen- 
ing  froiTi  this  xic^t  siorehousc  begrin  In 
the-  fonii's.  and  during  the  yc-ars  th-i< 
have  c-!-<ps»d  since.  Wyoming  jias  b.-c  ii  a 
fa\i>red  c-ollecting  gionnd  for  the  leadin.u 
geologists  and  [  laeontefiogisls  of  the-  enlir<^ 
c-oiintry.  The  parly  expeditions  encouii- 
ii-red  the-  treaclieroiis  Sioux,  but  were  not 
baffled,  though  tliey  had  to  'oiltfif  on  tle- 
Alis.«)uri  river  and  travel  4<J0  miles  or 
more   by   team. 

"A  year  ago  tho  American  museum  ex- 
pedition found  two  magnllic-c-iu  skelelon.s 
within  a  eiuarler  of  .-i  mile  from  liic  rail- 
road and  in  sight  <if  several  of  the-  c|uar- 
ric-s  o|u-necl  b\-  Professor  Marsh,  in  the 
seventies.  Kesides  the-  fossils  menlionccl 
there  are  about  1()0  siiecles  of  inverte- 
brates to  collect,  then  species  of  lisheri 
and  turtles,  and  species  of  extremely  rare 
cycads. 

"From  the  Big  Horn  basin.  Wind  river. 
Green  river,  Sweetwater  river,  and  the 
forks  of  the  Cheyenne  river  over  300  spt^- 
cles  of  vertebrates  have  been  reportt^d. 
and  the  most  of  these  are  mammals.  The 
Tertiary  has  been  justly  called  the  'age  of 
m  imals,'  for  prior  to  this  period  the 
mamals  were  not  larger  than  a  mouse. 
The  mamals  are  found  in  .-i  great  variety 
—  those  of  elephantine  size  and.  with  theni. 
those  that  were  no  larger  than  an  ox.  ami 
on  down  lo  tlv^  size  of  a  rabbit.  These 
Tertiary  lit  Ids  have,  from  v.  sc-ieniitic 
viewpoint,  yielded  fossils  of  greater  ini- 
portaiic-e  to  the  anatomist  and  paleontolo- 
gist than  Ihe  Jurassic-.  Here  are  found  the 
lirst  horses,  and  from  the  Wyoming  beds 
iT^arly  a  complete  series  has  been  ob- 
tained. Many  of  the  fossils  found  in  the 
Uroon  river  and  Big  Horn  basins  are  not 
known  to  any  other  locality.  Some  of 
these  are  so  rare  that  there  has  been  onlv 
a  single  specimen  found.  Nearly  all  of 
those  animals  bear  a  scltntifl:  name  cnlv, 
but  there  are  representatives  of  such  ani- 


mals     as      rhinoc-e  roses,      camels.      deer, 
wolves,    cats,    beavers   and    monkeys. 

"Many  of  the  fresh  water  laki-s"  during 
the  period  were  swarming  wilii  tisln-s, 
turth-s  and  c-roc<idIles.  all  of  which  a;-< 
tound  in  great  abundance.  'I'he  fossil  lish 
found  in  the  Ore  n  river  shales  are  the 
most  jierfect  specimc-ns  known.  The  larg- 
e-st  are  so  beautiful  that  a  single  fish  luis 
sold  for  Jl'Xt.  and  choice  speclmc-ns  are  heid 
for  highel-  prit-os.  Associated  with  the 
lishes  are  numerous  fossil  insects  that 
are  also  ri're  v.'iccimens  and  highly  valued 
by  scientltic  collectors.  The  turtles  and 
crocodiles  arc   in   great   varioty."

Story  of  Life  in  a  French  Cavalry 
Regiment. 

Following  M.  Irtiain  (lohiers  appalling 
book  on  the  French  army,  which  threw  a 
sidelight  on  the  Dreyfus  case,  says  an 
lOngiish  newspaper,  comes  M.  Lionel 
Decles  almost  c<iually  appalling  account 
of  his  experience  as  a  French  private  dra- 
goon—a faithful  ac-count,  he  .says,  of  the 
hardships  which  he  endured  when  he 
.-(  rved  ills  time  in  the  r:ink.'<.  .ind.  tin  re- 
tore.  w<>  take  it.  a  faithful  acc-<juiit  of  a 
;-.\slcm  which  lias  produc-ed  the  Merciers, 
t>oi.sdeffres.  Conzcs  and  Henrvs  of  the 
••Affaire."  Tho  case  of  Drevfus.  M.  Cfclc 
s.iys,  is  tut  a  magnilinl  cxanipli-  of  what 
•  laily  Happens  througbout  the  French 
arm.v,  and  his  own  c-xpericnce  shows  that 
I'reyfus  has  been  the  vif-tim.  not  .so  mueh 
<'f  ttie  malice  of  individuals  as  of  a  faulty 
SN.'tem.  It  is  always  the  same  princiiile-- - 
the  rcbjeect  for  the  '-chose  jugee  ' -  Ihe  up- 
holding of  a  judgment  without  consldermg 
upon  what  grounds  or  what  evidence-  it 
has  l)een  delivered.  M.  Dccle  himself  hail 
occasion  to  know  what  the-  "chose  .ineree" 
meant;  his  bejok  eonlains  ininiatui-e-  Hicv- 
iMs  casc«.  The  picliir.-  prcsi-nted  of  the  life 
of  a  Frt  nch  trc")per  is  one  to  c-aiiso  won- 
eler  tliat  there  are  not  more  fri^qiieiit  mur- 
ders of  offlcee-s  by  pri\;ites  whom  thev 
treated  with  such   brutality.     Here  is  one-": 

Many  aie  the  tales  of  dreadful  revenge 
taken  l,y  conscripts  on  their  otficers.  It 
is  no  uncommon  thing  for  a  few  of  tln-m 
to  play  away  the  life  of  an  offlc-er  at  cards. 
Ihe  loser  being  obliged  to  kill  him  within  a 
certain  time.  To  quote  but  a  single  in- 
stance: A  few  years  ago  one  of  the  se  bat- 
talions was  being  marched  from  Biskra  to 
'I  uggurt    in    Southern      Algeria.  Hefon.- 

le-aving  four  men  had  played  away  t he- 
life  of  a  major  at  cards.  The  lo.sor.  who 
was  to  carry  out  the  deed,  pretended  to 
be  ill  and  kept  to  the  rear  of  the  column. 
On  the  second  day  he  kept  still  further 
back,  and  sat  down,  pretending  to  be  ex- 
hausted. The  major,  who  had  fallen  far 
behind,  seeing  the  man,  spoke  to  him 
kindly,  telling  him  to  make  an  effort.  "Oh. 
sir,"  said  the  soldier,  "I  can't;  Im  done 
for."  The  major  kindly  handed  the  man 
*ils  flask  to  take  a  pull  from,  and  as  he 
was  replacing  II  in  his  holster  the  man 
fired  his  rifle  point  blank  at  his  offlce^r. 
Fortunately  the  horse  swerved,  and  the 
bullet  mlssc'd.  Thereupon  the  majijr  drew 
his  revolver  and  blew  the  ruffians  brains 
out.  A  few  months  later  a  stone  was 
lonnd  on  the  spot  bearing  this  inscription: 
"Here,    on    the    10th    of    Dec-ember.     IK— 

Private was  murdered   by   Maj.    X.  ' 

The  man  who  placed  the  stone  there  was 
never  discovered,  and.  although  It  wa.s  re- 
moved by  order  of  the  military  authori- 
ties another  one  hearing  a  similar  in- 
i-criptlon  soon  afterwards  stood  in  Its 
place.  Six  times  these  atones  were  re- 
moved and  six  times  they  were  replaced, 
and  vc-t  the  guilty  parties  were  never  de- 
tected.   It  is  hardly  to  be  wondered  at  if

Secretary  Root  Delivers  an 

Address  on  the  War  In 

the  Philippines. 


Macomb,  Ills,  Oct.  C— Pre.^ident  Mc- 
Kinl'ey  and  several  members  of  iht- 
cabinet  delivered  brief  addresses  from 
the  reviewing  stand  at  Quinr>y.  The 
president  said; 

"I  thank  you  one  and  all,  for  this 
patriotic  wolco.me.  It  has  given  me  un- 
common pleasure  to  meet  this  mornint; 
at  the  soldiers'  home  the  men  of  1861. 
the  veterans  who  stood  in  the  trenches 
and  behind  the  guns  in  that  year  of 
great  emergency,  when  liie  life  of  the 
nation  hung  in  the  balance.  (Applau.se.) 
"It  has  given  me  )ikc  plowsuie  also  to 
meet  with  the  ex-.soldiers  of  the  Spanisii 
war  ft-fwn  the  city  of  Quincy,  and  the 
naval  militia,  representing  the  patrio- 
tism of  1898,  (Applause.)  And  it  is  grat- 
ifying to  me  to  learn  that  you  sent  from 
this  city  one  of  the  gallant  young  of- 
llcets  who  fought  with  Dewey  in  Ma- 
nilla Bay.  (Great  Applause).  This  is 
an  era  of  patriotism,  my  countrvmen. 
The  United  States  ha.s  never  been  lack- 
ing in  gratitude  to  its  Eiddiers  and  its 
sailors  who  have  fought  in  its  cau.=e, 
and  the  cause  of  the  United  States,  has 
never  lacked  defenders  in  every  crisi-; 
of  its  history.  From  the  revolulionarv 
days,  to  the  present,  the  citizen  of  the 
United  States  have  ever  been  ready  to 
uph<dd  at  any  cost  the  (lag  and  the  hon- 
or of  the  nation  and  to  take  all  the  re- 
sponsibility which  comes  from  a  right- 
eous cause.

•Fellow-citizens:  My  humble  duly 
during  the  last  two  months  has  been  u, 
do  what  you  are  doing  here  today  bv 
fhe  encouragement  and  the  inspiratioti 
of  your  i)resence,  holding  up  the  hand> 
strengthening  the  soul  and  cheering 
the  courage  of  the  president,  the  chief 
magistrate  of  our  beloved  country,  la 
maintaining  its  honor  and  doing  its  full 
duty  beforo  God  and  man  on  the  great 
stage  of  the  world.  It  i,s  fitting  that 
here,  almost  at  the  very  spot  where  the 
two  extremes  of  population,  coming  the 
one  from  Massachu.setls  and  Connecii 
cut  and  the  other  coming  from  Virginia 
and  Kentucky,  the  children  of  ,\'ew  En.a- 
l;tnd  and  the  new  South,  should  join  in 
doing  honor  to  the  president  of  the  who;^ 
country— North  and  South,  East  and 
West.  There  is  no  parti.sanship,  no  f,;  - 
tionalism,  in  wliich  wo  arc  engaged  in 
helping  President  McKinley.

fed,  the  best  eciuipjied  and  the  best 
armed  army  the  world  has  ever  Fcn, 
the  sympiithy  and  support  of  the  iieoplc 
of  Quincy  and  the  voice  of  the  country 
will  be  behind  him  and  behind  the  presi- 
dent, 

"The  cause  in  which  your  soldiers  are 
fighting,  and  in  which  you.  Democrats 
and  Republicans  aliice,  stand  behind 
them,  is  the  clause  of  civilization  and  of 
peace.  The  men  behind  the  guns  in 
Manilla  today  will  be  followed  by  the 
arts  of  civilizalion.

Purchase  From  Bondholders 

Did  Hot  Bind  It  to  Carry 

Out  Contract. 


The  answer  of  the  city  of  Duluth  in 
the  ca^e  begun  against  it  and  the  wat- 
er board  by  R.  K.  Dunn,  receiver  of  the 
Duluth  Light  &  Water  company,  to 
comi>t'l  the  city  to  furnish  water  to  the 
water  company  which  operates  the 
West  Duluth  system  under  the  contract 
made  between  it  and  the  Duluth  Gas  & 
Water  company  was  tiled  in  the  United 
States  court  today.  The  city  after  it 
assumed  control  of  the  plant  at  Duluth 
refustd  to  recognize  the  contract  be- 
tween tlje  two  companies  and  tixed  $700 
P>~r  month  as  the  jtrice  at  which  it 
wnuld  furnish  v.ater  to  the  West  Duluth 
.'^ystcm.  The  receiver  of  the  company 
i:;  now  seeking  to  fone  the  <ity  to  rer- 
ognizc  the  contract  on  the  ground  that 
when  it  purchased  the  plant  of  the  Du- 
luth Clas  &  Water  company  it  b»*came 
liable  to  fullfil'.ment  of  the  contiact. 
The  lity  in  its  iinswer  ilaims  that  liie 
I  liargf  of  $700  per  month  Is  not  an  ex- 
oil>itant  one  as  claimed  )»y  thi>  plaintiff.

HAD  THE  AUTHORITY. 

Park    Commissioners   Have   Acted 
Within  Law,  Says  City  Attorney. 

It  is  the  ojilnion  of  city  Alt'uney 
Richards  that  the  board  of  park  co.-n- 
tnissioners  did  not  overstep  its  author- 
ity in  c<'rtlfying  the  park  tax  levy  to 
the  county  nuc:it(;r.  without  waiting  for 
the  action  of  the  council.  Section  1:1  of 
ihapter  4(^1  of  the  city  ordlnanees  pro- 
vides that  the  park  board  shall  annually, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October, 
transmit  in  writing  a  statement  of  the 
money  that  will  be  required  for  the  i)ul)- 
lic  parks  during  the  succeeding  year, 
the  total  amount  not  to  exceed  one- 
tenth  of  1  per  (cnt  of  the -taxable  "p'oii- 
crty  of  the  cily  according  to  the  last 
preccedin.g  assessment  return.  It  is 
said  that  this  gives  the  board  of  park 
cotnmissioners  sneiific  instructions  in 
regard  to  certifying  the  levy  to  the 
county  auditor.

NARROW  SKIP 

story  of  a  Soldier  Who  Was 

Nearly  Swallowed  By 

a  Boa. 


Desperate  Fight  For  Llfe- 
The  Nan  Becomes  Delir- 
ious From  Horror. 


Soldiers  returning  from  the  Philip- 
pines give  evidence  of  having  practiced 
with  the  long  bow  as  well  as  the  Krag- 
Jorgensen  during  their  enforced  stay  in 
the  islands.  This  story,  from  the  pen 
of  a  mustered  out  volunteer,  now  in 
San  Francisco,  displays  a  proficiency 
with  the  weapon  of  a  picturesque  liar 
that  is  positively  startling.  The  vera- 
cious soldier  tells  of  a  voracious  snake, 
and  here  Is  his  simple  tale: 

■'Yes.  I  saw  some  hard  fighting,  but 
the  only  time  I  was  really  scared  was 
l>y  a  snake.  They  say  that  those  huge 
boas  that  the  natives  keep  in  their 
houses  to  catch  rats  are  harmless.  1 
know  better.  I  had  l)een  with  my  com- 
pany under  fire  all  day,  and  as  night 
came  on  I  lost  my  way  in  the  swamp 
and  was  separated  from  my  command 
completely,  runs  a  story  In  the  Chicago 
Tribune.  Prostrated  with  the  heat, 
often  unconscious  for  a  time,  I  had  lost 
my  gun  ajid  everything,  and  lay  down 
to  wait  f(jr  morning  near  a  desorted 
shack,  where  some  native  had  once 
had  a  home,  and  was  soon  fast  asleep. 
1  had  lost  one  shoe*in  the  swamp,  and 
my  bare  foot  had  l>een  severely  cut 
and  scratched  in  my  race  for  life,  and 
as  I  went  to  sleep  it  pained  me  so  as  to 
atYcct  my  dreams.  I  dreamed  that  1  was 
still  in  the  swamp,  an<i  that  my  left 
foot  and  leg  were  so  heavy  that  1  was 
being  slowly  pulled  down  into  the  mud 
by  them  and  that  the  swamp  was  boil- 
ing hot.  I  awaked  to  find  the  pain  in 
my  fool  intolerable,  though  dulled  by 
the  feeling  we  experience  when  we  say 
a  limb  is  asleep.  1  felt  that  I  could  not 
UKiVe  my  leg.  I  sat  up  and  looked  at  it, 
and  put  my  hand  luulei-  my  knee  and 
gave  it  a  pull.  In  the  dim  light  my 
leg  seemed  to  extend  ofT  into  the  jun.^ie 
indetinitely.  Then  I  felt  a  twingie  of 
II. tin  and  a  sense  of  something  grii)ping 
me  about   the  shin. 

"Wide  awnke  and  ex.  ited  now,  1  s.tw 
that  I  was  l)v>ing  swallowed  by  a  huge 
l)oa.  My  swollen,  bleeding  foot  had  at- 
t! acted  him,  and  he  had  already  swal- 
lowed it,  and  was  swallowing  my  leg 
inch  by  inch,  by  those  slow  automatic- 
pulsations  with  which  these  horrible 
I'eptiles  pet  themselves  outside  their 
prey.  1  ran  my  hand  over  the  crea- 
ture's head  and  eyes,  I  fell  his  great 
lower  jaw  beneath  my  calf,  1  struck  the 
head  with  my  fist,  I  screamed  and 
ytlled  tor  help,  I  siru.ggled  to  a  vertical 
position,  bending  the  snake's  body  up- 
waid  and  even  fell  over  on  him,  Imt 
all  had  no  effect.  The  swallowing 
went  on.  Every  minute  I  would  feel  a 
jtrickling  sensation  an  inch  higher  up 
o!i  my  leg.  and  a  sense  of  suction,  and 
was  aware  that  I  was  an  inch  deeper 
down  in   the  mcjaisler's  anatomy. 

"Then  I  lay  ciuiot  a  moment  think- 
ing for  my  life.  Eac  h  gulp  of  the  snake 
sent  a  sickening  chil!  over  my  body,  but, 
my  head  was  clear.  I  thought  with  some 
satisfaction  that  the  boa  couldn't  swal- 
low, but  one  leg  sine  he  had  not  started 
tii>on  both.  Yet  I  knew  he  would  never 
willingly  disgorge  that  part  of  me  he 
already  possessed,  and  unless  I  was 
l<iund  early  in  the  morning,  my  chance 
of  life  was  small.  I  had  no  knife  nor 
gun,  but  I  was  able  to  reach  a  good 
I'amboo  club  and  1  began  to  beat  the 
great  serpent  on  the  Viody,  and  over  the 
ht'Hd,  too,  as  hard  as  1  could.  But  my 
blows  hurt  my  leg  inside  the  snake  more 
than  they  seemed   to  hurt   him. 

"At  any  rate  the  swallowin.g  went  on. 
and  the  snake's  nose  had  reached  my 
kneecap.  I  had  nothing  in  m.v  pockets, 
but  u'.y  pipe  and  toliaocw)  and  match 
box.  ShouTu  1  smoke  and  wait  the 
turn  of  events?  No.  1  would  make  a 
fire  and  see  if  I  could  roast  his  snake- 
ship  while  he  swiillowed  me.  Fortun- 
ately a  jille  cf  debris  from  the  house, 
consisting  in  part  of  l)roken  furniture, 
implements,  and  the  like,  lay  not  far 
from  the  snake's  body,  and  douli';ing 
him  over  I  reached  it,  and  soon  kindled 
it  into  a  lively  llame.  Then  reaching 
out  with  my  hands  and  stretching  my 
body  toward  some  bushes  that  giew  to 
the  right.  I  caught  a  yoinig  bamboo 
firmly  and  dragged  the  great  hose  of 
the  boa's  body  scjuarely  across  the  fire. 
At  first  he  didn't  seem  to  mind  it  much, 
but  presently  he  began  a  series  of  most 
vigorous  and  powei  iul  lashings  with 
that  lithe  and  tremendous  body  and 
tail,  often  nearly  pulling  me  from  my 
hold  on  the  tree,  and  twisting  my  leg 
till  It  seemed  he  would  wrench  it  from 
its  socket. 

"And  yet  those  automatic  waves  of 
swallowing  were  not  checked.  I  felt  the 
creature's  head  Inclose  my  knee,  and. 
Indeed.  I  am.  sure  the  gulps  by  which 
I  was  being  taken  in  were  quickened  a.s 
the  monster's  blood  was  warmed  up  In 
that  Hame.  I  could  not  readdy  sec 
^\hat  was  going  on  in  the  fire,  but  I 
V  as  sure  it  was  burning  hotly,  because 
I  soon  felt  the  heat  on  my  toes  inside 
the  snake's  skin.  This  sensation  in- 
creased and  I  soon  realize!  that  if  I 
was  roasting  the  snake  my  foot  wms 
being  l>olled  at  the  same  time.

IH  WEXICO^S  CAPITAL. 

Characters  and  Scenes  In  tha  City 
of  Mexico. 

From  the  beautiful  plaza  one  walks 
ai»out  a  mile  to  reach  the  navigable 
jiortion  of  the  canal  in  the  southoist- 
crn  part  of  the  cily.  lelaLos  Collier's 
Weekly.  This  i.s  always  a  bupy  neigh- 
borhood, for  it  is  here  that  all  the  boats 
nf  the  Viga  gardeners  put  in  to  dis- 
(  harge  their  loads,  and  there  also  nre 
the  myriad  pleasure  boats  for  hire  to 
oxcur.=  ioni:-ts.  I'pon  the  surrounding 
.streets  arc  maintained  countless  side- 
walk booths,  stalls  and  shops  for  traf- 
fic in  fruit.s,  flowers  and  ve.getables.  and 
the  many  curiosities  of  Mexican  life 
which  are  offered  for  sale  to  strang.'rs. 
Hero.  tc^o.  are  hundreds  of  restaurants 
of  every  kind  and  dcsTrce,  serving  the 
motley  as.=ortmcnt  of  foods  and  drinks 
which  stir  the  alien  palate  to  new  in-  i 
terest  in  life.  It  is  usually  mere  curi-  j 
o.sity  which  stimulates  the  American 
visitor  to  oat  those  odd-lonking  and  | 
strange-smelling  messes,  the  majority 
nf  which  will  bring  tears  to  the  eyes  and 
iiake  him  long  to  put  his 
tongue  away  in  soine  cool  pla  -e  for  an 
hour  or  two  afterward.  r>n  oneor  two 
of  the  by-strcets  may  be  seen  natives 
s(iu:itting  along  the  walks,  their  backs 
restin.:?  lazily  againt-'t  the  walls  of  the 
houses  and  in  their  hands  steaming 
cups  of  black  coffee.  f)f  this  coffee  the 
visitor  must  certainly  drink,  and  if  he 
is  a  lover  of  good  coffee  he  will  not 
soon  forget  its  richness  and  fiasrance. 
And  he  will  need  th-?  stiniulTjs  of  .i  well- 
l>rewed  cup  when  he  comes  to  the  point 
of  bargaining  with  the  boatman  for 
the  hire  of  one  of  the  picturesque  plea- 
sure boats  for  his  trip  up  the  canal. 
Such  a  frankly  conscienceless  set  of 
lobbers  are  these  boatmen.  Neapolitan 
beggars  are  not  more  noisily-  insistcni. 
The  pilgrim  must  possess  his  soul  in 
j)atience.  It  is  a  matter  of  tii---'  to 
come  to  a  fair  understanding.  tho;ij:h 
this  may  always  be  done  by  enccurag- 
ing  the  competitors  to  bid  one  against 
the  other. 

The  pleasure  hoats  are  very  rude  and 
even  grotesque  imitations  of  the  Vene- 
tian gondola,  being  from  twelve  to  fif- 
teen feet  In  length,  with  high  l>ows,  m 
which  the  boatmen  stand  while  propel- 
ling their  craft  by  pushing  with  poles 
against  the  bottom  or  banks  of  the 
canal.  Progress  is  very  slow,  but  the 
excursionist  ia  in  no  hurry,  so  full  of 
charm  and  delight  is  every  rod  of  the 
way.  In  the  middle  of  the  boat  is 
stretched  a  comfortable  awning,  shel- 
tering the  benches  which  lie  lengthwis? 
against  the  sides:  there  one  may  take 
perefect  ease,  with  nothing  to  do  be- 
yond abandoning  himself  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  genial  day. 

One  of  the  first  thing.^  which  will 
strike  his  eye.  if  he  has  an  eye  for  the 
serious,  is  .the  great  concourse  of 
boats  of  the  market      gardeners — flat,. 


square-ended  scows,  thirty  feet  or  more 
in  length,  lying  low  in  the  water,  loaded 
high  with  all  manner  of  green  stuff,  and 
piopclled  i'y  the  inevitable  poles  in  the 
hands  of  the  sturdy  farmers,  metf  and 
women.  Let  him  ol)serve  closely  and 
he  cannot  but  appreciate  the  skillful 
way  in  which  the  cargo  is  disposed  and 
packed,  until  it  seems  that  one  of  thos-- 
boatloads  must  carry  enough  to  provi- 
sittn  a  small  town. 

The  farmers  are  all  natives^— that  is, 
of  Indian  blood,  with  but  very  little  ad- 
mixture of  Spanish.  This  seems  curi- 
ous to  one  who  has  studied  the  mongrel 
type  known  as  as  the  'Orea-^-er"  of  our 
own  southwestern  territories  in  whose 
veins  the  l>lood  of  both  races  are  s«< 
intimately  commingled.  Of  course,  it 
is  rather  against  nature  to  suppose 
that  the  so-called  natives  of  Mexico  ar- 
of  wholly  pure  Indian  stock,  after  so 
many  centuries  of  contact  with  the 
Spaniards,  l)ut  as  a  general  proposition 
it  may  be  declared  that  the  people  of 
the  city  and  its  environs  and.  indeed, 
of  the  whole  of  Mexico,  are  of  only  two 
classes — the  cultured  and  often  wealthy 
families  of  Spanish  descent,  who  art- 
the  .gentle  folk  of  the  nation,  and  the 
uncu'.tured  Indians,  who  make  up  the 
ploddig  laboring  class.  There  is  no  dis- 
tinct middle  class.  As  a  rule,  the 
Spaniards  (who  appropriate  to  them- 
selves the  name  of  Mexicans)  aie  the 
land  owners.  whil°  the  Indians,  wh  >  are 
the  actual  cultivators  of  the  soil,  are 
only   tenant.?.

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LONG-HAIRED  MEN. 
The  native  inhabitants  of  the  Malay 
peninsula  and  several  of  the  Indian 
tribes  of  our  own  country  never  permit 
their  hair  to  be  cut.  The  hair  of  one  of 
the  chiefs  of  the  Crow  tribe  grew  to  a 
length  of  ten  foet.  The  men  of  the  La- 
tor-kas.  one  of  the  African  tribes,  never 
cut  their  hair.  but.  allowing  it  to  grow, 
weave  it  into  most  wonderful  shai>es. 
The  thick,  crisp  wool  is  woven  with  fine 
twine,  made  from  the  bark  of  a  tree, 
until  it  represents  a  network  of  felt.  As 
the  hair  grows  it  is  subjected  to  the 
same  picf ess  and  trained  into  the  shape 
of  a  helmet.  A  rim  about  two  inches 
deep  is  formed,  and  the  front  part  of 
this  hair  hftmet  is  protected  by  a  piece 
cf  polished  copper,  while  a  piece  of  the 
s£ime  metal,  shaped  like  the  half  of  a 
bishop's  mitre,  and  about  one  foot  in 
length,  forms  the  crest.  The  helmet  is 
then  adorned  with  numerous  vari-col- 
ored  beads.

The  sailor, 
living  In  great  open  spaces  and  subject 
to  sudden  and  unforeseen  contingenci«^s, 
is  frank  to  the  verge  of  recklessness, 
but  full  of  prompt  resource.  He  usually 
thinks  what  he  pleases  and  says  what 
he  thinks  without  chopping  Ic^tic — th^ 
sea  molds  his  character  to  its  own 
moods,  and  whether  these  resemble 
the  hard-hitting  of  the  gale,  or  the 
s<ift  tempers  of  smooth  water,  both 
are  frank  and  free.  The  miner,  on  the 
contrary,  is  shaped  by  his  work  to  face 
hard  facts  as  he  does  hard  work.  He 
finds  ways  and  means  to  get  through  or 
round  both,  exhibiting  both  physically 
and  mentally  a  dogged  perseverance, 
developing  8f>metimes  into  obstinacy; 
hence  miners'  strikes  are  amongst  the 
worst  of  labor  disputes.  As  a  class, 
also,  miners  tend  to  be  narrow-mind- 
ed: they  work  within  limited  horizons, 
and  their  character  is  influenced  ac- 
cordingly.

QUANTRELUS  JEN  RIDE  ARAM. 

Wild  Troopers  of  the  Past  Hold  a 
Reunion. 

Forty  of  the  103  survivors  of  Quan- 
trell's  famous  band  met  recently  at  the 
Jackt-on  county  fair  at  Lee's  Summit, 
reports  the  Kansas  City  Times.  The 
aimual  reunion  of  the  old  command 
was  held.  It  was  the  chief  attraction  of 
the  fair.  At  noon  "mess  call"  was 
sounded  and  the  vets  stowed  away  more 
good  things  in  an  hour  than  would  have 
fallen  to  the  lot  of  their  whole  l>and  in 
the  battle  days  of  the  '60s.  m 

After  the  request  there  was  story  tell- 
ing— and  such  stories!  Tom  Webb,  for 
instance,  told  how  three  feilerals  had 
-one  day  surprised  him  while  he  was  on 
a  si'outing  expedition.  "My  horse  was 
tired  and  hungry."  he  said,  "and  I  had 
just  taken  the  bridle  off  and  hung  it 
i)ver  the  pommel  of  the  sadille  when  I 
happened  to  look  up  and  not  lifty  yards 
away  there  came  three  fedei'als.  yelling 
and  tearing  like  mad.  I  grabljed  my 
revolver  and  at  the  same  time  made  a 
spring  for  my  horse.  I  did  not  have 
time  to  i>ut  the  bridle  on,  even  had  I 
wanted  to  do  so. 

"Well,  as  soon  as  I  hit  the  saddle  my 
horse  took  down  l)etween  a  row  of  apple 
trees.  We  ran  for  alM)ut  three-fjuarters 
of  a  mile,  shooting  and  yelling  all  the 
time.  I  looked  ahead,  and  right  in  front 
of  me  was  a  high  fence.  I  thought  to 
myself.  Well,  iiod  forgive  me.  my  time 
is  up."  You  can  imagine  my  surprise 
when  my  hoise  reached  it  and  leaped 
clear  over  without  touching  a  rail. 
Shcrtly  after  we  rea>:'heii  the  thicket, 
and  there  I  dismounted  and  waited  for 
the  'feds'  to  come  up.  but  they  had  evl- 
ilently  <  hanged  their  minds  and  their 
direction  also,  and  I  .'■•aw  no  more  of 
them." 

Then  there  \\  js  Rill  Oreggs,  who  swore 
Fiank  James  into  the  guerrilla  service. 
and  George  Maddox.  the  onl.v  one  of 
Quantrell's  nun  who  was  ever  tried  for 
the  Lawrence  raid,  and  who  is  now  a 
guard  in  the  state  penitt'ntiary,  ap- 
pointed liy  (Jovernor  Stephens,  and  S.nn 
Whitsctt.  .John  Koger,  John  narnhill. 
Oabe  Parr,  Hi  George,  George  Wigging- 
ton,  Hil)e  Huti.>^pctli,  Frank  Gregg,  Bill 
Hopkins.  Ike  Hall,  John  McCorkle  and 
T.m  Tatum.  all  were  there.  Oth  Offutt, 
of  Holden.  was  also  there  with  his  cele- 
brated trained  hcrse,  which,  he  says, 
"can  do  anything:  on  earth  but  talk." 

After  dinner  was  finished  all  that  re- 
mains of  the  old  company  "fell  in"  at 
the  command  of  Capt.  \V.  W.  Welch, 
who  marched  them  off  to  where  horses 
were  saddled  and  ready  for  the  parade. 
Marching  was  not  what  It  used  to  be  to 
these  old  soldiers,  and  there  was  many 
a  su.spicious  limp  a.s  they  filed  through 
the  grove. 

I'pon  being  mounted  Capt.  Welch 
callnl  the  roll.  Then,  in  column  of  twos, 
with  Hi  Ge.age  and  nth  offutt  in  the 
lead,  the^e  fdty  uray  old  men  rode  over 
the  grounds  I'ollouvd  l>y  the  cheers  of 
everyijne  piesent. 

Rut  it  was  wlun  the  lund  struck  up 
"Dixie"  that  the  demonstration  came. 
Tin  n  every  head  bei  amc  bared  and 
every  throat  gave  forth  the  terrible 
siaccji:  I  "rebel  yell." 

And  then  il'.e  old  comrades  broke 
ranks  again  for  another  year. 


PHILIPPINE  ABORIGINES. 

The  Negritos,  Who  Have  Been  All 
But  Exterminated. 

The  XeRritos  ;iii  llu  aburiKiiies  of  the 
Philippines.  Before  the  coming  ot  the 
Malays,  they  probaM.v  occupied  nil  ihi:- 
islaiid  group,  and  many  of  thv-  iiumcro.s 
islands  which  He  l:i  the  Pacific  to  the 
southward.  Some  of  them  :i'-,'  f«  one',  in- 
day  in  the  penlnsul.i  of  Mak.cc-*  and  tlv 
Andaman  islands.  In  Jav.i  they  have  r--- 
contly  died  out.  It  is  likely  that  s^ome 
of  them  still  exist  in  the  fores's  of  Bor- 
neo and  in  the  interlir  of  other  larg-^  ^s- 
lands.  Ila.f  breed  Negritos  are  found 
from  India  to  New  Guinea.  le.-e  t  le 
Xegrltos  have  amalgamated  with  the  s.'i\ - 
age  tribes  of  Hindustan,  there,  .vivh  iIh- 
ne^ro  like  Papuans  of  Malaysia.  I>ut 
everywhere  the  pure  race  i.s  dying  out. 
W.ir.  bitter  and  unrelenilng.  seems  to 
have  existed  for  centuries  between  tliem 
and  the  invading  Malavs.  savs  Ramo :i 
Reger  l.,iila-in  the  I'hilijjpines.  The  lat- 
ter have  proved  tln'  stronger;  the  Ne;'- 
ritos  have  pt  rished  or  been  driven  to  the 
depths  of  the  fiirests  and  the  fastnesses 
of  the  mountains,  and  most  of  the  land 
which  once  knew  them  knows  them  no 
more.  .\  polic.v  of  exterminaUon  has  pre- 
vailed, and  tew  of  this  once  imineroi.s 
race  survive. 

What  can  be  said  of  ihem  ns  individu- 
als? They  have  two  claims  to  notice. 
They  are  a  race  of  dwarfs,  ilie  smallest 
people  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  I  intend 
this  statement  to  include  the  pigmies  ..i 
Africa.  And  mentally  they  are  ihc  lo.\- 
est.  or  one  of  the  lowest,  of  the  human 
races.  stupi<l  hi  mind,  degraded  in  con- 
dition, forest  wanderers  scarcely  nio.e 
Settled  than  the  apes:  "man-apes"  the.\ 
are  called   in  parts  of  India. 

Rut.  if  deficient  mentally,  the  Negritos 
ire  larKcly  endowed  ph.vsicall.v.  They  can 
rnn  like  deer  and  climb  like  monkev  s. 
in  fact,  they  approximate  to  the  monkeys 
in  one  respect,  since  they  have  great 
IKjwers  of  movement  and  of  grasping  in 
the  great  toe,  being  able  to  piek  up  min- 
ute objects  with  their  feet.  When  on 
lioani  ship  they  are  as  nimble  as  mon- 
ke.vs,  and  can  descend  the  ri^giuK  heail 
foremost,  holding  on  by  the  toes  almie. 
Some  Negritos  are  employed  as  servants 
by  the  Filii)inos.  Most  of  them,  however, 
dwell  in  their  forest  retreats,  where  lh«  y 
live  mainly  by  huntinKt  though  they  also 
eat  the  wild  frint  of  the  forest,  the  roots 
of  the  arum,  the  honey  of  the  wdd  bee-s. 
and  other  woodlantl  prodticts.  Their 
Weapons  are  simple  bm  effective.  They 
consist  of  a  bamboo  lance,  a  bow  of 
palm-wo<Ki.  and  a  quiver  of  poisoned  ar- 
rows. It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  thf 
art  of  poisoning'  arrows  is  common  to  the 
pigmy  races,  wherever  found.  The  Afri- 
can dwarfs  use  arrows,  .i  puncunv  from 
which  is  fatal.  The  Negritos  have  anoMi.'r 
wa.v  of  getting  food,  not  tigreeable  to  the 
natives  of  the  open  ouMiry.  They  wdl 
swoop  down  upon  the  v.iltey.  .^teal  cover'  • 
ly  round  a  herd  of  lirowsins  <-attle.  and 
drive  them  olT  lo  th'»ir  stroneholds  >ii 
the   hills. 

The  Negritos — or  Aetas,  as  the  Span- 
iards call  them— live  In  the  simplest  and 
most  primitive  fashion.  They  wander  to 
and  fro,  about  fifty  families  in  a  uroup. 
obtaining  shelter  from  a  few  sTopbiK 
poles  covered  with  leaves.  Sometimes 
they  build  rude  huts  raised  on  bami»oo 
poles,  in  the  Malay  fashion.  They  have 
a  pretense  of  farming,  scratching  the 
grouvd  with  a  stick  and  throwing  in  a 
handful  of  seed;  but  they  seldom  remain 
in  one  place  long  enough  to  gather  their 
slender  crop.

CIGAR  LABELS  DEGEPTiyE. 

Do  Not  indicate  the  Quality  of  the 
Article. 

A    iiiand    or  label    or   mark    upon    an 

article  is  comnionly  supfwised  to  indi- 
cate to  the  purchaser,  actual  or  po.>^Hil>lc, 
the  nature  of  the  article  it.self.  In  re- 
gard U)  cigars  this  stiiiposilion  has  ojiiy 
a  basis  ot  truth,  reports  the  New  Voik 
Tribune.  AI'-'.-^i  (-onsumers  of  c-ig.U'c 
know  theii-  "faxorite  iuands,"  as  they 
call  them,  and  feel  jiretty  conluleni 
about  the  quality  of  these  brands  if 
they  buy  their  «-i.u;ar.«  at  t-ounteis  wheie 
they  have  ahvays  obtained  good  on--:-!. 
l!ut  few  custuiviers  lan  tell  eVeii  ap- 
proximately what  will  be  ilie  size  an  1 
shape  of  the  (  i.iiar  i-ontaiiied  in  a  b.»x 
marked,  for  in.stance,  "Conchas  Ite- 
galias.  ' 

There  is  niut-li  difteieiue  between  a 
"brand''  of  cigars  and  a  "label."  "A 
good  brand"  is  very  ol'leii  taken  to  mean 
"a  good  quality."  Very  likely  that  was 
the  original  intention  of  cigar  ioand.-, 
as  it  still  is  of  whisky  brands.  Bui  by 
the  actual  present  custom  of  ihe 
trade  the  name  which  is  burned  jr 
branded  tm  the  wood  of  ihe  cigar  bo<  — 
the  "brand"  properly  so  called—  has  r.o 
nei-e.s.^ai  y  connection  with  the  (juili'v 
of  the  cigar  but  only  accidentally,  so 
far  as  some  particular  make,  pee-uiiar 
to  one  factory,  may  be  for  the  time  ex- 
clusively applied  to  the  manufacture  of 
good  tobacco.  The  brand"  tells  ihe 
cigar  seller  something  about  the  size 
and  shape  of  the  cigar.  As  yeai-s  go  on 
the  aiiplication  of  these  lirands  i)t- 
comes  more  an<l  more  loose  and  irre- 
gular, rmil  recent  years  there  used  to 
be  a  regular  .madation  of  size  in  about 
this  order,  beginning  with  the  large:i:: 
(1)  Perfecto,  (2)  Puriiano,  (."{)  Con?h.. 
and  (4)  Conchita.  Even  this  arrang-- 
ment  was  not  by  any  I'.ieans  the  earliest. 
"IteKalia"  was  known  to  the  trade  iS 
a  designation  01  large  size  long  lieiore 
anyliody  ever  heard  of  "Perfecto.  " 
"Henry  Clay  '  was  once  a  brand  indi- 
cative of  both  size  and  quality,  a  br  ind 
and  a  label  in  one,  when  the  cigar 
was  made  in  only  one  Havana  factory. 
And  later  results  of  competition,  as 
well  as  of  Cuban  disturbances,  are  se-r-n 
in  the  actually  pre\.*ailing  scale  of 
brands.  As  brand  differs  from  branl 
in  shap'e  as  well  as  in  length,  it  would 
take  much  complicated  mathematical 
research  to  place  the  brands  in  the  ex- 
act <!rder  of  the  volume  of  t«!baeco  indi- 
cated  by  each. 

Roughlj-  spealcin.g.  however,  they  run. 
beginnin.!<  with  the  largest,  as  follows: 
(1)  Perfecto  Elegante,  (2)  Perfet  l<i 
Fino,  (.1)  Puritaiia  Fino — a  thick  cigai-; 
(4)  Puritana  Extra,  (5)  Bieva— thick 
and  blunt;  tt!)  Hreva  Chica.  (7).  Con- 
cha Regalia.  (8)  Conch.i  Especail.  i.*). 
Conchita,  (10)  Reina  Fina,  (11)  Petit 
Due,   (12)  opera  and   d."]).  Chiquita. 

About  all  this  matter  of  brands  noth- 
ing is  so  certain  as  that  the  whole  busf- 
ness  is  in  a  shifting  and  revolutionary 
condition.  Thus,  the  Panetela.  not 
mentioned  above,  would  tie  placed  liy 
some  after  the  Perfecto.  liecause  it  is 
about  as  long,  and  by  others  after  th" 
Concha,  because  it  is  thinner.  It  wa~ 
much  easier  to  mo-ntain  a  hard  and 
fast  rule  when  the  whole  cigar  making 
indurtry  was  ostensibly  confined  to 
Havana,  and  all  cigars,  even  if  made 
elr-ewhcre.  had  to  pretend  to  Havan.i 
origin  and  conform  to  Havana  customs 
in  order  to  maintain  the  illusion. 


It  is  curious  to  note,  however,  tliav 
factories  all  over  the  world  still  sticll 
to  Spanish  words  and  traditions  iiJ 
lirandiii.g  and  labeling  their  output.  Ir'1 
a  Rhode  Island  cigarmaker  wishes  to 
say  that  this  liox  is  something  unconi- 
monti\  fine  he  marks  it  "Deliciosis." 
The  colors  of  Spain  still  rule  in  the  rib- 
lions  that  tie  bundles  of  cigars — ye'.low 
and  red,  the  latter  very  rare.  When 
t^'uba  has  liecome  Americanized,  re<l, 
white  and  lilue  riblxms  may  make 
their  ajipearance  in  cigar  boxes,  but 
that  sign  of  the  times  has  n^jt  yet  l>ecii 
ob.served. 

No  less  curious  is  the  pcrsistenly  -lar- 
ing  Spanish  character  of  the  labels  and 
all  the  decorations  in  gold  and  colors  on 
th  einside  of  the  lid  of  a  ciarar  box. 
The  name  of  the  lithographer.  with 
"New  Yoik."  ma.v  be  printed  small,  but 
quite  legible  in  a  corner  of  the  design, 
but  the  di'sign  itself  must  have  a  Hav- 
ana air  about  it.  Portraits  of  Amei- 
iian  and  English  public  character/? 
have  t'l  be  done  for  this  purpose  as  if 
the  individuals  were  seen  throui:h 
g.iud.v  Habanero  spectacles.  Chaun<-<y 
M.  Depew  eels  a  look  of  a  tfiread<ii-. 
Lillian  Paiss.  II.  in  "I_^i  Flor  <!e  Libby." 
h.is  to  look  like  a  seniorita:  the  prince 
of  Wal"S  blazt's  with  a  niosi  uncharac- 
teristic and  uii-British  brilliancy. 

The  same  con-^ervatism  is  often  seen 
in  the  choice  of  the  names  themselves. 
One  arlvanced  maker  has  named  hi.s 
ci.gars  "Cuban  Pluck."  in  plain,  collo- 
quial American,  but  the  restoration  of 
the  amity  between  Spain  and  this  conn- 
try  is  celebrated  in  Spanish  by  *L-i 
Comliinacion."  and  "El  Principe  Al- 
fonso" still  keeps  his  place  in  glow- 
ing color;:,  though  the  original  long 
a.go  passed  through  kingshio  to  the 
grave,  and  his  child  is  no  longer  Sover- 
eign of  Cuba.

New  Duluth  Plant  Destroyed 

By  Fire  at  an  Early 

Hour  Today. 

THE  LUMBER  SAVED 


Nothing  Burned  But  Some 
Shingles  and  Slabs— In- 
surance $12,500. 


At  about  2  o'clock  this  afternoon  fire 
destroyed  the  luml>or  mdl  of  the  Heini- 
Uaeh  lumber  company  at  New  Duluth. 
11  is  estimated  that  the  damage  was  be- 
tween $25,000  and  130,000  of  which  $12,000 
WHS  covcr^ed  by  insurance. 

The  fire  was  discovered  about  h;ilf  pa.^t 
1  o'clock  this  morning  by  the  watchman, 
who  says  that  at  that  time  it  was  break- 
ing out  of  the  rear  of  the  building.  The 
lire  is  supptKjed  howere.  to  have  started 
under  the  boiler  room  and  the  entire 
plant  is  destroyed  though  most  of  the 
lumber  in  the  yard  was  saved.  The 
mill  was  a  two  stoi-y  structure  built  in 
1S02.  and  since  has  l>een  greatly  improv- 
ed in  the  way  of  new  machinery.  This 
season  the  mill  has  furnished  steady 
employment  for  about  35  men. 

The  fire  tug  Joe  Dudley  was  tele- 
phon-'d  for  as  soon  as  the  fire  was  dis- 
covered. As  it  was  impossible  to  get 
the  fire  department  up  there  In  time  to 
be  of  any  service.  Chief  Black  accom- 
panieti  the  tug.  Good  time  was  made 
till  the  )>oat  passed  under  the  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  bridge,  and  then  .she  went 
aground  hard  and  fast.  In  the  efforts 
to  release  the  btiat  the  rudder  was  ship- 
ped and  the  tire  tug  remained  fast  in 
the  mud  till  about  6  o'cbx'k  this  morn- 
ing. Chief  Hiack  says  that  it  is  ab.so- 
lutely  innxw^sible  to  navigate  the  tug  up 
the  .St.  I»uis  river  after  dark,  as  there 
are  no  bouys  to  direct  the  course  at 
night  and  the  channel   is  difflcult. 

The  Dudley  was  towed  back  to  her 
dock  at  the  West  Knd  this  morning  and 
ttxlay  she  is  undergoing  rej>airs.  It  is 
expected  that  the  boat  will  be  again 
ready  for  service   by   tonight. 

The  tire  engine  at  New  Duluth.  which 
is  manned  by  a  single  man.  did  go<id 
work  in  saving  the  lumber  piles.  The 
citizen.';  of  the  town  turned  out  too  and 
fought  the  fire  in  a  valiant  manner. 

The  fire  alter  destroying  the  building 
.'■•pread  to  the  lumber  piles,  destroying 
15.000  shingles  and  about  25  cords  of 
.«:ab  wood.  Al)out  .5000  shins;1es.  1.000.- 
0'X»  fe^t  of  lumber,  50.000  of  lath  and  600 
cords  of  slab  wof)d  was  saved. 

W.  P.  Heimbach  was  up  at  New  Du- 
luth nearly  all  day  and  no  .statement 
as  to  the  future  of  the  company  s  plans 
or  as  to  the  actual  loss  could  be  ob- 
tained.

The  longshoremen's  Strilte 
Brings  No  Developments- 
Boats  Taken  Care  of. 

Tlif  strike  of  the  'longshoremen  at  the 
l''astern  Minnesota  docks  is  still  on  to- 
day and  everything  is  quiet  and  orderly. 
T(!dav  there  are  no  Northern  boats  load- 
ii!g  or  unloading  package  freight,  though 
late  this  aftei  iioon  some  freight  may  be 
unloaded  at  West  Superior.  The  North- 
ern Wave  is  on  her  way  up  with  a  sinall 
rargd  of  package  freight  from  Ivike 
Krie  ports,  and  little  trouble  is  expected 
in  its  unliiading  when  the  vessel  ar- 
rives. The  North  Star  will,  late  this 
afternoon.  load  100,000  bushels  of  wheat 
for  Buffalo  at  the  Gredt  Northern  ele- 
vators at  West  Superior,  and  it  is  said 
that  if  the  grain  trimmers  decline  to 
ti  im  the  cargo,  the  work  can  be  done  h.v 
the  crew  of  the  vessel  between  here  and 
the  "Soo."  An  interesting  fact  regard- 
ing this  cargo  is  that  the  rate  was 
ri'.ade  at  4>/i  <-ents,  which  is  much  under 
the  rates  quoted  for  this  port.  The 
Northern  Light  this  morning  was  un- 
loading coal  at  the  Clreat  Northern 
di  cks,  and  this  afternoon  she  will  be 
mnved  over  to  the  merchandise  dock  at 
Superior  and  her  package  freight  cargo 
tmloaded  by  the  new  men.  Tomorrow 
she  is  expected  to  clear  for  Buffalo  with 
either  a  cargo  of  ore  or  grain. 

This  mcrnlng  it  was  claimed  that 
sixty  men  were  working  on  the  package 
freight  dojks  nf  the  company  at  Su- 
perior, and  it  is  al.so  claimed  that  on 
this  side  of  the  bay  the  company  has 
more  men  than  it  has  work. 

Yesterday,  it  is  reported,  the  Northern 
Wave  was  about  to  clear  from  Buffalo 
with  a  cargo  of  package  freight  for  Du- 
luth and  Superior,  hut  when  the  press 
accounts  of  the  trouble  reached  Buffalo 
is  was  decided  to  load  coal.  When  the 
Huffalo  stevedores  were  requested  to  un- 
b  ad  the  cargo  they  declined,  and  part 
I'f  the  cargo  was  taken  off  by  non- 
union men.  The  Northern  Wave,  how- 
ever, is  now  on  her  way  here  with  Liake 
Erie  package  freight. 

The  strikers  today  seem  very  hopeful 
<  f  a  peaceful  settlement.  They  say  that 
they  are  not  in  any  way  trying  to  wave 
the  red  flag,  but  will  continue  the  cam- 
paign for  recognition  in  the  same  or- 
derly manner  they  have  conducted  it  so 
far.  They  claim  to  be  gaining  sym- 
pathy down  the  lakes. 

More  new  men  were  brought  up  from 
the  Twin  Cities  this  morning  and  un- 
loaded at  Superior.  A  number  of  them 
left  the  train  and  joined  the  strike,  and 
ethers  went  to  work  on  the  docks,  pro- 
tected in  case  of  an  emergency  by  dep- 
uty sheriffs.  Kastern  Minnesota  offi- 
cials claim  that  out  of  110  men  brought 
up  frf)m  St.  Paul  yesterday  <»nly  about 
fifty  of  them  deserted,  which  was  a 
smaller  number  than  was  expected. 
More  men  will  be  brought  here  tomor- 
row morning.  The  'Longshoremen's 
union  will  hold  another  meeting  to- 
morrow some  time  in  Brown's  hall. 

The  men  claim  that  the  statement  of 
Superintendent  Slade  that'  they  never 
approached  him  with  any  of  their  de- 
mands is  not  true.  Mr.  Madden,  of  the 
strikers'  committee,  says  that  the  com- 
pany was  waited  on  several  times 
within  two  weeks,  and  that  the  de- 
mands of  the  men  were  made  known, 
but  that  no  satisfaction  was  received.

HENRY  curs  MOTHER. 

Kept  Tavern  In  Versailles,  Ky.,— A 
Strong  Cliaracter. 

Nothing,  probably,  is  more  interesting 
than  to  trace  the  obscure  causes  which 
have  led  to  great  events.  Compara- 
tively few  people  now  living  know  that 

the  mother  of  Henry  Clay  once  "kept 
tavern"  in  Versailles,  and  fewer  still 
that  had  this  not  been  the  case  Cl.iy 
probably  would  not  have  come  to  Ken- 
tucky at  all.  sa>s  a  Chicago  Tribune 
correspondent.  What  a  change  this 
might  have  made  in  American  history! 
How  impoitant.  then,  was  the  journey 
that  Henry  Watkins  and  his  wife. 
Klizabeth  Clay  Watkins.  made  through 
the  wilderness  100  years  ago! 

The  Watkins  family  arrived  in  Ver- 
sailles about  the  close  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  bringing  with  them  <)Uile  a 
retinue  of  slaves.  It  may  be  said  here 
that  there  is  little  foundation  for  the 
piipular  Idea  that  Henry  Clay's  biyhood 
v.as  spent  in  an  atmosphere  of  poverty, 
c.b.scurity  and  aI)solute  want.  The 
n-.rlher  of  the  "Mill  Hoy  of  the  Slashes." 
i;iizabeth  Huds<m.  was  a  member  of  a 
v\ealth\' Virginia  family,  and  in  wed- 
ding the  Rev.  .John  Clay,  after  whosi 
death  she  married  into  a  family  of  equal 
prominence  with  her  own.  The  Clays 
and  Hudsons,  according  to  local  tra- 
ditions, lived  in  the  rather  gorgeous 
.style  of  the  Virginia  gentry,  and  if  the 
Rev.  John  Clay  was  poor,  it  was  no 
doubt  due  to  the  devastation  wrought  by 
the  revolutionary  war.  It  is  extremely 
unlikely  that  his  poverty  could  have 
been  so  great  as  the  story  books  would 
have  one  believe. 

Henry  Clay  did  n<it  accompany  his 
mother  and  stepfather  to  Kentucky,  but 
remained  in  Richmond,  as  deputy  iii  the 
cltrk's  offlie.  and  engaged  in  prosecut- 
ing his  legal  studies.  The  Watkinses 
shortly  took  charge  of  the  only  hostelry 
in  Versailles,  and  "Watkins'  Tavern" 
became  famous  in  the  surrounding 
country.  They  had  a  two-story  stone 
house  built  at  Main  street  and  Cour: 
s<iiiare  by  Henry  Metcalfe,  at  Ihat  time 
a  St  'iiemasrui  and  afterwards  governor 
of  Kinlucky. 

Such  pl.ices  were  a  sort  of  political 
iicadiiuarters  and  a  rendezvous  for  the 
discussinn  of  the  news  of  the  day,  at  n 
time  when  news  traveled  only  by  stage 
coaJi.  The  .Marshalls.  the  Criitendens. 
the  Blackburns.  the  Clays,  the  Watkin- 
.-es  and  other  prtuninenl  men  no  doul>t 
pl.-'nned  campaigns  at  "Watkins'  Tav- 
ern." aiul  there  Gen.  Lafayette  was  eii- 
ler<aine<l  in  1826. 

Mrs.  f'lay-Watkins  was  an  unusuiHy 
a 'tractive  woman.  While  not  a  beauty, 
.•ihe  was  comely,  with  dark  hair  and 
yyes  and  r^sy  cheeks.  Her  manners 
were  engaging,  and  she  was  a  most  cn- 
tert.iining  conversationalist.  She  had  a 
well-roun<leil  and  shapely  figure,  and 
possessed  great  vigor  of  mind  and  l>ody. 
Her  first  hus'oand,  the  Rev.  John  Clay, 
evidently  realized  fully  his  wife's 
charms  for.  in  making  his  will  he  mure 
than  ince  gives  directions  "in  case  my 
beloved  wife  should  intermarry  betwix; 
this  and  then."  And  sure  enough,  at  3:5. 
I  he  inother  of  nine  children,  she  marrie<l 
Henry  Watkins,  "an  elegant  and  ac- 
<  oniplished  gentleman."  of  23,  for 
whom  she  afterwards  boie  seven  chil- 
dren. 

Mrs.  Watkins  was  full  of  spirit,  as  a 
story  told  by  one  of  her  grandchi!dr<'n. 
T.  i^.  Watkins,  of  Lexington,  proves. 
He  says  that  the  day  after  the  burial  of 
the  Rev.  John  Clay,  the  Hritish  colonel. 
Tarleti»n,  made  a  raid  into  Virginia,  and 
his  men  devastated  her  place.  Mrs.  Clay 
reprimanded  Tarleton  so  severely  that 
he  emptied  a  sack  of  coin  on  a  table  and 
told  her  to  take  that  for  her  lossos.  As 
soon  as  Tarleton  left  Mrs.  Clay  .s-,'va;)ed 
the  money  off  into  her  apron  and  threw 
it  into  the  fire,  saying  that  her  hr.nd 
"should  not  be  polluted  with  British 
gold." 

She  is  reputed  to  have  been  a  noble 
woman,  tnuch  rcveroTiced  by  those  win; 
knew  her  well,  and  with  striking  Indi- 
viduality and  an  imperious  will. 

Henry  Clay's  visits  to  his  mother 
afl'or  her  removal  to  Kentucky  were  .ir, 
regular  as  the  seasons.  He  spent  a 
considerable  j)art  of  every  summer  in 
Versailles,  and  was  a  familiar  figure  <.n 
the  streets  of  the  village.  He  remov<  d 
to  Kentucky  and  located  in  I^exington 
in  1797.  After  the  death  of  his  mother 
he  was  frequently  here  to  visit  his  step- 
sister. Mrs.  Blackburn. 

As  a  young  man  Henry  Clay  was 
much  esteemed  In  this  community, 
many  of  the  friends  of  his  youth  becom- 
ing Ids  staunch  sui)porters  when  he  had 
arisen  to  exalted  eminence  as  a  states- 
man. 

About  the  year  1815  the  Watkinses 
gave  up  their  tavern  in  Versailles  and 
settled  uixui  a  farm,  which  they  owned, 
three  miles  south  of  town.  There  Mrs. 
Watkins  died  in  1S29  at  the  age  of  80 
years.  Her  remains  were  buried  in  a 
country  graveyard  close  by,  and  rested 
there  until  18.">1.  when  they  were  re- 
moved fo  Lexington  by  her  .son  Henry. 

The  "Henry  Watkins  farm,"  which  is 
still  a  point  of  great  interest,  is  now 
the  home  of  Robert  MeConnell.  The 
last  vestige  of  the  Watkins  residence 
has  given  place  to  more  modern  im- 
provements. 

Four  children  of  Henry  Watkins  and 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Clay-Watkins,  three 
sens  and  a  daughter,  lived  to  a  mature 
age.  The  daughter.  Patsy,  married 
Col.  William  B.  Blackburn  of  Versailles, 
an  eminent  lawyer  and  politician  and  an 
uncle  of  ex-Senator  J.  C.  S.  Blackburn. 
Of  the  sons.  Frank,  a  minister  ot  the 
Baptist  church,  and  Nathaniel  W..  a 
lawyer,  both  removed  to  Missouri,  where 
they  have  many  descendants.

CURIOUS  BUGS  AS  PET.S. 

Three  of  the  most  curious  pets  that 
were  ever  fed  were  brought  to  Mexico 
City  the  f)ther  day.  They  were  brought 
here  by  the  butler  in  the  household  ot 
President  Diaz,  who  has  been  on  a  trip 
to  Progreso.  says   the  Mexico  Herald. 

They  are  three  bugs  of  a  rare  breed. 
The  only  place  in  tlie  world  in  which 
they  are  found  is  Yucatan.  The  aver- 
age specimen  is  about  an  inch  and  a. 
half  long.  Its  body  is  in  two  sections, 
resembling  the  bodies  of  some  species 
of  the  beetle,  and  <>ach  section  is  cov- 
ered with  a  stout  shield  or  plate,  which 
is  almost  flat,  curving  but  a.  little  at  the 
edges.  When  the  head  of  the  bug  is 
jdaced  under  a  microscope  it  looks 
rather  intelligent  and  amiable. 

The  bugs  which  were  brought  here  ar«- 
in  a.  highly  ornate  state.  Some  cunning 
artist  of  Yucatan  has  painted  shields  in 
the  Mexican  national  colors  on  the  rear 
plates  over  tlieir  bodies,  and  highly 
colored  bunches  of  flowers  on  the  front 
plates,  and  ha,s  gilded  their  long, 
doubled-up  legs.  Little  gold  chains  are 
attached  to  the  middle  of  the  rear  r>lHte. 
which  is  the  larger  of  each  bug's  body, 
by  which'  his  bugship  can  be  lifted  or 
led  around. 

One  of  the  bugs  was  presented  to 
President  Uiaz.  one  to  a  Mexican  lady 
and  the  other  to  an  American  lady. 
They  aie  pets  in  the  literal  sense  of  the 
word.  The  American  lady's  bug  is  re- 
ceiving all  kinds  of  solicitous  attention, 
and  seems  to  like  it.  An  effort  will  be 
made  to  teach  him  some  trioks. 

His  habits  and  manners  are  being 
closely  watched.  He  loves  the  sun- 
shine, having  been  raised  in  the  hot 
country,  and  when  he  is  lifted  by  his 
gold  chain  and  dropped  in  the  full  glar<- 
of  the  sun.  with  the  cork  ot  a  beer 
bottle  in  front  of  him  to  munch,  he 
seems  to  be  supremely  happy.

Clara  Douglas,  of  the  San  Francisco 
Call,  in  a  recent  sketch  of  Mrs.  Town- 
shend. in  which  she  extolled  the  gen- 
erosity of  the  latter,  relates  the  follow- 
ing incident:  "Mrs.  A.  S.  Townshend 
electrified  the  crowd  at  the  Orpheum 
auction  sale  the  other  day  l>y  paying  a 
premium  of  $2025  on  two  boxes  for  the 
benefit  performance  for  our  California 
l>oys.  She.  by  ten  little  nods  of  her 
head,  assured  the  success  of  the  whole 
affair  and  immediately  made  herself  the 
most  popular  woman  in  the  city.

This  Year's  Exports  Will  Be 

the  Largest  In  Our 

History. 

From  The  Herald 

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington.  Oct.  ti.— iSpeiial  to  The 
Herald.)— Manufacturers'  material  and 
manufacturers'  products  form  an  im- 
ix»rtant  share  in  the  increased  impr»rts 
and  exports  which  the  treasury  bureau 
of  statistics  is  now  recoa-dins'  ftom 
month  to  month.  The  imports  of  the 
eight  months  ending  with  August  are 
$8S.O00.OOO  larger  than  the  very  low  Im- 
ports of  the  corresponding  months  <>f 
tast  yetir,  and  the  exports  for  the  eight 
months  exceed  by  about  $12,000,000  the 
phen<imenally  high  figures  of  the  same 
months  last  year.  Indeetl,  it  seems 
probable  that  the  exports  of  the  calen- 
dar year  1S99  will  be  the  largest  of  any 
calendar  year  in  our  history,  while  the 
imports,  though  much  above  last  year, 
are  more  than  $20,000,000  below  those  of 
the  corresp«)nding  months  of  1897. 

In  the  growth  of  hoth  imports  and 
exports,  the  manufacturers  of  the 
«ountry  have  had  an  important  part. 
Indeed,  the  increase  in  exports  is  a!- 
nn>.-t  solely  due  to  the  growth  in  ex- 
portation «>f  manufactures,  but  f'>r 
'hich  ihi-  exports  of  the  year  would  fall 
tow  tho?e  of  last  year.  As  to  the  in- 
ase  in  imports.  It  is  divided  l>etween 
malt  rials  for  manufacturers  and  tropic- 
al ftH>dstuffs  which  we  are  unable  to 
supply  from  home  production. 

The  exportation  of  manufactures     in 
th.'  eight   months  ending   with   Au;-;ust 
is  $4r),000.000  greater  than  in  the  corre- 
sponding  months  of   last    year,    an    in- 
crease of  22  per  cent.  During  the  eight 
months  of  1399.  the  export  of  m.amifac- 
tures   has  averaged   more  $1,000,000   per 
day.    including    Sundays    antl    holiviiiys. 
the  total   for  the  243  days   being  $246,- 
228,915,   while   in  the  same  months       of 
last  year  the  total  export  of  manufac- 
tures   w-as    $201,444,606.        Of    this    in- 
crease in  export  of  manufactures,  iron 
and    steel    forms    the    largest       export 
item,   the  total  value  of  Iron  and  steel 
and  their  manufactures  exported  in  the 
eight  months  ending  with  August  b^lng 
$6^,008,071,    against    $52,925,082    in        the 
corresponding  months  of  last  year.  Cot- 
ton manufactures  also  show   a  gratify- 
ing  increase,  the  exports  of  the  eight 
months  of  1S09  being  $16,861,022  against 
$12,877,088  in   the  corresponding  months 
of   last  year,   while   the  exports  of  re- 
fined  or   manufactured       mineral       oil 
amount  lo  $35,744,586  against  $31,353,657 
in  the  corresponding  months  of      last 
year. 

In  importations  the  increase  is  largely 
in  articles  used  in  manufacturing  and 
the  classes  of  foodstuffs  not  produced 
in  the  United  States  in  sufficient  quan- 
tities to  meet  loc-al  requirements.  Most 
of  these,  whether  nxaierial  for  the 
manufacturers  or  foodstuffs,  are  the 
product  of  tropical  or  sub-tropical  re- 
gfons.  Crude  rubber  shows  an  in- 
crease from  $17,496,291  in  the  eight 
months  of  last  year  to  $22,971,396  in  the 
same  period  of  1899:  unmanufactured 
vegetable  fibers,  including  hemp,  sisal 
and  jute,  increased  from  .?11.9S9.146  to 
$14,377,753.  rAV.'  silk  from  $17,010,942  to 
$23,859.1^14.  hides  and  skins  fr(?m  $27.- 
74S.084  to  $32,606,820,  while  raw  cotton, 
unmanufactured  tobacco,  lumber  and 
chemicals  used  in  manufacturing  also 
showed  an  incrtjase.  In  foodstuffs, 
cacao  increased  from  $2,545,410  to  $3,- 
i74.522.  cofTee  from  $38,748,448  to  $41.- 
632,301.  fruits  and  nuts  from  $8,814,233 
to  $12,353,612  and  sugar  from  $.'>3.974,078 
to   $76,385,240.

Henry  G.  Hamilton, 
trustee  of  the  bankrupt,  asked  for  leave 
to  sell  all  the  property  and  clear  of  mort- 
gages. Under  the  old  bankruptcy  act,  the 
mortgages  were  Independent  of  bakruplcy. 
The  court  yesterday  ordered  the  property 
sold  by  the  trustee  as  prayed,  holding

CHARITY  BEGIHS  AT  HOME. 

So  Says  Bryan— Refuses  to  Sign 
Mediation  Petition. 

New  York,  Oct.  6.— Several  hundred 
signatures  were  added  yesterday  to  the 
petition  to  President  McKinley  urging 
him  to  offer  his  friendly  services  as 
mediator  between  England  and  the  two 
South  African  republics,  the  Transvaal 
and  the  Orange  Free  State.  The  petition 
was  signed  by  judges  of  the  United 
States  courts,  governors  of  states,  the 
presiding  officers  of  state  legislatures, 
senators,  members  of  congress,  eminent 
ecclt^siastlcal  dignitaries,  presidents  of 
colleges  and  other  citizens  whose  stand- 
ing is  of  the  highest. 

W.  J.  Bryan  declined  to  sign  the  peti- 
tion because  of  the  attitude  of  thc- 
Unlted  States  on  the  Philippine  question, 
although  he  endorsed  the  suggestion 
that  the  government  should  use  its  good 
offices  to  prevent  -war.  Mr.  Bryan  tele- 
graphed to  the  World  last  night: 

"I  do  not  desire  to  Join  in  a  petition 


to  the  president  on  this  or  any  other 
subject.  Our  refusal  to  recognize  thh- 
rights  of  the  Filipinos  to  self-govern- 
ment will  embarrass  us  if  we  exprcs.s 
sympathy  for  people  in  other  lands  wh>) 
are  struggling  to  maintain  their  own  in- 
dependence." 

The  World  yesterday  received  tho 
following  from  the  secretary  of  Presi- 
dent Kruger: 

"Gen.  James  Obeirne  has  been  ap- 
pointed commissioner  extraordinary  to 
further  our  interests  in-  America.  Wo 
wish  most  earnestly  that  impartial  ar- 
bitration may  determine  the  present 
dispute  and  prevent  war,  which  would 
be  an  outrage  against  religion  and 
humanity.  If  war  comes,  we  are  pre- 
pared to  maintain  our  rights  to  the 
utmost,  and  for  that  purpose  both  the 
republics  are  mobilizing  their  entire 
forces  on  the  borders,  as  the  British 
troops  are  already  there. 
•SECRETARY  TO  THE  PRESIDENT." 

The  secretary  of  the  Orange  Free  State 
cabled  the  World  as  follows: 

"I  am  directed  by  the  president  to 
gratefully  acknowledge  sympathy  and 


support  of  the  republican  cause  here. 
Ho  favors  arbitration,  would  welcome 
the  mediation  of  the  United  States,  and 
urges  the  necessity  for  speedy  action, 
as  our  entire  forces  are  in  the  field, 
and  each  day's  delay  strengthens  the 
opponents  and  weakens  our  republic's 
position.

It   ha.s   a  right    to 
be  sold   under  its  own   name  and  color.  ' 
if  not  injurious  to  the  public  health      It 
has   a     ight    to   be   manufactured   at    a 
cost  of  S  cents  per  pound   and   retailed 
at    :;o    (rnts   per   pound,    but    it    has    no 
right   tc    crawl   into  the  markets   in    the 
I  lothinj:  of  a  more  costly  prmluct.     The 
law  of  18S6  taxed  oleomargarine  2  cents 
per  pound.

"It  is  .  harged  that  the  farmers  of  the 
country  ire  leagued  together  to  prevent 
P<»or  met  from  getting  cheap  substitutes 
for  butter-,  poor  men  di>  not  charge  this, 
but  the  i  npassioned  lawyers  of  the  oleo- 
margarine manufacturers  do  in  their 
appeals  to  state  and  national  legisla- 
tures. I'^armers  have  not  been  very 
conspicuous  in  schemes  to  Injure  poor 
men.  M  iny  of  the  gentlemen  who  run 
counterft  it  butter  factories  are  undoubt- 
edly cha  liable  and  take  genuine  plea- 
sure in  elleving  human  want.  Their 
distress  about  the  imi>overishment  of 
the  labo  -ing  classes  through  the  pur- 
chase of  srenuine  butter  may  be  sincere.

"Tho  n  'cessity  for  pure  food  legisla- 
tion, as  applieil  to  oleomargarine,  is  rec- 
ognized by  thirty-two  states  which 
have  prohibited  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  tbat  article  when  colored  in  imi- 
tation of  yellow  butter.  Massachu.setts 
has  furni<hed  the  model  for  these  laws. 
The  supreme  court  of  the  Tnlted  Stales 
has  declared  them  to  be  ct)nstitutional. 
Thi.s  judgment  seems  to  be  una.'^sall- 
able.  I  includes  Judge  Harlan"s 
famous  s  atement  that  the  constitution 
of  the  I'l  ited  States  does  not  secure  to 
anyone  tiie  privilege  of  defrauding  the 
public,  t  very  defender  of  organized  in- 
iquity, w  len  hurt  by  state  legislation, 
gets  nois.-  about  the  rights  guaranteed 
him  by  tl  e  national  constitution.  When 
afnicted  )y  federal  law  he  becomes  a 
violent  a  Ivocate  of  the  stale  rights 
guaranteed  by  that  same  constitution. 
Judge  Harlan,  in  one  senteme,  clears 
an  atmos  )heie  ljeft>gged  with  sophistry. 
with  spe  ial  pleading,  with  glib  talk 
ma.squeradlng  in  the  forms  of  constitu- 
tional arvument  and  the  bitter  wailings 
of  men  cl  timing,  in  fact,  that  one  of  the 
inalienab  e  rights  of  an  American  citi- 
zen is  tlie  right  to  defraud  another 
American  citizen.  Pennsylvania  pro- 
hibited, without  qualification,  the  man- 
ufacture and  sale  of  oleomargarine. 
N'ew  Ha  npshire  required  that  it  be 
colored  pink.  The  supreme  court  of  the 
United  St  xtes  declared  both  laws  to  be 
unconstitutional.  The  decision  was  well 
grounded  if  the  question  of  whole- 
someness  was  not  entertained.  If  the 
use  of  oleomargarine  is  not  Inimical  to 
the  public  health,  Its  sale  should  not  b- 


restricted  in  the  markets,  if  sold  under 
Its  own  name  and  color,  anv  mf>re  than 
the  trattic-  in  Jack-knives  ami  derby  hats. 
Ol.omargarine  l.-gislation  must  be  uj)on 
rcasonabb-  lines.  I'nfair  laws  protect- 
ing fann  interests  are  winse  than  no 
laws.  They  alienate  men  who  think, 
an.l  the  farnuMs  will  never  be  so  strong 
that  they  can  afford  to  antagonize 
strong  public  judgment. 

"Pui-e  f.HHl  legislation  has  greatly  re- 
stricted   the    manufa<  ture   and    sale   of 
that  alxunination  of  the  markets  know  11 
as    flll.'d    cheese.      .<kim    milk    and    lard 
form  the  bulk  of  this  « ..inpound.     It  has 
Inferior   flavor  and   jtoor  keeping  quali- 
ties.     Its   manufacture  and   explanation 
has    nearly    ruined    our    foreign    i-hee.se 
trade.      In    1S»2    there    were    nearlv    200 
fa<tories  making  it  in  Wisconsin  alone. 
The    legislation    of    lSi>.-.    prohibited    its 
manufacture  and   sale.     There   is  not    a 
factory   of   this   class    in    Wisconsin    to- 
day,  and   has   not    been    for   two   years. 
The  act  of  congress  which  placed  an  in- 
ternal revenue  tax  upon  llbed  cheese  of

It  is  further 
aeknowledged  that  the  people  have  been 
the  victims  of  the  wirst  religious 
bigotry,  arrogance  and  politico-religious 
c.rruption.  Kvery  phase  of  their  life 
has  lieen  touched  by  this,  and  the  blight 
has  settled  en  the  people.  A  corrupt 
ehurch  has  i  hampioned  and  manipulat- 
ed a  ccriupt  state.  for  their  .twn 
aggrandizeiiient  and  tl^e  despoliation  of 
the  people.  Through  every  phase  of 
mediaeval  s.vial.  pMitical  and  religious

It  has  been 
declared  by  an  ,\meri  an.  who  has  lived 
long  am.ng  them,  that  the  awards  made 
to  Aguinaldo  and  his  companions  was 
demanded  as  a  consideration  to  be  used 
for  the  education  of  the  sons  of  the  Fili- 
pino Iraders.  whose  lives  had  been  taken 
by  the  Sp.jnish  government.  Alonj? 
with  the:'e  facts,  so  evident,  i.s  the  gen- 
eral unimproved  and  undeveloped  con- 
dition of  the  country.  No  highways 
have  been  built.  No  internal  Improve- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  sake  of 
the  people.  Her  resources  have  not  been 
sought  out  be\ond  the  most  limited 
areas.  The  city  of  Manilla,  the  chief 
sea  port  of  the  whole  archipelago,  is 
an  evidence  ef  what  might  have  been 
done  for  the  entire  group.  It  has  been 
described  as  the  most  cultured  city  in 
the  far  East,  and  it.s  inhabitants  quite 
as  civilized  and  proficient  in  the  fine 
jrts  as  those  of  any  similiar  city  in  the 
old  or  new  world,  although  Anglo-Sax  >n 
ideas  do  not  predominate.  I'nder  the 
civilizing  influences  that  have  been 
lesideni  in  Manilla,  and  which  have 
gone  out  to  the  island  of  Luzon.  s«jme 
estimate  of  what  they  ultimately  will 
be,  can  lie  made.  H.  W.  Bray,  a  resi- 
lient in  the  country,  cites  the  fact  that 
this  people  has  produced  representatives 
in  'literature,  art,  painters,  sculptors, 
civil  engineers  and  musicians.

"No  better  idea  of  the  things  f -r

judiciary.  Home  government  in  the 
haiuls  of  the  natives.  Heflgious  free- 
dom. Taxes  spent  on  internal  im- 
provements. c;o(xl  system  of  prim.iry 
schools  with  native  teachers  and  good 
roads  through  every  province.'  If  we 
do  n.vt  agree  in  every  detail,  certainly 
we  ought  to  see  the  lofty  wisdom  and 
splendid  ideals  posse^s.sed  by  this  man. 
and  ho|)e  and  labor  for  their  realization. 

"As  followers  of  the  Master.  Jesus 
Cinist.  it  is  our  duty  in  faithfulnp.^s  to 
Him  tci  see  that  the  mes.sage  of  His 
gospel,  as  it  is  believcM  and  proc'.ainied 
by  evangelical  faitii  and  lite,  is  heard 
by  them.  It  is  dlttlculi  for  those  of  us 
who  entertain  a  hi.gh  regard  for  men  of 
the  Konian  Cathc»lic  faith,  who  are 
npresentativts  and  teachers  of  their 
chureh  in  ou;-  nati\e  land,  to  compre- 
hend the  depth  of  their  chitrc-h's  pollu- 
tion and  the  extent  of  her  depra\ity  in 
the-  Philippines  and  other  distant  lands.

important  acticm  was  taken  by  Spain's 
political  representative  Withctut  con- 
sulting the  archbishop  first.  Such  is 
the  testimony  of  Joseph  Mannix  writing 
from  that  c  cjuntry  and  professing  liiin- 
sell  an  :idnc«rent  of  the  Catholic  faith. 
From  him  we  learn  als<>  that  there  are 
alumt  Gtn)0  friars  in  the  Philippines. 
m;iny  of  whom  ai.'tcd  as  political  agents 
and  t.ix  c^olleotors.  All  kinds  of  irre- 
gularities in  conduct,  the  grossesit  im- 
moralities in  the  pnesthcxxl.  the  most 
flagrant  use  of  their  otlice  to  exploit  the 
natives  for  personal  gain,  are  heaid  on 
e\cry  hand.  '1  he  effort  on  their  part 
to  m  ike  the  coming  of  the  Americans 
apj»ear  as  a  crusade  at  Prote.<*tantism 
against  Catholicism,  is  known  to  ftll. 
The  straw  which  broke  the  camel's 
bac  k  was  a  special  law  passed  in  188S. 
hereby  "the  archbishop,  the  I'i.-^hop  or 
any  other  church  «)tHc-ial  was  authorized 
to  apply  to  the  government  for  free 
laoor  for  architectural  and  c^onstruc- 
tiofval  purposes  when  in  their  opinion 
the  same  was  necessar.v  for  tiie  welfare 
of  the  church."  Tnder  the  Spanish 
fiscal  system  every  native  must  pay  a 
certain  annual  tax— from  whic  h  there  is 
no  release — "if  not  in  current  fun<ls  it 
mu.'it  be  given  in  labor.  Abundance  of 
lalMjr  is  always  at  its  dis|K>sirl.  and 
from  this  lalM^r  the  c-hurch  under  the 
aforesaid  law.  made  its  requisitions. 
And,  thu.«.  said  the  alx)ve  Informant, 
was  presented  the  spectacle  of  a  rich 
church,  owning  miles  of  rich  territory 
which  it  rented  tc»  the  natives  at  the 
highest  possible  price.  rcH-eiving  aJ.so 
their  fees  for  all  services  and  finally 
compelling  them  to  w^ork  for  nothing, 
the  moment  they  got  into  jjecuniary 
trouble."  .\nd  while  the  people  were 
imp<»verished  and  hated  the  church 
wa.s  enrii^hed.  We  would  not  inclulge 
in  the  recitation  of  s<>  many  inde- 
cencies which  have  come  to  us  In  un- 
numbered mes.eages.  but  prefer  to  ob- 
serve thc.-e  legal  enactments,  estab- 
lished   conditions    and    historical    fac-ts. 

""The  religious  instiuction  whic-h  has 
be«Mi  given  to  the  Filipin»j«  by  this  great 
church  is  of  necessity,  and  much  of  it 
worihhy  of  the  highest  praise  consid- 
ered in  itself. 

"Beside  the  Roman  Catholic  no  other 
representatives  of  the  Christian  religion 
were  to  be  found.  The  Mohammedans, 
however,  share  with  them  the  religious 
conceptions  which  may  be  held  by  the 
people.  Besides  these  two  the  peopl;» 
are  characterized  by  all  forms  of  heath- 
en faith  and  wor.'-hip  from  which  both 
Mohammedan  and 
striven  to  turn  them 
spectlve  faiths,  each 
measure  of  success. 
medan  we  do  not  expect  to  accomplish 
anything  for  the  uplifting  of  the  race. 
To  us  no'.v  comes  the  opix>rtunity  and 
responsibility  to  give  them  the  secret  of 
our  attainments,  the  book  of  God".; 
word  and  the  pure  gospel  of  Jesu.^ 
Christ. 

"There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  po- 
litical piety  in  evidence  during  our 
present  military  activities,  endeavoring 
to  vindicate  such  activit.v.  We  don"t 
consider  it  as  savoring  of  disloyalty  to 
our  grjvernment  or  inappreciative  of 
our  army,  to  say  that  attributing  mis- 
sionary motives  to  our  military  mc^vv^s 
and  goverr»ing  chiefs  is  liosh.  The  ef 
forts  to  vindicate  our  conduct  by  pio- 
fessing  concern  for  the  souls  of  men. 
even  Justifying  the  destruction  of  th«  ir 
lives,  tor  the  gospel's  sake,  is  an  eld 
pretext.  It  is  not  wise  or  truthful  to 
dub  every  movement  which  the  fiag 
makes  as  a  Christian  move,  because 
Christianizing  infiuences  may  tread  up- 
on the  heels  of  the  victorious  standard 
bearer.  There  is  a  wide  difference  be- 
tween following  in  the  track  and  ac- 
companying a  military  movement  and 
giving  it  initiative  and  direction.  But 
there  is  always  danger  for  the  faith  at 
this  p<iint  in  two  particular?.  Througn 
enthusia.sm  for  the  military,  men  for- 
get the  pre-eminence  of  the  Christian- 
izing power,  or  through  their  disagree- 
ment with  the  policy  that  inaugurates 
such  a  movement,  they  fail  of  seizing 
the  forelock  of  time  for  the  faith.  It  is 
both  of  these  mistakes  we  wish  now  to 
avoid.  We  first  awake  to  the  fact  that 
our  own  institutions  of  national  life, 
which  are  our  glory,  our  (n>nception  of 
great  principles  of  righteousn.^ss,  ju.'t- 
ice  and  truth,  have  their  foundation  on 
the  striptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Tes- 
taments, and  are  enforced  by  the 
strength  of  the  Christian  faith  in  the 
character  of  our  people.  May  the  Chris- 
tian people  of  our  land  awake  to  the 
grandeur  of  our  opportunity  and  the 
measure  of  our  responsibility  toward 
those  lands."

He  had  been  cast  for  a 
part  in  the  spring  proiluc-tion.  and  this 
extra  study,  added  to  the  regular  studies 
imposed  by  the  collegiate  course,  caused 
something  to  give  way.  On  the  oci-asieiii 
of  the  dress  rehearsal  it  was  feumd  that 
he  coulcl  ned  remember  a  line  of  his  jiart.

STAGE  FRIGHT^FTEN  FATAL 

New  York  Physician  Cites  Examples 
From  Experience. 

"Of  all  the  many  His  to  which  theatri- 
cal flesh  is  hetr  to."  said  an  old  phy.^i- 
clan  who  has  a  large  clientele  of  actors, 
according  to  the  New  Y^ork  Telegraph, 
"the  worst  is  stage  fright.  This  is  noth- 
ing less  than  a  species  of  heart  disease, 
Induced  by  the  nervous  dread   that   one's 

performance  may  not  he  successful.  This 
naturally  attacks  beginners  more  often 
than  the  old  stagers,  and  yet  instances 
are  by  no  means  isolated  where  death 
has  been  brought  about  through  its  eviis, 
even  In  the  case  of  cdd-timers. 

"Perhaps,  however,  the  most  peculiar 
Instance  of  all  was  that  of  the  vete-ran 
performer  who  had  gone  through  thirty 
years  of  stage  work  without  experiencing 
this  malady.  One  night,  however,  he 
confided  to  a  fellow-player  that  a  eiuue 
unaccountable  nervousness  had  sueldenly 
taken  hold  of  him,  and  that  he  did  not 
think   he  could  ever  act  again. 

"Ills  comrade  laughed  at  the  notion, 
anci  urged  him  to  go  on  as  usual,  but  his 
asteinishment  may  well  be  conceived 
when  the  poor  old  player  wenf  on  the 
stage  and  after  making  several  vain  ef- 
forts to  speak,  fell  back  and  expired.  The 
doctor  who  made  the  post-mortem  ex- 
amination stated  that  death  was  due  to 
failure  of  the  heart's  action,  evidently  in- 
duced by  the  presence  of  an  attack  of 
stage  fright. 

"Death  is  by  no  means  an  infrequent 
end  to  the  tremble,  and  more  than  one 
case  In  m.v  own  i)ractice  has  entled  faia'- 
l.v.  It  is  not  always  th"  person  whose 
heart  is  already  affected  who  suffers  the 
most,  either,  for  I  recall  one  case  some 
years  ago  where  a  young  woman  whose 
heart  I  knew  to  be  perfectly  normal  made 
her  professional  debut  in  this  city.  While 
standing  In  the  wings  awaiting  her  first 
cue,  she  was  seized  with  an  attack  of 
stage  fright  and  trembled  violently.  Not 
till  she  heard  the  line  spoken  which  was 
her  signal  for  entrance  did  she  make  any 
effort  at  recovery,  and  then,  to  the  sur- 
nrlse  of  those  who  were  trying  to  get 
her  in  shape,  she  braced  up  and  went  on 
the  stage  as  though  she  had  been  on  tlie 
boards  for  years.  She  went  throu&h  her 
part  mechanically  and  without  apparent 
consciousness    of    her   actions,    but       Jh" 

Slayed  the  same  better  than  she  had 
one  at  rehearsal.  At  the  close  of  her 
scene  she  came  off  the  stage,  staggered 
to  her  dressing-room  and  sunk  uncon- 
scious to  the  floor.  She  never  recovered 
from  her  coma,  and  an  autopsy  developed 


WOMEN  IN  THE  PROFESSIONS, 

Young  Men  Kept  From  Marrying  By 
Fashion's  Exaction. 

The  Boston  Globe  is  gallant  and  far- 
.sceing,  although  some  of  Its  prophecies 
will  be  a  long  time  in  coming  true.  The 
Globe    says    that: 

"It  will  not  be  long  before  every  other 
physician  in  the  street  will  be  a  woman.

Unquestionably,  says  the  Nashville 
American,  women  are  coming  to  the  front 
in  man.v  avocatl'ins  and  professions  which 
iiave  he-reiofore  been  considered  excluslve-- 
ly  the  province  of  men,  but  is  It  not  true 
that  men  are  also  crowding  women  oui  eif 
places  formerly  held  by  them'.'  While  we 
may  soon  have  woman  physicians,  wo- 
man lawyers,  woman  preachers,  etc.,  will 
we  not  also  have  man  cooks,  man  dress- 
makers, man  hat  trimmers,  and  man  homc! 
servants? 

It  is  true,  as  the  Globe  says,  that  wome.i 
are  reaching  out.  are  seeking  to  earn  their 
own  liveilho«d,  and,  in  some  cases,  are 
crowding  out  the  men.  But  there  are 
other  reasons  than  the  sole  desire  to  work 
for  this.  Men,  as  jtainful  as  it  may  be  to 
admit  it.  are  becoming  more  ancl  more 
averse  to  marrying.  The  increasing  ex- 
penses incident  to  married  life,  the  inabil- 
ity to  earn  money  en<JUgh  to  dress  a  wifo 
in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  fash- 
Ion,  and  the  evidence  of  mismating  which 
so  often  get  into  our  divorce  courts,  tend 
to  deter  young  men  from  entering  upon 
the   married   state.  % 

Paterfamilias  also  finds  it  dlfllcult  to 
maintain  his  daughters  in  a  state  of  ele- 
gant ease.  In  the  style  now  inexeu-ably  de- 
manded by  soclet.v.  As  a  result,  many 
young  women  are  forced  to  seek  a  mean.': 
of  livelihood,  and  they  endeavor  to  get  In- 
to the  professions.  That  many  are  suc- 
cessful in  their  chosen  life-work  is  ex- 
tremely gratifying,  but,  where  one  earns 
fame  and  fortune,  an  hundred  others 
which  we  never  hear  of  are  doomed  to 
disappointment. 

The  conditions  described  by  the  Globe  ar« 
a  long  way  off.  and  could  be  made  much 
further  off  if  woman— God  bless  her:— eiid 
not  deem  it  necessary  to  almost  lU'e  be- 
yond her  means  in  order  to  maintain  her 
place  in  the  social  .scale.  But.  under  pres- 
ent circumstances,  the  exactions  of  fash- 
ionable life  frighten  the  marriageable: 
young  man.  and  the  Biblical  Injunction 
to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth  suf-

The  opinion  is  e.\pre.s.-;evl  by  the 
Springfield  Republican  that  there  is  no 
spot  on  the  globe  where  the  outbreak  of 
war  could  proiluce  so  great  financial 
disturbance  throughout  the  commercial 
world  as  In  the  Transvaal,  where  the 
wonderful  gold  mines  .>f  the  Witwaters- 
rand  are  locateil.  The  London  money 
market  is  tightening,  not  alone  in  ordin- 
ary preparati.>n  for  possible  war  and 
the  war  demands  of  the  government 
upon  the  capital  of  the  nation,  but  be- 
cause the  threatened  conflict  would  cut 
off  the  chief  source  of  its  current  supply 
of  new  gold:  and  all  related  money  mar- 
kets must  likewise,  of  course,  be  affect- 
ed  adversely. 

The  extent  of  the  Transvaal  gold  out- 
put is  little  appreciated.  It  has  been 
steadily  Increasing  from  nothing  no  far- 
ther back  than  1SS6,  and  from  less  than 
1/M)o.0(»  ounces  a  year  no  farther  back 
than  1S91  to  a  monthly  pnxluct  of  nearly 
500.000  ounces.

T  le  Herald  is  surprised  that  any  per- 
son  should   seriously   propose   the   pur- 
chase   cf    the    Temple    building    for    a 
cu  t house.     There   Is   no  question   that 
the  business  of  the  county  has  grown  so 
iha;  larger  quarters  will  soon  b?  needed 
than  are  provided  In  the  old  courthouse, 
but  there  is  no  necessity   for  an  imme- 
diat  •  change.    The  present  quarters  will 
do  f  jr  a  few  years  more,  until  the  finan- 
ces of  the  city  and  county  are  in  good 
shape  so  that  they  can  enter  upon  the 
construction  of  a  combined  city  hall  and 
courthouse  that  will  be  a  credit  to  Du- 
luth and  St.   Louis  county,  and  will   be 
built    sufficiently   large    to   meet   all    the 
dem  tnds  of     the     public     busine.ss     for 
many  years.    It  would  be  the  acme    of 
folly    t.i    buy   an    old    building   like    the 
Temple,   that  is  not  in  any   way  suited 
for  ( ourthouse    purposes.    It     is    not  a 
fireproof  building,  and   this  is  one  rea- 
son  .vhy  It  is  now  considered  desirable 
to   remove   the   public    library    to   other 
quar  ers.      Neither    is    there    suflicient 
vauli  room  in  the  building.    In  order  to 
fit  up  the  Temple  for  a  courthouse,   it 
would  be  necessary  to  expend  thousandj 
<  f  diiUars,   and   then    the  county    would 
not  lave  a  first-class  building. 

Bei  ause    the    county   has       a       large 
amovnt  of   money   in    the    treasury   at 
preserit  is  not  a  good  reason  for  build- 
ing a  new  courthouse  or  buying  an  old 
build  ng    for   that    purpose.       It   would 
be  a   far  better  plan   to  cut  down    tb.e 
county's  tax  levy  and  thus  relieve  the 
burdens   of  the    taxpayers   rathe.-   than 
to   us>   all   the    money   on    hand    fur   a 
new  iourthou.«e.       It  is  noticeable  that 
every  time  the  county  gets  a  few  dollai:i 
ahead  some  person  proposes  a  scheme 
to  gre:    rid  of  the  surplus.       While  the 
court-    and   the  county  offices  are  now 
crami  ed  for  room,  the  public  interests 
are  nc  t  injuriously  affected,  and  we  can 
afford    to   wait    for   a   few  years   for   a 
new  c  >urt house. 

Theie  is  nothing  in  the  current  re- 
pot ts  to  indicate  that  any  one  of  the 
countj  coinmissioneis  favors  this  ridi- 
culous idea  of  buying  the  Temple.

|.(und.s  each  will  be  received  for  trans- 
mii^bion  by  mail  to  (Jermany,  and  vice 
versa.  The  arrangement  is  so  good  as 
to  disarm  all  criticism.  And  yet  one 
can  hardly  help  jiointing  ()ut  siMue  oddi- 
ties, sa\s  the  Boston  Transcript. 

If    we  .an    exchange    packages    with 
<  Jermany,  why     not     with    France    and 
Kngland?      Surely    our    relations    with 
England  are  more   intimate.    The  very 
steamers  that      will      cany  the      postal 
t  ackages  between  this  country  and  Oer- 
n:any   stop   at    English    ports.     It    is     a 
little  cdd,  peihaps.  to  give  them  the  lon.e, 
haul,   and    to   exclude   thom    from     the 
sh<  rt  haul.

The  postage  on  a  big  package  sent  to 
Germany  will  be  12  cents  a  pound:  on  a 
smaller  package  sent  from  Bost  )n  to 
New  York  the  po.«tage  is  16  cents  pci 
pound  cf  merchandise.  Were  the  case 
carried  before  the  interstate  conimercL> 
commission,  it  could  hardly  call  such 
an  arrangement  just  or  reasonable.  An 
eleven-pound  package  mailed  at  San 
Francisco  for  Germany  will  pay  $1.32 
postage;  the  same  package  sent  from 
Germany  here  will  pay'  less  than  60 
cents.  A  package  of  law  briefs  and 
manuscript  eourt  records  Is  carried  by 
mail  from  San  Francisco  t  1  Germany 
for  8  cents  a  p.iund;  clothing  and  other 
merchandi.'^e  p?ys  12  cents  a  pound  when 
sent  across  the  water;  at  home  it  pays 
a  third  mere,  and  law.\ers'  briefs  or 
manuscript  ccurt  records  sent  from  one 
American  postofiice  to  another  pay  32 
.cuts  a  pound,  except  when  they  go  to 
>  ur  West  Indies,  in  which  ca.se  they  pay 
$1.60  a  pound.  Perhaps  one  might  add 
that  a  letter  from  Dawson  City  to  Cal- 
cutta costs  4  cents  an  ounce;  the  same 
letter  sent  from  New  York  to  London 
cists  10  cents.  Both  arc  apt  to  go  by  the 
s.ime  steamer.

Two  failures  to  finish  the  yacht  race 
within  the  time  limit  are  enough  to 
make  everyone  connected  with  the  affair 
s<;mewhat  disgusted.  There  has  been 
hardly  enough  wind  yet  to  show  what 
either  boat  can  do,  although  there  were 
indications  both  yesterday  and  on  Tues- 
day that,  given  a  good  breeze,  the  Co- 
lumbia can  outpoint  and  outfoot  the 
Shamrock.  In  a  light  air,  when  the  race 
has  become  merely  a  drifting  match,  the 
Shamrock  has  shown  up  better,  going 
ahead  with  little  wind  much  faster  than 
the  defender  of  the  America's  cup.  This 
Is  contrary  to  nearly  all  the  views  of 
the  two  boats  expressed  previotis  to 
Tuesday's  race.  Probably  when  the 
yachts  are  favored  with  a  good  stiff 
breeze,  some  other  opinions  of  so-called 
yachting  experts  will  need  considerable 
revision. 

There  is  some  confusion  in  the  public 
mind  regarding  the  course  sailed  by  the 
yachts.  Many  people  suppo.sed  that 
yesterday  they  would  go  over  the  tri- 
angular course.  Instead,  they  went 
over  the  same  course  as  on  Tuesday- 
fifteen  miles  straightaway  and  return. 
They  will  also  sail  this  course  in  the 
next  race  on  Saturday,  and  will  con- 
tinue on  that  course  until  there  has  been 
a  race  concluded  within  the  time  limit. 
Then  the  next  race  will  be  over  the  tri- 
angular course. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  tlie 
measurement  of  the  Colutribia  and  the 
Shamrock  allows  the  green  boat  6.31 
seconds  over  a  30-mile  course.  While 
it  is  hardly  likely  that  this  allowance 
would  give  the  victory  to  the  challenger, 
the  boats  seem  to  be  so  closely  matched 
that  it  might  cut  some  figure.

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THE  BREAKFAST  QUESTION* 

Argument  in  Favor  of  AbolistiiR^  the 
Family  Brealifast. 

A  down-east  doctor  has  started  an  ;i,nl!- 
breakfast  crusade,  .says  a  writer  in  the 
New  Orleans  Picayune.  He  bases  his 
obioctions  to  the  early  morning  mta.1  on 
.strictly  hygienic  reason.s,  believing  that 
the  heav.v  meat  breakfast  in  whicli  most 
Americans  Indulge  is  the  parent  of  dys- 
p-^ljsia  and  kindred  ills.  The  (|uestion  of 
when,  where  and  how  much  to  eat  is  one 
concerning  which  no  arbitrary  rules  can 
bo  laid  down,  since  what  is  one  man  s 
meat  is  proverbially  another  man's  ])oi- 
«on.  Healthy  people  are  generally  hun- 
gry in  the  morning.  Sickly  ones  have  lit- 
tle appetite,  and  so  the  no-breakfast  tho- 
<ny  will  have  to  be  argued  out  by  those 
interested   along   dyspeptic    lints. 

There  Ks,  however,  an  ethical  si<le  to 
the  question  that  is  worth  considering. 
l'"very  close  observer  must  have  noticed 
that  breakfast  is  one  of  the  most  potent 
sources  of  domestic  infelicity,  and  the 
Jock  on  which  the  happiness  of  many  a 
lamily  is  wrecked.  No  one  knows  why 
^his  Is  true.  Philosophy  has  failed  to 
Jiccount  ofr  it,  but  it  stares  us  in  the  face 
a  bald,  undeniable  fad.

The  number  i>r 
n.imes  is  infinitely  miiKip.ied  because 
eat  h  block  is  regan'ed  as  a  street  ioi.l 
ha  a  separate  name.  When  the  name 
of  I  street  continues  through  more  thun 
OH'  block,  the  various  squares  are  deslg- 
iia'ed  as  first,  second,  third,  etc, 

i  any  of  these  street  names  s>em  very 
nd<  to  the  foreigners.  Those  named  for 
th«  deity  and  religious  personages  iire 
numerous.  For  instances,  there  is  the 
He-  irt  of  Jesus  street  and  the  street  of 
thi  Holy  Ghost:  Ave  Maria  street  and 
Av  'nue  of  the  Love  of  God.  Others  are 
thi  Street  of  the  Saint  of  the  True 
Cr.  ss.  the  Arches  of  Bethlehem  and  the 
Gr:  ves  of  Saint  Sunday  street;  the  Rricigi; 
of  5t.  Peter  a.id  S:.  Paul,  and  the  Slrtet 
of  the  Croi'sos  of  Sorrow.  Not  onl.v  are 
thf  names  of  streets  unusual,  but  they 
art  often  found  in  the  most  incongruou.-- 
locations.  For  Instance.  If  you  walk  down 
Jesus  street  and  continue  In  the  sei-oiul 
blcj  k,  you  will  be  startled  to  Hnd  that 
yoi  are  then  on  the  Street  of  the  New 
Sla  ighter  House.  The  Allev  of  the  E.'g 
aiii  Potato  street  are  iust  as  likely  to 
he  the  prolongation  of  the  Back  of  St. 
Teiosa  street  as  any  other.  The  S:reet  of 
the  Seven  Princes  may  no  longer  be  In- 
hai  led  bv  royalty,  but  the  Avenue  of 
nil  strious  Men  was  named  for  reai  per.

London,  Oct.  7.-  A  royal  proclamation 
summoning  parliament  to  meet  on  Oct. 
17,  and  authorizing  the  calling  out  of 
the  reserves,  was  signed  this  morning. 
The  war  office  announces  that  imder 
the  proclamation  calling  out  the  re- 
serves 25.000  men  will  be  summoned. 
The  Gazette  announces  that  summonses 
have  been  issued  today  for  the  number 
of  resenes  necessary  to  bring  every 
b:utalion  ordered  to  South  Africa«to  its 
full  strength  of  1000  men,  and  the  men 
ir.ust  present  themselves  l>cfore  Oct.  17 
this  forward  movement  here  is  fully 
counter-balanced  by  stories  of  militai.v 
pieparations  in  the  Transvaal  and  the 
Oi.mge  Free  State. 

So  far  as  the  facts  go,  the  commence- 
ment of  actual  ho.-tilities  between  (Ireat 
laitain  and  the  Transvaal  seems  no 
nearer,  although  it  must  be  admitted 
that  a  new  element  of  danger  has  arisen 
in  the  exasperation  caused  throughout 
the  British  colonies  in  Soutli  Africa  by 
the  brutal  treatment  of  refugees  by  the 
Boots.  Whether  these  reports  are  cor- 
lecl  or  not.  the  reports  of  outrages  upon 
women  and  children  are  having  their 
eflfect  and  are  being  accepted  in  main- 
fquarteis  hitherto  incredulous.  Presi- 
•leni  Kruger,  however,  appears  to  have 
reiterated  his  ••ommand  in  the  exercise 
of  restraint.  The  British  and  Boers  are 
so  cIo.se  together  along  the  western 
frontier  of  the  Transvaal  that  their 
pat^rols  meet  nightly. 

From  Cape  Town  comes  the  curious 
statement  that  many  in  the  Transvaal 
and  the  Orange  Free  State  have  sent 
their  families  into  British  territory  fo- 
protection. 

F.  W.  Reitz,  the  Transvaal  secretary 
of  state,  has  sent  his  family  to  Natal, 
an<l  the  family  of  President  Stein  <^f 
the  Orange  Free  State  has  gone  to  Capi 
Cokmy. 

Other  Cape  Town  dispatches  de?;,ribe 
the  indignation  cau.se.l  by  insults  heaped 
upon  refu.gees  traversing  the  Transvaal 
and  the  Orange  Free  Slat?,  and  the 
sufferings  caused  to  pas.sengers  travel- 
ing in  exposed  trucks  hy  the  teers  ami 
insults  of  gangs  of  armed  luirgni'rs,  who 
have  prevented  famishing  travelers 
from  obtaining  food,  'blackmailing"  tht 
men  and  striking  the  women.  The  ap- 
le.irance  of  many  of  the  sufferers  is 
said  to  be  deplorable. 

"  he  exodus  of  Cape  Dutchmen  towards 
the  Transvaal  continues.  Ail  seem  to 
be  smuggling  arms  across  the  frontier. 
The  rep<o-t  of  Harry  Escombe's  mission 
of  peace  to  Pretoria  is  apparent^'  in- 
correct. The  Natal  statesmm  went  in- 
stead to  New  Castle,  with  a  view  of 
quieting  alarms  of  his  flocks.  Itumo:s 
arc  current  there  that  Commander  Gen. 
Joubart  has  returned  to  Pretoria,  and 
was  oc<-asloned  by  a  petition  hy  the 
Boer.s  to  have  him  as  a  commandcr-in- 
rhief. 

Fieports  from  P.-etoria  say  the  Trans- 
vaal government  has  received  a  dis- 
petch  fr«mi  the  T'nited  States  secretary 
of  state.  Col.  J. din  Hay.  to  the  effect 
liuit  at;  C.en.  John  O'Beirne.  recentl\ 
dc-i.gnated  hy  President  Kruger  to  rep- 
resent the  Transvaal  in  the  T'nited 
States,  is  an  American,  he  cannot  hold 
a  diplomatic  appointment  fiftm  t!;e 
South  African  republic  to  the  T'nited 
States.  State  Secretary  Reitz,  there- 
fore, has  asked  Mr.  Bosman  to  remain, 
and  full  powers  will  be  given  him  to 
act  in  behalf  of  the  Transvaal  in  the 
interest  of  peace. 

The  Transva.al  objects  to  Great  Brit- 
ain's interference  in  its  interna lioiiai 
affairs,  and  explains  that  if  the  outland- 
ers  had  tirst  a Mressed  the  Transvaal 
instead  of  the  British  t-'overnment,  their 
complaint  would  have  been  immediately 
opposed.  It  also  alleges  that  those 
complaints  emanated  wholly  from  a 
"small  body  of  British  who  are  breed- 
ing race  hatred  and  a  revolutionary 
movement,  and  whose  membership  and 
newspjipcrs  openly  boast  of  the  influ- 
enc-^  exercised  by  them  upon  the  j^olicy 
of  the  imperial  government. 

It  is  rumored  at  Portsmouth  that  the 
admiralty  will  organize  a  flying  squad- 
ron  for  the  Cape.

The  citizens  of  Galesburg  turned  out  en 
masse  to  hcnor  the  president  of  the 
T'nited  States  and  members  of  his  cabi- 
net, and  an  opportunity  was  given  them 
to  meet  their  distinguished  friends  as 
they  were  driven  in  carriages  through 
the  streets  of  the  city  before  the  exer- 
cises at  the  college  began. 

The  es?ort  to  the  president,  under  com- 
mand of  Capt.  Charles  C.  Craig,  met 
Mr.  McKinley  at  the  residence  of  Col. 
Clark  E.  Carr,  minister  to  Denmark 
during  the  administrati.m  of  President 
liarrison,  where  he  spent  the  night.  In 
the  carriage  with  President  McKinley 
were  Col.  Carr,  Mayor  Fletcher  Carney 
and  Justice  Alfred  M.  Craig  of  ihe  Illi- 
nois supreme  court.  The  members  of 
the  caliinet.  in  c.impany  with  Dr.  John 
H.  Finley,  former  president  of  Knox 
college  and  many  other  pnmiinent  citi- 
zens of  Galesburg,  followed  in  a  l.mg 
line  of  carriages.  Everywhere  along  the 
line  of  march  the  enthu.slasm  of'  the 
I'oopie  was  unbounded,  and  when  the 
<  ainpus  was  reached  the  president  re- 
ceived a  terrific  .wation. 

Co!.  Carr  presided,  and  the  invo.:ith)n 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  C.  E.  Nash. 

Crngressman     Prince      welcomed     the 
president  to  Illinois.     The  brief     speech 
of   the   president   was   listened    to    with 
the    closest     attention,  and     punctuated 
thrcughrut   its  delivery    with   outbursts 
.  f  applause. 
The  president  spoke  as  follows: 
"Mr.   Ch.iirman  and   My  Fellow   Citi- 
zen;^:     The  time     and     place  make  this 
mi'cting     memorable.    Forty-one     years 
apo  en   this  spot   mijrlity   leaders  repre- 
senting opposing   ideas,    contended     for 
mastery  before  the  tribune  of  the  peo- 
pb .     Tt    was    a    contest    which    history 
will  not  fail  to  record:  and  some  are  yet 
living  to  tell  its  interesting  and   thrill- 
ing  story.     It    has   been   recited   around 
the   family   fireside   until,    to   the   people 
I  f   Illinois,    it    has   l)ecome   a    hou.sehoid 
word,  inspiring  love  of  liberty  and  devo- 
t!i  n    t.i   free    instituti.ms.     Here,    there- 
fore, are  sacred  memories  which  w  ill  be 
cherished   by    this     community     for     all 
time,  and  arc  perininently  incorpirated 
in   the    life   .;f  the  nation.     Lincoln  and 
iMUL'las    are    insejiarably  connected     in 
the  public  mind.    Their  association   lie- 
gan  in  conllict  and  ended   in  co-opera- 
tien.    The.v  were  in  antaginiism  for  imre 
than   a  generation   over   the   interpreta- 
tion ef  the  constitution,  and  were  unitid 
at  l.^st  when  the  constitution  itself  was 
assailed.    They     might     differ,     as  they 
did,    over    the    meaning   of    some    of    its 
provision.s.    but    when    the    crisis    came 
they  stood   together  for  its   inviolability 
and  for  the  inseparability  of  the  union 
it  established.    The    one     a.sserted     the 
rigiit  of  slaver.v  under  certain  conditions 
to  enter  the  territories,  but  both  agreed 
that  the  slave  power  should  n  U  divide 
the  t'nion.     The    debate     was     national 
?>nd  historical.     It  commanded  profound 
att-f  ntion.     It  interested  all  sections.     It 
u.'is   v.atchcd   with  deepest  anxiety     l)y 
the  followers  of  bi;th.     It  was  read  and 
studied  as  no  other  public  discu.ssion  tw- 
f.:re  nor  since;   it  presented  the  liest  of 
two    conflicting   schools    of    thought,    it 
was  epoch-making  and  marked  an  epoch 
in    <  ur    history.     It    touched    the    public 
conscience.  It   influenced  public  thought 
and  purpose,  and  it  made  the  issue  irh- 
possihle  of  e.scape;  it  could  be  no  longer 
avoided     nor    evaded.      It     united     the 
friends   of  liberty,   as   well   as   those     of 
slavery.     It    hastened    the    "irrepressi'bie 
C'  nflict."     It   was  not   the  beginning     of 
the  agitation,  but  it  carried  it  into  the 
lives  and  homes  of  the  republic,  and  no 
i.'?.'^ue   is   ever   rightly   settled   until   it   is 
settled    there.     It    is   no   little    source   of 
satisfaction   that  uprtn    the   great   ques- 
t'' ns  presented  in   these  debates,   while 
Dt.ugias  carried  the  legislature,  Lincoln 
h.Td  a  inajority  of  the  people.    The  torch 
<  f   liberty    wasn't    lighted    here,    but     it 
f.amcd   forth    with   a  broader,    brighter, 
bolder  light   as  it   was  held   up   by   the 
strong  arm  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

"Three  years — only  three  years — inter- 
\  ened  and  the  deljate  was  removed  from 
the  arena  of  peac^eful  discussion  to  that 
of   war  and  carnage,  and   then  Lincoln 
and   Dougias     stood  no  longer  divided. 
Sumter  was  fired  on  April   12,  1861.   On 
April  15  Lincoln  issued  his  call  for  7.5,- 
000    troops.       The   position    of    Douglas 
at  this  critical  juncture   was  that  of  a 
patriot.   Without  halting  or  hesitation, 
he  aligned  his  future  on  the  side  o€,the 
national  government  and      threw      the 
force    of  his  great   personality   in   sup- 
port of  the  exet;utive.  Upon  the  occa-sion 
of  his  memorable  visit  to  Lincoln,  im- 
mediately after  the  first  call  for  volun- 
teers,   he    dictated    to    the    reporter   of 
the  Associated      Press      these      words: 
April  18.  1861:   'Senator  Douglas     called 
on    the    president    and    had    an    inter- 
esting conversation  on  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  country.  The  substance  of 
it  was.  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Douglas,  that 
while  he  was  unalterably  oppo.sed  to  the 
administration  in  all  its  political  issues, 
he   was    pi-epared    to    fully   sustain    the 
president    in    the    exercise   of   all       his 
functions  to  preserve  the  Union,  main- 
tain   the    government    and    defend    the 
federal   capital.       A   firm   policy      and 
pi-ompt  action  was  necessary.  The  capi- 
tal was  in  danger  and  must  be  defended 
at  all  hazards  and  at  any  expense  of 


it  had  his  blessing  and  prayers.  His 
patriotic  course  was  a  mi.Erhty  factor 
in  moulding  Union  sentiment  and  in 
uniting  the  ixilriotism  of  the  country, 
and  should  sei  ve  as  an  example  of  good 
citizenship  and  an  in.s])iration  to  duty. 
Though  Doii.yrlas  espoused  a  caus<? 
doomed  to  defeat,  yet  his  name  was 
cherished  by  patriots  everywhere,  be- 
<  duse.  when  the  test  came,  he  was 
found  supnortin.g  the  government  and 
advising  his  followers  to  uphold  the 
constituted  authorities.  It  is  the  can?" 
which  lives,  and  it  is  the*  cause  which 
makes  the  men  identified  with  it  im- 
mortal in  history.  Lincoln  was  the 
leader  of  the  triumphant  cause.  Doug- 
las, though  opposed  to  him  for  a  life- 
time, supported  and  strengthened  his 
aim.  Both  will  be  rememl^ered  long, 
and  not  for  the  debate,  l)ut  for  their 
pan  in  the  mightv  event<-  •  •  s  en- 
sued. They  will  live  because  the 
Union  was  saved  and  the  liberty  which 
was  estaWlshed  will  endure  to  perfietu- 
ate  their  names. 

"To  Lincidn.  who,  in  1858.  was  strug- 
gling here  against  the  encroachment  .)f 
slavery,  not  lor  Its  destructhm  where 
it  existed,  but  against  its  further  ex- 
tension, was  finally  given  by  the  peo- 
ple under  the  providence  of  God  the  f^i- 
poTt unity  and  the  power  to  enthrone 
liberty  in  every  part  of  the  republic.  " 

Then  followed  the  oration  of  the  day. 
which  was  delivered  l>y  Postmaster 
General  Charles  Emory  Smith.  Mr. 
.Smith's  eloquent  tribute  to  the  charar- 
ter  and  sei-vices  of  both  Lincoln  and 
Douglas  and  his  reminisrenees  of  old 
days  in  the  old  Illinois  poMtical  arena 
were  much  ai)preciated  by  the  im- 
menee  crowd  of  listeners.  some  of 
whom  had  been  among  the  audience 
who  in  1S.58  witnessed  the  pole  raising 
in  the  public  square  and  the  champion 
of  the  popular  .sovereignty.  The  post- 
master g(>nera!  said: 

"We  are  here  to  commemorate  the  fa- 
mous Lincoln-Douglas  debate. On  ihc  v-ry 
spot  where  we  now  stand  the  great  cohi- 
batants  met  foriy-one  .vear.s  ago  torlay 
in  one  of  the  brilliant  encounters  of  ifiai 
g.ittering.  intellectual  and  political  tour- 
n.imcnt.  Some  of  you  saw  and  will  re- 
member the  gKam  and  the  blows  of  the 
flashing  swords.  W.'th  the  vivid  tradl- 
lions  and  the  striking  figuros  ever  liv'ng 
in  the  American  m.-mory  and  imiglnatlon 
yoo  can  all  picture  the  dramatic  scene, 

"It  is  m  ttiat  the  president  with  his 
cabinet  should  come  to  this  memorable 
ground.  Here  history  was  made  and 
moulded.  Here  the  mii^hticst  Issues  of 
the  age  were  tried  in  the  forum  I'f  reason 
before  being  appealeil  to  the  arbitrament 
of  arms.  Here  the  two  (-.intending  chief- 
tains stamped  their  deet>  impress  on  tiie 
rushing  current  of  inr>ugni  and  events 
which  speedily  culminated  in  the  most 
giganiic,  moral  and  physical  conflict  of 
the  century.  Here  may  be  found  the  lii- 
si)iration  of  examine  and  the  lesSon  ef 
experience. 

"The    debate    was    worthy    of    this    dis- 
tinctive commemoration.   It  was  the  most 
significant  and   decisive  dual   contr.iversv 
in   our   history.     The  only   other   forei.sj'c 
tourney   which    ca:i   compare   with   it    was 
the    eelemraiied    discussion    of     Webster 
and     Hayne    nearly    forty    years    before. 
Between  the  two  there  was  indeed  a  logi. 
cal    and    historical    connection.     The    one 
was  the  complement  and  the  sequence  of 
th.-    other.      The    Webstcr-Hayne    debate 
tinned   upon   the  abstract  issue  of  an   in- 
dissoluble   Union   as  agatnst  the   right  of 
nudification  and  secession.     The  Lincoln- 
Douglas    debate    turned    on    the    concrete 
struggle    of    freedom    and    slaverv    which 
brought  on  the  War  of  the  Rebtiii.'m  and 
I)u:  the  issue  of  the  L'nlon  against  seces- 
sion   to    the   practical    test.     That    debate 
presaged  and  crystallized  the  great  com- 
ing conflict.     It  was  the  ominous  thunder 
before  the  outbreak  of  the  storm.     In  de- 
claring and  defining  the   irresistable   ten- 
dencies, in  fashioning  the  attitude  and  ac- 
tioa  of  parties,    in  directlv   moulding   ihe 
course  of  events,  as  it  did.  it  was  a  pot. 
ent  and  momentous  element  in  the  swift 
advancing   climax.     Neither    r.<incoln    nor 
Douglas    sought    the    final    and       crucial 
clash.     Both  earnestly  and  anxiously   la- 
bored against  it.     Each   believed  that  his 
own  policy  was  the  true  way  to  avert  it. 
But    their    stupendous    contention    signi- 
fied  and   shaped   the  irrepressible  conflict 
and   determined    the   political    alignments 
and  divisions  which  precipitated  the  ulti- 
mate and   Inevitable   issue. 

"For  more  than  thirty  years  the  Mis- 
souri compromise  had  "stood  almost  as 
sacred  and  venerated  as  the  constitution 
itself.  It  had  been  revereiitiv  cherished 
as  one  of  the  chief  bulwarks  of  the  pub- 
lic safety.  Its  sudden  occasion  and  ne- 
cessity had  startllQgly  revealed  the  natu- 
ral struggle  of  antagonistic  forces,  but 
Its  adoption  had  quelled  the  contest  and 
restored  tranquility  and  conlidence.  At 
a  later  period  and  from  time  to  time 
there  had  been  passionate  agitation,  but 
the  country  reposed  In  the  securitv  of 
the  settlement  which  had  drawn  a  "per- 
manent and  accepted  boundary  between 
the  domains  of  freedom  and  slavery.  "The 
right  of  petition,  the  Mexican  war  and  its 
ultimate  alms,  the  Wllmot  proviso,  had 
all  Inflamed  feeling  and  developed  senti- 
ment, but  the  aggressive  issue  Involved 
In  the  Imminence  of  dominant  power  on 
either  side  had  not  yet  presented  Itself. 
Since  the  admission  of  Louisiana  In  1812, 
the  equilibrium  of  the  free  and  slave 
states  had  been  carefullv  preserved. 
Whenever  a  free  state  was  added  to  the 
stars  of  the  flag  a  slave  state  came  in  to 
balance  It.  Each  section  had  an  .equal 
voice  In  the  senate  and  neither  could 
overmaster   the   other. 

"But  the  time  had  come  when  the  con- 
ditions were  changed,  and  when  In  the 
majestic  advance  of  the  republic  the  ter- 
ritorial march  could  not  be  restrained 
and   could   not   be    equalized.     California,

ing business  at  the  coming  session  of 
congress. 

There  were  very  few  of  the  conspiiu- 
ous  leaders  of  the  party  here,  however, 
with  the  exie|ition  of  Senators  Manna 
and  Foiakor  of  Ohio  and  Senator  Davis 
of  Minnesota.

T!iH  Dem o.^rats,  too.  are  weak  in  Iwith 
h  -uses  so  far  as  loaders  are  concerned. 
In  the  senate,  with  (Jorman  and  White 
out,  they  have  no  men  to  tike  their 
idacc's.  though  ir  i.-<  pr"su!ned  that  some 
•f  th^"  r.ew  men  on  the  Democratic  side 
in  the  ur>per  i>ranch  will  display  quali- 
ties which  will  giv.^  th''  party  some  ont- 
to  represent  the  minority  side' of  the 
chamber.  In  the  house  there  ire  thre-^ 
irtn  who  aspire  to  the  leadership  of  th*- 
min  rlty.  nam<='ly,  De  Armond.  of  Mvs- 
:-'"Uri:  Ki'hard.^on.  of  Tennr^seee,  and 
Eankhead.  of  Alabama.  At  the  present 
lime  the  chance?  seeni  t  •  favor  the  se- 
lection of  Richardson  fop  the  speaker- 
ship in  the  cau  its,  and  in  the  event 
that  he  is  chosen,  De  Armond  and 
Bankhe.id  will  come  to  his  assistance  on 
the  flo'^r  whenever  ne.*«-ssary.

FRAUD  ISJLLEGED. 

Trustee  of  M.  M.   Gasser  Brings 
Sensational  Suit  Against  Him. 

A  suit  of  a  somewhat  sensational  na- 
ture was  nie.l  this  morning  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  district  court  by  Ross  L 
Mahon,  as  trustee  for  M.  M.  Gasser 
bankrupt,  against  M.  M.  Gasser,  D.  l! 
Davis,  of  Pontiac,  Mich.,  and  the  M.  M. 
Gasser  company,  a  corporation,  to  re- 
cover some  land  valued  at  $4000  which 
it  is  alleged  M.  M.  Gasser  has  fraudu- 
lently transferred  with  intent  to  get  it 
away  from  his  creditors.  The  com- 
plaint alleges  that  J.  D.  Harmon  et  al. 
got  a  judgment  some  years  ago  against 
Gasser  and  P.  T.  Wagner  for  $14,710  on 
notes,  and  that  the  court  has  allowed 
the  claim  against  Gasser's  estate  in 
the  sum  of  $11,000.  It  is  claimed  that  in 
December,  1896,  Gas.ser.  having  accumu- 
lated assets  amounting  to  $20,000  in  his 
business,  formed  a  scheme  to  defraud 
his  cre«1ilors.  It  is  alleged  that  without 
consideration  ho  gave  his  brother  Al- 
bert half  the  business,  and  then  formed 
a  sham  corporation  called  the  M.  M. 
Gasser  company,  and  transferred  to  it 
all  the  stock  and  as.sets.  It  is  alleged 
that  M.  M.  and  Albert  Gasser  and  a 
clerk  named  Tidball  made  up  this  cor- 
poration, and  that  the  transfer  of  the 
assets  to  it  was  with.iut  consideration 
and  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  M.  M. 
Gassers  creditors.  It  is  claimed  that  in 
1898.  while  the  Harmon  suit  was  pend- 
ing. Giisser  transferred  all  of  his  stock 
to  D.  I...  Davis,  the  only  consideration 
being  some  lands  in  Michigan  and  Ali;-;- 
souri.  which  it  is  claimed  were  worthless 
and  to  which  it  is  alleged  Davis  reallv 
had   no   title. 

Later,  it  is  claimed.  M.  M.'  Ga.sser 
bought  lands  in  this  county  worth  $4000. 
and  without  consideration  li-ansferrcl 
them  to  his  brother.  Albei  t  Gasser  then 
transferred  the  properly  to  D.  L.  Davis, 
allege. ily  as  past  of  a  pretended  divi- 
dend of  $."(0  p«M-  share  on  the  M.  M.  Gas- 
yer  company  stock.  The  suit  is  t.i  re- 
cover the  lands  for  the  benefit  of  th.- 
cdcritors.  Frank  Fonl  and  Dibtaell  & 
Reynolds  are   the  att.trnoys. 

When  seen  this  afternoon  M.  M.  Ga.s- 
ser  said  that  wl:en  th''  pr.tper  time  cam-"- 
he  would  deny  the  alleg.itions  of  fraud, 
and  he  was  contldetrt  when  the  matlei 
came  before  the  court  it  would  I'-sult 
in  clcaiin,g  him  of  the  charges  made  by 
the  trustee.  He  had  no  doubt  of  the 
outcome  of  the  case.

Dewey  to  Asiatic  squadron. 

"WILLIAM  Mckinley." 

A(.x-ordlng  to  the  Proctor  version. 
President  McKinley  then  leaned  back  in 
his  chair  and  remarked:  "Senator,  that 
is  fixed." 

Heretofore  Governor  Roosevelt  M  New 
York  has  almost  monopolized  the  honor 
of  having  been  the  discoverer  and  cre- 
ator of  Dewey,  and  a  leading  magazine 
recently  turned  to  him  for  an  account  of 
how  Dewey  was  sent  to  Asia  antl  why 
he  was  chosen  for  the  station.  Fur- 
thermore a  New  York  paper  recently 
reported  Dewey  him.self  as  hawing  greet- 
ed the  governor  on  the  Olynipia  as  the 
man  who  had  given  him  his  opixortunity, 
and  It  was  not  mentioned  that  Roosevi  It 
corrected  the  impression.  But  "Teddy" 
was  never  known  to  decline  the  credit 
of  doing  anything  that  would  increase 
his  popularity. 

But  Secretary  Long  tells  another  story 
of  the  making  of  Dewey.  "I  made  the 
selection  myself."  he  declares.  The 
choice  lay  between  Commodores  Howell 
and  Dewey.  The  latter  prefered  the 
-Vsiatic  station;  besides,  he  v.as  thought 
to  be  the  better  fitted  for  the  com  man  1 
in  case  of  war.  So  Howell  was  given 
the  European  station,  and  Dewey  went 
across  the  Pacific.  Mr.  Long  adds:  "It 
is  true  that  I  did  receive  a  letter  from 
Senator  Prwtor  telling  me  what  a  good 
man  for  the  place  Dewey  was.  ju.st  as  1 
received  a  letter  from  Senator  Chandler 
recommending  Howell  for  a  Hag  com- 
mand, but  Senator  Proctor's  letter  came 
after  I  had  made  my  choice.  That  Is  all 
there  is  to  the  matter."

EDtiAK  ALLA\  POE. 

Today  is  the  femi-centennial  of  the 
death  of  Edgar  Allan  Pee.  and  the  oc- 
casion must  have  a  molancluly  interest 
for  all  who  admire  genius  and  hzve  a 
pity  for  the  misfortunes  that  so  fre- 
quently attend  tho.=  c  who  possess  "the 
fateful  gift."  The  author  f  "Th'^ 
Kaven"  has  attracted  more  attention 
than  has  ivon  bestowed  upon  any  oth^r 
American  p«iet.  living  or  d  Md.  Nine 
lives  of  Poe  have  been  written,  yet 
about  no  celebrated  poet  of  modern 
times  has  it  ceen  more  diflfi<  ult  t  >  obt.iin 
the  real  facts  of  both  his  life  and  death. 
According  to  some  of  his  biographers, 
he  mingled  .imong  men  as  a  bewildered 
angel;  while  others  describe  him  as  a 
prj  ing  fiend,  or  an  Ishmaelite,  with  his 
hands  against  every  one.  and  every 
one's  against  him.  The  time  and  place 
of  his  hirth  were  for  many  yeirs  uncer- 
tain; even  now  some  ot  his  biographers 
still  differ  upon  the  subject.  The  place 
of  his  burial  was  at  'me  time  undecided, 
but  that  was  definitely  settled,  in  1875, 
when  his  remains  were  discovered  In 
"Westminster  churchyard.  Biltimore, 
and  a  m<jnument  erected  over  his  grave. 

Edgar  Allan  Poe  was  borA  in  poverty, 
reared  in  luxury,  and  thrown  upm  the 
wv^rld  without  a  diltar.  and  he  lived  and 
died  a  mystery.  He  fought  a  desperate 
battle  against  a  pitiless  fortun*''.  and  fell 
in  the  midst  of  the  strife,  -wounded  and 
defeated.  His  father,  David  Poe.  Jr.,  a 
Baltimore  law  student,  ran  off  with  and 
married  Elizabeth  Arnold,  an  English 
actress.  The  husljand  adopted  his  wife's 
profession.  After  a  wandering  life  of 
toil  and  poverty,  they  both  died  during 
an  engagement  in  Richmond,  leaving 
three  children.  Edgar,  the  second  son, 
was  adopted  by  a  Mr.  Allan,  a  wealthy 
merchant  of  that  city.  who.  after  roaring 
him  as  the  heir  of  a  princely  fortune, 
cut  him  off  without  a  shilling.  Homeless 
and  penniless.  Edgar  wandered  to  Bal- 
timore, where  he  found  a  home  in  the 
house  of  Mrs.  Clemm,  his  father's 
sister.  He  married  his  lovely  young 
cousin.  Virginia  Clemm.  and  tho  three 
formed  a  happy  little  household  until 
the  death  of  his  child-wife  in  the  midst 
of  heartrending  poverty,  caused  by  the 
constant  watching  of  the  poet  by  the 
sick-bed  of  the  sufferer,  depriving  him 
of  the  only  means  of  support — his  pen. 
In  "Lenore."  in  "Annabel  Lee,"  in 
"Eulalie"  and  other  poems  Poe  em- 
balmed the  memory  of  his  wife  in  im- 
mortal dirges. 

From  the  deep  sorrow  caused  by  the 
loss  of  his  fair  and  gentle  wife  Poe  was 
aroused  to  a  temporary  forgetfulness  by 
the  affectionate  sympathy  of  Sarah 
Helen  Whitman,  the  most  gifted  poet- 
ess of  New  England.  For  a  few  brief 
weeks  they  were  engaged  to  be  married, 
but  for  some  unexplained  reason  the  en- 
gagement was  broken.  Edgar  Poe  died 
in  the  prime  uf  his  manhood  in  Balti- 


pioflt  I  f  900  per  cent  on  their  invest- 
ment or  $8000  a  few  m<^ths  ago!  Prob- 
ably such  an  exhibition  of  nerve  wa.s 
never  witnessed  in  Duluth  before!

LAKE  filiirOllLniytj!. 

The  statistics  of  shipbuilding  in  the 
United  States  during  the  quaiter  ended 
Sept.  30.  as  given  out  by  the  govern- 
ment at  Washington,  once  more  demon- 
strate the  paramount  importance  of  the 
lake  marine. 

The  new  wooden  tonnage  for  the  three 
m<mths  of  the  present  fiscal  year  was 
hut  6951  tons,  against  25.113  for  the  cor- 
responding three  months  of  Last  year, 
while  the  new  steel  tonnage  was  47. Of.} 
tons,  against  3:^.462  tons  for  the  corres- 
ponriing  months  of  1S9S. 

And  of  the  total  new  tonnage,  two- 
thirds  were  built  on  the  great  lakes. 

A«i  tho  building  of  wo<Hlen  vessels 
has  practically  ceased  on  the  great  lakes 
tho  figures  for  that  cl.iss  uf  mercantil- 
marine  are  of  little  significance  heie.  al- 
though the  decrease  in  wooden  tonnag" 
more  than  accounts  for  the  apparent 
shrinkage  in  the  total  of  new  vessels 
built  in  the  last  throe  months  of  1.S99  a.< 
against  the  corresp«inding  months  of 
]«9S.  The  total  falling  off  was  less  than 
10,000  tons,  while  the  falling  off  in  wood- 
en tonnage  \\a»  over  18.000  tons. 

When  the  amount  of  the  new  steel 
tonnage  built  in  the  Unltevl  States  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1900. 
is  published  next  year,  the  proportion 
crei',ited  to  the  Rreat  lakes  astonish  the 
whole  countiy.  Almo.=:t  every  day  we 
hear  of  contracts  being  let  for  new 
vessels,  while  tho  shipyards  are  now 
crowded  with  construction  work.

The  n  ost  tr.iublesome  of  the  que.''- 
tiins  which  have  for  years  occasioned 
friction  letween  the  I'nited  States  and 
Canada  s  the  question  as  to  the  proper 
boundarv  of  Alaska.  Neither  one  coun- 
try ncr  the  other  has  shown  any  disposi- 
tion to  give  way  or  to  make  concessions 
in  this  matter.  In  an  elaborate  article 
in  tho  October  number  of  tho  North 
America  1  Review,  which  Is  illustrated 
by  a  t\  o-page  map.  Professor  J.  B. 
Mocre.  f  >rmerly  assistant  secretary  of 
.«-tate.  m.ikes  it  very  cjear  that,  in  the 
strength  of  its  claim,  the  United  States 
h.Ts  gocd  reason  for  the  position  it  has 
always  aken.  Professor  Moore  makes 
the  folio  .ving  suggestion  as  to  what 
might  b«    arranged: 

"But  V  hile  we  have  shown  how  the 
.general  principles  of  the  boundary  were 
settled,  i.  yet  remains  to  adjust  the  line 
and  marit  it.  For  this  purpose  it  is  con- 
ceded tli.1t  Fomething  more  than  the 
general  descriptions  of  the  treaty  is 
requisite  To  meet  this  defect,  various 
plans  ha  e  been  suggested,  and  there 
may  be  r  ^om  for  the  adjustment  of  com- 
mon inte-csts.  The  discovery  of  gold  in 
the  Klondike  region  has  intensified  the 
desire  of  Canada  for  an  outlet  on  Lynn 
canal.  1  his  desire.  If  considered  upon 
grounds  f  mutual  interest  and  conveni- 
enjp.  raiher  than  of  treaty  right,  is 
worthy  o  attention,  since  the  coast  must 
profit  b>  the  development  of  the  In- 
terior. 11  has  been  suggested  that  a 
lease  be  granted  of  a  narrow  strip  of 
land  in  t  lat  quarter,  as  an  outlet  on  the 
sea.  The  same  object  might,  perhaps, 
he  attained  by  assimilating  one  or  more 
of  the  portages,  for  instance,  that  by 
way  of  t  ie  Chllkoot  pass,  the  principal 
Klondike  route,  to  a  stream  of  water  and 
treating  it  as  an  international  high- 
way."

RAILROAD  HISTORY, 

The  Romans  constructed  tracks  con- 
sisting of  two  lines  of  cut  stones.  Thes;? 
were  the  precursors  of  the  modern  rail- 
road. 

The  first  rail  tracks  were  made  of 
wood  a;id  were  the  invention  of  miners 
in  the  Hartz  mountains. 

In  1730  the  wooden  rail  was  covered 
with  an  iron  strap,  and  cast-iron  r.aHs 
began  to  be  used  in  1768.  Wrought-iroii 
rails  were  patented  in  1820. 

,  The  attempt  to  move  wheels  by  steam 
dates  back  to  the  seventeenth  century, 
when  a  number  of  experiments  were 
made. 

Newton  experimented  with  a  steam 
motor  in  1680.  Dr.  Robinson  described 
In  17Ji9  a  steam  vehicle.  James  Waits 
devoted  himself  from  1769  to  1785  to  the 
development  of  the  steam  engine  XVhich 
became  the  parent  of  the  modern 
engine. 

Oliver  Evans  constructed,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  century,  a  cj)!- 
riage  propelled  by  steam  and  exhibited 
it  in  1804  at  Philadelphia  in  the  presence 
of  20,000  spectators. 

In  1S14  Geofge  Stephenson  began  to 
apply  hiinself  to  the  construction  of  an 
improved  locomotive.  The  first  line  on 
which  his  invention  was  used  was  the 
Liverpool  &  Manchester  railway. 

The  first  railway,  or  tramway,  act 
was  passed  In  England  in  17.58. 

In  1824  a  charter  was  granted  to  tho 
Darlington  &  Stockton  railway,  and  the 
road  was  opened  in  September.  182.5.  and 
was  the  first  public  carrier  of  goods  and 
passengers. 

The  first  German  railroad  was  built 
between  the  cities  ot  Nuremberg  and 
Fiirth  in  1835.     It  was  four  miles  long. 

In  Austria  the  building  of  railroads 
was  greatly  discouraged  until  1836. 

The  French  began  railroad  agitation 
in  1832.  The  first  railroad — the  Western 
— was  opened  between  Paris  and  Rouen 
in  1S37. 

Belgium  began  the  construction  of 
railroads  in  IS.'M  and  the  first  line  (Brus- 
sels. Malines)  was  opened  May  5,  1835. 

Tho  first  line  in  Switzerland  was  be- 
tween Zurich  and  Aarau,  and  was  com- 
pleted in  1847, 

In  Italy  railroad  enterprises  have  re- 
ceived attention  since  1853. 

The  first  road  in  Spain  was  opened  in 
1848,  between  Barcelona  and  Mataro. 

In  Portugal  very  little  railroad  build- 
ing was  done  previous  to  1863. 

In  Denmark,  the  flrst  railroad  was 
built  on  the  Island  of  Seeland  in  1847. 

Norway  built  Its  first  railroad  from 
Christiana  to  Eldsvold  In  1854,  and  Swe- 
den commenced  railroad-building  two 
years  later, 

The  flrst  line  of  railroad  In  the  Rus- 
sian empire  was  constructed  from  St. 
Petersburg,  sixteen  miles,  to  Tsavoksjl- 
Sielo  In  1842. 

British  India  opened  her  flrst  railway 
for  public  traffic  between  Bombay  and 
Tannah  In   1852. 

In  Asiatic  Turkey,  the  flrst  line  was 
opened  between  Smyrna  and  Trianda, 
December  24,  1860. 

The  flrst  and  principle  line  in  Japan 
was  opened  between  Toklo  and  Yoko- 
hama  in   1872. 

The  flrst  railroad  in  China,  seven 
miles  long,  was  built  by  an  English  com- 
pany and  in  1886  it  was  purchased  by  a 
Chinese  company.

1856. 

The  principal  roads  of  Uruguay  were 
built  between  1865  and  1875. 

Central  America  has  less  than  600 
miles  of  railway.  Nicaragua  completed 
its  first  road  in  1880,  Honduras  in  1871. 
San  Salvador  in  1882.  Guatemala  in  1S,S4. 

The  flrst  railroad  In  Cuba  was  opened 
in  1837. 

The  flrst  Mexican  railway  was  opened 
Jan.  1.  1837. 

'In  Canada  about  fifteen  miles  of  rail- 
way was  built  as  early  as  1837. 

The  first  American  railroad,  on  which 
an  English  locomotive  was  used,  was  the 
Carbondale  &  Homesdale  tramway,  op- 
erated in  1826  by  the  Delaware  &  Hud- 
son Canal  company. 

The  flrst  railroad  of  importance  in  the 
United  States  was  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio, 
opened  in  1830.  It  was  then  fourteen 
miles  lang. 

The  flrst  road  on  which  a  locomotive 
engine  of  American  manufacture  was 
used  was  the  South  Carolina  railroad, 
which  was  begun   in  1830. 

The  old  "Bee  Line"  road  was  opened 
for  traffic  in  1851. 

The  flrst  railroad  to  receive  a  land 
grant  from  the  United  States  govern- 
ment was  Ihe  Illinois  Central.  This 
grant  was  passed  Sept.  20,  1850.

and  brilliant  technique,  and  interpreta- 
tions full  of  intelligence.  The  direction 
of  his  taste  shows  a  tendency  toward 
the  lyric  and  melodious  ami  the  finer 
types  of  salon  music.  The  program 
»>pened  with  the  'Harmonies  Poetique 
et  Ue:igleuses.'  No.  W,  of  Liszt,  followed 
by  Hcethoven's  'Cht^rus  of  Dancing  Der- 
vishes,' very  effectively  worked  up  for 
the  piano  by  Saint-Saens.  then  the 
Dryade'  of  Jenson  and  the  Barcarolle' 
and  "Staccato  Etude"  of  Rubinstein,  al! 
of  which  received  a  uniformly  success- 
ful presentation.  -A  Chopin  lOtude'  was 
given  as  encore,  and  then  came  two 
conipositionj-  by  the  player  himself,  both 
of  which  are  well  worked  out  and 
worthy  of  recognition.  The  program 
closed  with  a  series  of  Cho))in  work.--, 
in  whtih  the  artist  I'roved  himself  a 
skilled  and  elegant  Chopin  player.  "

But  no  one  who 
had  not  a  selfish  interest  in  the  matter 
favored  the  purcha.se  of  the  Temple 
building  after  giving  any  thought  at 
all  to  the  matter.  In  the  fli-st  place,  they 
argued,  the  building  was  not  erected 
for  a  court  house,  and  it  could  not  bo 
made  suitable  for  that  purpose  with- 
out radical  changes  involving  heavy  ex- 
pense. Even  then,  after  thousands  of 
dollars  had  been  put  into  altering  the 
Interior  of  the  building,  adding  vault 
room,  replacing  the  burned  portion  and 
making  other  absolutely  necessary  re- 
pairs, which  the  offer  says  would  not  be 
necessary,  the  place  would  be  at  be,st 
only  a  makeshift  of  a  court  house,  and 
the  county  has  such  a  place  now.  A 
court  house,  to  be  satisfactory,  must  be 
built  to  order  and  for  the  purpose  of 
use  as  a  court  house,  and  nothing  else. 

For  instance,  the  present  arrangement 
bf  the  auditor's,  treasurer's  and  regis- 
ter's offices  is  one  that  is  excellent. 
People  having  to  do  with  the  transfer 
or  looking  up  of  property  have  all  thei." 
work  on  one  side  of  the  corridor  and 
with  each  office  In  easy  reach  of  the 
other.  In  a  place  like  the  Temple  It 
might  be  necessary  to  take  the  elevator 
or  the  stairs  from  the  sixth  floor  to  the 
second,  from  the  second  to  the  fifth, 
from  the  fifth  back  to  the  second,  and 
so  on  indefinitely.

The  record 
of  titli'  to  every  piece  of  {uopertv  in  the 
county  must  be  kept  in  the  court  hous-, 
and  if  tire  destroyed  them,  the  com|ili.M- 
lioiis  and  actual  loss  would  b,-  incalcul- 
able. 

While  there  is  a  good  deal  of  fi.ior 
space  in  tlie  Temple,  it  is  scattered  so 
that  it  would  be  Impossible  to  utilize  it 
at  the  present  time  even  to  accommo- 
date the  county  business.  Even  if  it 
could  be  changed  so  as  to  handle  the 
present  business  of  the  county  com- 
fortably, it  would  not  last  five  years. 
if  the  city  grows  as  everyon;'  conrtdent- 
ly  expects  it  to,  at  the  end  oi"  that  time 
the  county  quarters  would  be  cramped 
again  and  new  quarters  would  be  neces- 
sary. If  the  city  does  not  grow-,  th-^ 
county  cannot  afford  to  get  xv<:\\  quar- 
ters. 

One  of  the  principal  objections  of 
many  of  those  who  were  approached 
was  to  the  fact  that  the  county  board 
I  aniiot  let  the  county  stay  ahead  of  the 
game.  The  county  has  hardly  got  on  its 
feet  l)efore  there  is  a  proposiliou  to 
spend  w-hat  little  surplus  has  accumu- 
lated. This  did  not  strike  many  peopl- 
favorably. 

Judge  J.  H.  Carey  yesterday  afternr>on 
said  that  lie  opposed  the  idea,  of  buying 
the  Temple  for  a  court  house.  "It  is  not 
a  suitable  place,  for  one  thing,  "  he  said; 
"even  if  it  were  possible  to  make  ovet' 


the  building  so  as  to  serve.  It  is  too 
near  the  railroad  tracks,  and  the  en- 
gines and  trains  would  interfere  con- 
stantly with  the  court  when  it  was  in 
.session.  The  city  h.ill  is  handicaprKHl  in 
that  respect  nuuh  now.  From  an  econ- 
omical stand|)oiiii  it  is  not  a  g()od  thing 
to  d<»  either,  for  the  building  would  be 
only  a  iii.ike.-liifl,  and  it  wo-al.l  have  t<i 
be  al):^ndoried  s<joii." 

H.  R  Fryberger  .said  that  he  believed 
the  lounty    needed   a    new   court    house, 
and   that   H    should    be  down   town,   but 
I  he    did    not    favor    the    buying    of    the 
I  temple    for    that    purpose.       -It    is    no; 
I  suited  in  any  way  to  the  imrpo.ses  of  the 
county,  and  c(»uld  not  be  altered  to  suit 
without    great    expense.       It    would    be 
much   more  economical   to  build   a  new- 
building   on    some   down-town    site — for 
instance,  near  the  federal  building." 

R.  S.  .Murvger,  register  of  deeds,  sail 
that  he  thought  the  proposition  ridicu- 
lous. 'The  buiiding  will  not  be  half  large 
enough,"  he  .sal*,  "and  in  order  to  make 
it  of  any  use  at  all  it  will  have  to  be 
completely  altered,  and  that  will  be  a 
very  expen.sivc  operation.  I  should 
rather  have  the  vacant  lot  than  the 
building.""

Nels  P.  Fordham  of  Virginia 

Lost  Between  Ely  and 

Beaver  Bay. 

Virginia.  Minn.,  Oct.  7.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  prominent  Virginia 
citizen  is  lost  in  the  woods.

Slow  but  steiuly  and  matt>i-ial  im- 
provement continues  to  mark  the  pro- 
jjress  of  the  Duluth  real  estate  market. 
Kaeh  sueceedinR  week  sees  substantial 
progress  made  toward  better  thinsrs. 
and  inquiries  are  coming-  in  thick  and 
fast  from  all  diiections.  Early  in.  the 
summer  many  of  the  local  realty  men 
refused  to  h>ok  on  the  preatly  increaseJ 
business  with  enthusiasm,  and  many 
even  predicted  that  the  prosperity  would 
not  last.  Now  the  last  vestijje  of  doubt 
appears  to  have  left  the  minds  of  the 
most  conservative  and  iH>.>'simistii-. 
"While  the  more  hopeful  of  the  younger 
brokers  whose  memories  do  not  f,o  as 
far  batk  as  the  pumtured  boom  are  l>o- 
c<»niins:  more  optimistic  over  the  pros- 
l'e<  ts.  The  improvement  in  all  depnrt- 
ments  is  said  to  he  conspicuous,  and  it 
is  constantly  becominfr  more  marked. 

There  is  one  feature  relative  to  the 
inquiries  coming:  in  from  the  outside 
that  is  Kiving  the  realty  men  not  a  littlv- 
worry.  A  large  majority  of  these  offers 
are  nia<le  imder  the  impression  that 
real  esta'te  of  the  most  desirable  kind 
can  now  Ik-  bought  at  the  same  pric 
that  it  was  offoroil  at  a  year  <ir  two 
aso.  This  is  a  preat  mistake.  Holders 
have  been  fjrowing:  stronger  in  their 
views  of  values  in  the  last  year,  and 
there  are  very  few  who  are  willing  to 
negotiate  on  the  basis  of  their  nfferings 
a  few  yoars  since.  This  great  divergence 
in  views  as  to  values  between  would-Ue 
buyers  and  sellers  is  the  real  reason  for 
the  present  state  of  alK-yance  in  which 
several  large  deals  are  said  to  be  in.

volved, gave  Duluth  a  place  of  vantage 
with  a  very  limited  number  tif  transac- 
tions. The  past  month  has  recorded 
more  sales,  but  the  amounts  are  smaller,  j 
and  fi>r  the  most  part  the  sales  were 
made  for  residence  purposes.

stood  In  the  background,  yet  he  was 
too  full  of  the  sentiment  of  the  occasion 
to  find  words  to  express  It.  Never  be- 
fore in  the  history  of  the  nation  had 
such  a  throng  gathered  at  the  capital  to 
pay  honor  to  any  man. 

The  ceremonies  were  opened  with  a 
prayer,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the 
Marine  band  played  "The  Star  Spangled 
Banner."  The  admir?!  promptly  rose 
and  uncovered,  and  the  crowd  followed 
suit.  The  happy  speech  made  by  Sec- 
retary Long  of  the  navy  was  received 
with  hearty  applause,  and  more  than 
once  did  the  doughty  .soldier  have  to 
brush  the  tear  from  his  cheek  as  the 
secretary  alludtnl  to  his  dl.screticm.  his 
valor  and  his  heroic  discharge  of  duty 
at  his  post  in  the  far  off  seas,  and  bat- 
tling against  a  treacherous  enemy. 

Secretary  Long  handed  the  sword  to 
the  president,  and  the  head  of  the  na- 
tion arose  and  faced  the  admiral  and 
voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  nation  in 
praise  and  g-.atitude  for  the  distin- 
guished and  memorable  services  he  ha^l 
rendered  the  country,  and  that  it  gave 
him  great  honor  in  behalf  of  all  the 
pe<^)ple  to  hand  him  the  sword,  the  gift 
of  the  nation,  voted  by  the  coiigre.s«  of 
the  t'nlte<l  States.  Admiral  Dewey's 
lesponse  was  short  and  to  the  point,  like 
everything  he  does.  The  band  played 
"The  Star  Spangled  Banner."  and  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Cardinal 
Gibbons. 

The  president  and  the  admiral  passed 
down  the  stairway  amid  the  plaudits  of 
the  people.  The  admiral  was  escorted 
by  the  civil  committee  to  the  residence 
of  Mrs.  McLean.

The  history  of  Rossland  is  the  history 
of  m.x«t  camps.  In  1890-91  two  French- 
Canadlans,  prospecting  among  th^. 
m.ountains,  chanced  on  this  hill  and 
staiced  out  claims.  In  one  day  they  'o- 
laled  the  present  rich  mines,  Le  Roi 
^\ar  Eagle  and  Center  Star.  Having 
no  money  for  recording  purposes,  they 
offered  a  man  in  an  adjacent  settlement 
his  choice  of  the  claims  for  the  record - 
mg  fees.  He  chose  the  Le  Roi.  Thus 
a  mine  now  computed  at  $9,000,000  fij-st 
•sold  for  $12..'-,0.  The  Frenchmen,  beinji 
men  of  no  money,  considered  the  $4'5  - 
000  which  they  finally  got  out  of  the 
(iaim  to  be  a  fair  (lean  up,  yet  today 
their  hillside  is  calculated  to  have  a 
prmlucing  power  of  $15,000,000  yearly 
imder  improved  working  conditions.  A 
year  or  two  after  the  hx'ating  of  the 
claims  an  American  general  came  in. 
bringing  along  his  ccKik.  This  cook  is 
the  father  of  Rossland  and  the  man  for 
whom  the  town  is  named.  He  staked 
out  the  present  townsite,  and  has  found 
the  stakes  an  excellent  investment  so 
far  having  made  some  $.300,000  out  of  the 
•Hitle  of  the  real  estate. 

Such  instances  are  nothing,  however, 
in  a  country  where  paupers  become  mil- 
lionaires within  the  year.  Two  years 
ago  a  miner  in  Rossland  was  bonow- 
Ing  a  few  cents  to  get  food,  while  the 
other  day  he  was  entertaining  Spokane, 
the  Mecca  of  miners  who  have  made 
their  staJse,  at  a  large  ball.  Twentv- 
four  months,  and  the  hungry  miner  "is 
worth  $2,000,000.  Some  curious  stories 
are  told  of  the  Le  Roi  mine.  For  in- 
stance, one  man,  a  tailor,  doing  busi- 
ness in  Spokane,  had  a  Rossland  cus- 
tomer who  wanted  a  suit  of  clothes  but 
had  nothing  to  pay  with  save  shares  of 
the  Le  Roi,  then  unheard  of.  After  per- 
suasion the  tailor  gave  the  Rosslander 
a  suit  and  received  6000  shares  of  Le  Roi. 
He  put  them  away  and  forgot  abr)ut 
them  until  months  later,  when  a  mining 
friend  aske<l  him  to  invest  a  trifle  in  de-- 
vcloping  a  gold  claim. 

'Not  much."  said  the  tailor.  "I  was 
only  in  one  mining  deal  in  my  life  and 
I  got  hung  up  for  a  $4n-suit.  Got  paid 
with  a  lot  of  shares  of  some  biamed 
mine  that  ain't  worth  a  darn.  I  guess. 
Where  are  those  shares,  anyway?"  He 
routed  them  out  of  an  old  desk  and 
hold  them  up  contemptuously.  "Thar 
they  are,"  said  he;  "are  they  worfh  ajiy- 
thing.  anyhow?" 

As  the  shares  were  bringing  $6  each 
at  the  time,  the  tailor  made  .S.-^S.gGO  on 
his  suit  of  clothes.  It  is  related  that  an- 
other man.  who  originally  put  in  a  cap- 
ital of  $2000  for  an  interest  in  the  mine, 
sold  his  shares,  after  the  property  had 
been  worked,  for  $1,043,000,  besides  hav- 
ing received  some  $80,000  in  dividends. 
This  reads  more  like  romance  than 
mining,  yet  it  is  quite  overshadowed  by 
what  is  told  of  the  earnings  of  a  certain 
other  man's  dollars.  This  man.  with 
his  partner,  used  to  own  a  bar  in  Ross- 
land. A  oustomer.  owing  them  a  bill 
of  $100.  came  to  them  one  day.,  said 
he  had  no  money,  and  offered  4(5,000 
shares  of  Le  Roi  stock  for  the  debt.  It 
being  the  only  thing  to,  the  saloon  men 
accepted  what  they  thought  a  worth- 
less security  and  wrote  off  the  debt. 
Now  it  seems  that  besides  owning  a  bar 
in  common,  they  also  had  a  race  horse, 
and  when  the  shares  came  in  one  of 
them  persuaded  his  partner  to  give  him 
all  the  horse,  the  partner  taking  all  the 
shares   as   equivalent.     To   do   this   the

of  here,  do  it.  It's  the  hardest  country 
to  starve  in  that  I  know.  The  onlv 
work  I  can  give  you  is  manual  labor  iii 
the  mines,  ore  sorting  at  $2.50  a  day. 
We  have  several  Oxford  graduates  there 
now.  and  plenty  of  other  good  men.  But 
as  for  a  position,  at  present  we  have 
down  250  names  of  men  wanting  what 
clerical  positions  there  are  in  the  com- 
pany. Again,  I  tell  you,  get  out  of  here 
if  you  can." 

And  the  manager  is  right.  In  mining 
camps  there  is  nothing  but  mining  and 
the  professions,  unless  a  man  has  cap- 
ital; and  for  an  educate^l  man  unac- 
quainted with  mining,  as  for  others, 
the  choice  is  between  day  labor  and 
starvation.  Thus  it  is  that  many  of 
these  penniless  English  lads  leave  the 
country  at  once,  but  some  remain  to 
take  what  they  can  get,  and  very  pluck- 
ily  they  take  it,  too.  One  young  fellow, 
who  had  come  out  with  letters  from  a 
marquis  well  known  in  politics,  and  an 
equally  well-known  financier,  toolv  the 
job  of  shoveling  snow  and  washing  bot-

"Jesus  Delaney,"  a  novel  written  by 
Joseph  G.  Do.nnelly,  of  Milwaukee.  It  is 
a  Mexican  story  and.  as  Mr.  Donnelly 
was  consul-general  in  Northern  Mexico 
for  live  years,  he  had  ample  opportunity 
to  study  Mexican  character  and  cus- 
toms. That  he  utilized  the  oportunity  to 
the  fullest  extent  is  shown  by  the  in- 
teresting descriptions  which  this  bock 
gives  of  life  in  the  Montezuman  republic.

GRAIN  RATES  GO  UP, 

Transcontinental  Lines  Boost  Them 
Up  Another  Notch. 

Chicago,  LM.  7. —Beginning  .Nov.  1 
another  advance  in  rates  on  grain  ami 
grain  pnxiucts  will  become  e/Yective. 
Representatives  of  the  transcontnental 
lines  decided  yesterday  to  raise  the  rate 
from  Chicago  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
on  export  corn  from  14  cents  to  20  cents 
per  100  pounds,  and  from  18  to  22  c«nts 
on  doniestii'.  torn.  All  other  export 
grains  will  be  placed  at  22  cents.  The 
advance  is  prompted,  as  one  railroaJ 
fteight  man  put  it.  "by  a  desire  and  a 
right  to  come  in  for  some  of  the  present, 
prosperity."  The  representatives  were 
unaniir.ously  of  the  opinion  that  the  con- 
ditions of  the  country  warranted  such 
an  increase.  At  present  the  railroad 
companies  are  having  a  great  deal  of 
difficulty  in  moving  the  east-bound 
shipments,  car  famines  with  many  of 
the  roads  alieady  having  arisen.

Grant,  with 
three  ( ompanies  of  the  Fourth  infantry, 
two  companies  of  the  Fourteenth  infan- 
try and  a  band  of  scouts  attached  to  the 
former  regiment.  a<lvanced  from  Imus 
yestenlay  morning,  driving  the  insu:- 
gents  from  the  entire  west  bank  of  thi- 
Imus  liver. 

Three  Americans  were  wounded.  It  is 
estimated  that  ten  of  the  Filiidnos  were 
killed. 

Companies  C  and  H.  with  the  .scouts, 
crossed  the  river  at  Big  Bend  and  ad- 
vanced westward  in  the  dirertion  of  the 
Bincayon  road,  tiie  insurgents  llriii:: 
volleys  but  retirin.g.  Twenty  Filipinos 
were  disi'overed  intrenchiil  at  Bincayon 
church,  midway  between  Ba«  oor  and 
Cavite  Viejo.  These  were  routed,  six 
being  killed. 

Riley's  battery  of  the  Fifth  artillery 
made  an  effective  sortie  about  a  mile 
south  of  Bacoor  and  shelled  the  west 
hank  of  the  river  at  close  range.

There  is  no  mystery  of 
ethoric  force,  liquid  or  compressed  air  or 
vacuum  transit  interwoven  in  the 
project.  It  is  simply  another  stride 
human  insetiuity  is  about  to  take  in 
utilizing  electricity,  the  most  potent  and 
wonderful  tree  that  has  yet  been  sub- 
jected to  mans  will. 

At  the  recent  i."onvcntiiin  of  the  Amer- 
ican Soiiety  of  Civil  Engineers,  held  at 
Cape  May.  the  largest  and  most  impor- 
tant  gathering   in    the   history     of     the 
society.  Professor      Oberlin      Smith      of 
Hridgeton.  X.  J.,  in  a  carefully  prepared 
paper  dealing  with  the  recent  improve- 
ments in   transportation,   said   the  time 
was  close  at  hand     when     the    journey  I 
from  Philadelphia  to  New  York  could  be  I 
made  in  one-fourth  the  schedule  time  of  ' 
the  fastest  express  train.     This  was  not  i 
a  mere  rtighi  of  imagination,  for  he  pro- 
ceeded to  convince  his  auditors,  men  of 
the  highest  engineering  skill  and  attain-  ' 
monts.  that    his    statement    was    easily 
within  the  bounds  nf  possibility. 

Proffssor  Smith  has  the  reputation  In 
the  engineering  profession  of  being  a 
modest,  cv)nserv.-iiive  man,  of  sound 
judgment  and  an  authority  on  me- 
chanics. He  is  president  of  the  Ferra- 
cute  Machine  .Mmpany.  at  Bridgeton,  N. 
J.  Professor  Smith  has  given  much  at- 
tention t.>  the  problems  which  restrict 
the  speed  of  railway  trains,  and  has 
none  to  the  conclusion  that  the  limit  of 
speed  by  the  use  of  steam  has  tieen  al- 
most rer4Ched. 

Electricity,  however,  presents  a  force 
which  is  restricted  only  i>y  the  ability 
of  the  engineer  to  utilize  it.  Thus, 
quicker  travel  is  a  problem  which  th*' 
machinist  and  civil  engirTeer  rather  than 
the  scientist  roust  .solve. 

"I  would  like  to  eletr  up  a  misappre- 
hen!=ion  that  seems  to  exist  in  regard  to 
what  I  said  vi  rapid  transit  at  the  Cape 
May  convention."  said  Professor  Smith 
^vhen  asked  to  tell  h.  v  space  could  h- 
annihilated  at  the  rate  of  three  miles  a 
mmute.  "I  did  not  say  that  rubber- 
tired  locomotives  could  be  made  to  travel 
two    or    three    times    f.nster    than    their 


reoKoned  with,  and  it  is  doul)tful  If 
whe  'Is  could  be  made  that  would  stand 
the    est. 

Su?h  a  road  will  be  built.  Professor 
Smi  h  thinks,  just  as  soon  as  capitalists 
can  be  convinced  that  it  is  a  physical 
poss  bllity  and  is  likely  to  be  a  financial 
succ  ss.  He  has  studied  the  engineering 
problems  involved  and  l>elieves  he  has 
solvid  them  nearly  all,  but  as  he  is 
neitlier  a  projector  nor  a  promoter  of 
railv  ay  schemes.  It  remains  for  the  or- 
gani'.er  and  the  capitalist  to  develop  the 
plan  4  he  has  sketched  for  the  benefit  of 
his  1  rofession. 

A  road  such  as  Professor  Smith  de- 
scril  es  is  already  planned  to  connect 
Phil;  delphia  with  Atlantic  City.  It  will 
run  n  an  air  line  from  Glou.vster  Citv 
to  tie  sea.  and  will  be  elevated.  Its 
lengUt  will  be  about  one-half  the  dis- 
tanc  between  New  York  and  Phila- 
delphia. Jfingle  cars  are  to  be  run  by 
ele.-t  iclty  at  a  speed  of  more  than  l()b 
mile.'  an  hour.  The  company  has  been 
organized  with  $6,000,000  capital,  and 
somt  of  the  right-of-way  has  l»een  .se- 
cure<!.  Passengers  will  be  whisked 
dowi  to  the  seashore  in  one-half  the 
time  it  takes  steam  locomotives  to  tra- 
verse the  distance.

Professor  Smith  thinks  the  first  rail- 
way on  which  electricitv  will  take  the 
place  of  steam  will  i.e  built  l>etween  New 
York  and  Philadelphia.  becau.«e  of  the 
Comparatively  short  distance,  the  great 
travel  between  the  two  cities  and  the 
large  profits  to  be  derived  from  such  a 
road. 

"Of  course  the  road  would  have  to  be 
elevated."  he  said,  "to  do  awav  with  the 
grade  crossings,  and  it  would  be  an  air 
line,  for  curves  would  not  permit  of  the 
high  rate  of  speed  desired.  It  would  be 
a  double  .r  triple  track  road,  controlled 
by  an  automatic  electric  block  system. 
Electric  power  would  be  transmitted 
through  the  rails,  and  transmitting  sta- 
tions could  bo  located  at  intervals  of 
twenty  or  thirty  miles.  There  would  be 
no  trains.  I  ut  each  car  would  have  its 
own  motor  and  would  l>e  run  singly. 

"The  cars  would  be  two  or  three  times 
the  length  of  the  ordinary  .-allroad  pas- 
senger car,  and  would  iie  built  of  steel 
upon  the  principle  recognized  in  bl^vclo 
construction— that  of  obtaining  lightness 
with  strength.  The  weight  of  pa.ssenger 
trains  in  proportim  to  the  numlier  of 
passenger  carried  is  something  tremen- 
dous when  you  figure  it  out^  This  's 
necessary  to  keep  the  train  from  jump- 
ing the  tra'^k.  But  the  feature  of  the 
electric  road  that  will  obviate  this  is  a 
track  which  will  make  derailment  im- 
I  ossib!e.  With  such  a  track  th?  highest 
attainable  speed  will  be  devoid  of 
danger.  The  oars  should  be  tapering  at 
the  ends  to  minimize  the  resistance,  and 
the  wheels  might  have  tubber  tires  to 
minimize  noise  and  Jar." 

Professor  Smith  is  too  conservative  an 
engineer  to  fix  a  definite  maximum 
speed  for  such  an  electric  road  as  he  de- 
.«rribe?.  There  are  no  insurmountable 
problems  in  mechanics  that  would  pre- 
vent cars  being  run  at  three  miles  a 
minute,  but  in  going  much  beyond  that 
speed  centrifugal  force  would  have  to  he

The  morning  papers  had  gone  to  press 
and  some  of  the  belated  reporters  had 
gathered  In  a  quick  lunch  restaurant 
for  a  chat  and  a  cup  of  coffee  before  tak- 
ing the  trip  uptown.

"A  woman  of  remarkable  bravery — 
she  absolutely  knew  no  fear  of  any- 
thing— she  had  for  a  number  of  years  a 
most  wonderful  career  in  the  wilds  of 
Wyoming  and  the  Dakotas  along  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  '60s,  and  until  after 
the  gold  fever  had  partially  subsided  in 
the  Black  hills,  and  the  steady  and  re- 
lentless march  of  civilization  had 
changed  Deadwood  from  a  mere  mining 
camp  into  a  hustling  little  city. 

JAXE  WAS  PROMINENT. 
"  'Calamity  Jane'  was  one  of  the  three 
personages  who  were  most  prominent 
on  the  Western  frontier  twenty-five 
years  ago.  Her  associates  were  Col.  W. 
I<\  Cody  (-Buffalo  Bill')  and  James  B. 
Hlckok,  known  in  those  days  as  'Wild 
Hill.'  Of  Cody  It  is  necessary  to  say 
little:  he  has  l>ecs)me  a  rich  and  power- 
ful showman,  and  makes  every  summer 
more  money  than  he  saw  all  told  while 
aoting  as  a  government  scout  with  Gen. 
Custer.  Wild  Bill'  met  ignominous 
death  at  the  hands  of  an  assassin,  being 
shot  down  from  behind  by  an  outlaw 
named  Jack  McCall,  who  was  caught 
iiiid  strung  up  by  the  friends  of  the 
murdered  man.  Calamity  was  one  of 
tliel\nching  party  and  a.ssisted  in 
a\enging  the  murder  of  her  friend  and 
a;:.-oclate. 

BORN  IN  NEAV  ENGLAND. 
"Jane's  maiden  name  was  Martha 
Canary,  and  she  was  a  native  of  New 
England.  She  was  a  young  girl  when  she 
went  'out  West,'  and  her  i  >ving  disposi- 
tion tempted  her  into  following  the  life 
of  a  scout,  and  it  was  while  engaged  in 
this  unusual  occupation  for  a  woman 
that  she  received  her  singular  nick- 
name. She  was  with  a  small  detach- 
ment of  soldiers  from  Goose  Creek  camp 
when  the  part.v  was  suddenly  i^urround- 
ed  liy  Inili.iii.-,  v.h«i  were  bent  on  mas- 
.•^acre.  Several  of  the  bravi'  men  were 
.daln,  and  <^apt,  F^agan,  the  officer  in 
t.inmand,  was  wounded.  He  reeled  in 
his  saddle  and  would  have  fallen  to  tije 
kiound  but  for  Martha  Canary.  She 
ururred  her  horse  to  his  t'ide,  seized 
him  as  he  was  about  to  fall  ami  pulled 
him  over  on  her  horse  In  front  of  her. 
She  then  made  a  dash  through  the  ranks 
of  the  Indijtis  and  brought  the  wound- 
ed man  safely  into  camp. 

SAVED  MANY  LIVES. 
"Capt.  Eagan's  life  was  not  the  only 
<'ne  thus  saved  by  the  brave  female 
s( .  ut.  and  it  seemed  that  wherever 
ilanger  was  there  she  was  sure  to  be 
fiund.  This  fact  was  jokingly  referred 
to  by  Capt.  Eagan,  who  laughingly 
c.illed  her  'Calamity  Jane.'  The  name 
stuck  to  her  in  after  years,  and  as  such 
she  has  been  known  to  thousands  who 
iL:uld  not  have  told  for  certain  that  she 
ever  had  any  other.  Even  after  her 
marriage  to  a  prosperous  ran.'hman 
named  Burke  it  made  no  difference — 
"Calamity  Jane'  she  remained.  Jane 
has  always  dressed  In  man's  apparel. 
!iei-  suit  of  buckskin  was  alwa>s  well 
Made  and  fitted  her  neatly,  and  it  al- 
ways showed  a  bit  of  femininity  in  dec- 
oration. Astride  a  swift  horse,  with  her 
long  black  hair  flying  behind  as  she 
dashed  over  hill  and  dale,  sh.^  was  a 
picturesque  creature,  and  one,  too,  who 
was  comely  and  attractive. 

WAS  NOT  A  PARAGON. 
"She  was  not,   perhaps,   a  paragon  of 
feminine  perfection,  for  she  was  an  as- 
."^cciate      of      desperadoes,       a  frequent 
vi:;itor  to  the  dance  halls  that  graced— 
or  more    frequently    disgraced — frontier 
i.iwns  and  mining  camps:   she  drank  a 
little  now  and  then,  though  nevt  r  to  ex- 
tess:  she  was  a  si)lendid  shot  with  rif'.o 
and  revolver,  her  pr  o.vess  being  admit- 
ted  oy  scores  of  marksmen   whom     she 
had  defeated,  and  she  was  very  handy, 
luo,  with  a  bowle  knife.     She  could  ride 
the  most  vicious  horse  or  mustang  in  a 
manner    that    excited    the    envy    of    the 
most  accomplished    cowboy.    And    yet, 
though    the    church    people    might      not 
have  called  her  a  good  woman,  she  had 
many   traits  that   will   certainly   be  re- 
corded in  the  great  book  of  life. 
HAD  A  FEMININE  HEART. 
■  There  was  a  genuine   feminine   ten- 
derness in  her    heart     which    prompted 
her  to  share  her  last  dollar  or  last  strip 
<)f    bacon    with   a   hungry   miner,     and, 
though  she  might  have  participated  in  a 
lynching,  she  was  ever  ready  to  soothe 
the   dying   or    to   perform    the    last    sad 
rites  for  the  dead.     Love  of  adventure 
sent  her  into  the  Black  Hills  with  the 
soldiers  when     the    government     troops 
drove  out  the  crowd  of  white  Invaders, 
but.  not  long  after  she  had  been  there, 
she    choose    to    cast    her    lot    with    the 
enemy— the  prospectors— and    remained 
there  for  a  number  of  years  as  'one  of 
the   boys.'    Jane   may   be   regarded     as  I 
the   pioneer   "new   woman,"   for,    though 
?he  married  and  became  a  mother,  she 
never  discarded  her  jaunty  scout's  ap- 
parel." 


ed  up.  About  two  years  ago  the  man- 
a.ger  of  a  diamond  mine  near  Kimberley 
picked  up  a  specimen  in  which  smaller 
diamonds  were  apparently  embedded 
in  a  garnet.  This  led  to  an  investiga- 
tion of  various  bowlders,  one  of  which 
was  broken  open  and  was  found  to  con- 
tain diamonds.  The  rock  is  of  the  des- 
cription known  to  mineralogists  as  "ec- 
logite."  It  is  apparently  composed  al- 
most exclusively  of  red  garnet  rock  and 
a  rather  peculiar  light  green  augite. 
The  rock  is  coarsely  crystalline,  and  in 
all  probability  was  once  like  garnet  in 
a  molten  condition,  the  diamond  being 
i.ne  of  its  original  constituents.  lOx- 
perts  now  tend  to  the  belief  that  the 
"blue  ground"  in  which  diamonds  are 
found  is  not  their  true  birthpla^-e.  The 
bowlders  are  often  water  marked,  and 
may  have  rested  for  ages  In  an  ancient 
gravel  at  the  very  bottom  of  sedimen- 
tary rocks  of  the  district.  In  course 
if  time  volcanic  exploslan  shattered  the 
rc:cky  floor  in  which  the  bowlders  were 
only  samples  and  disper.sed  it,  together 
with  the  overlying  materials.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  is  the  true  explanation 
of  the  formation  of  the  diamond-bearing 
"blue  ground." 


DOMESTICS  IN  GERMANY. 
With  the  increa.se  of  wealth  in  Ger- 
many, and  especially  in  the  larger  towns 
the  wages  of  domestic  servants  are  ris- 
ing, and  the  Abigail:-:  of  the  fatherland 
give  themselves  considerable  greater 
airs  than  in  former  generations,  when 
they  were  less  cared  for  Iwth  by  the 
state  and  their  employers,  says  a  Berlin 
corres))ondent  of  the  London  Telegraph.

"menials,"  and  cannot  ply  their  calling 
without  furnishing  themselves  with  a 
special  pass  book  as  such,  in  which  on 
the  first  page  a  full  description  of  their 
appearance  is  given,  but.  to  judge  from 
the  amount  cf  their  mistresse.s*  time  and 
thoughts  they  monopolize.  It  cannot  be 
inferred  that  their  capabilities  are  of  so 
very  high  an  order. 

In  giving  their  i>ersonal  description, 
the  color  of  their  eyes  and  hair  and  the 
shape  of  their  noses  are  carefully  noted 
down  Ijy  the  police  sergeant  of  their 
native  district,  and  I  remem.l)er  recently 
seeing  the  nose  of  a  housemaid  describ- 
ed as  "ugly"— very  much  to  her  disgust. 
One  could  easily  feel  for  her.  and  on 
Icdging  a  complaint  with  a  higher  of- 
ficial she  t;ot  the  adjective  altered  to 
"ordinary."

THE  ORIGIN  OF  DIAMONDS. 

Seems  to  Be  Explained  By  a  Recent 
Discovery. 

The  origin  of  diamonds,  which  for  so 
long  has  been  a  debated  question,  ap- 
pears to  be  explained  by  a  great  discov- 
ery near  Kimberly.  In  both  the  Indian 
and  the  Brazilian  diamond  fields  the 
gem  occurs  like  a  t)ebble  In  certain 
gravelly  strata,  but  has  not  been  traced 
iack  to  any  rock  that  gives  an  indica- 
tion of  its  gensis. 

After  the  discovery  of  diamonds  in 
the  river  and  on  some  South  African 
rivers,  a  peculiar  material  of  a  brown - 
i.'h  buff  color,  which  turned  to  a  dark 
bluish  tint  was  found.  It  became  hard- 
er as  the  miners  dug  down.  The  dia- 
monds lay  in  this  material,  together  with 
several  other  minerals,  such  as  garnets, 
iron  ore.  augite.  alivine.  etc. Excavations 
--begun  unsystematically — were  even- 
tually carried  on  on  such  a  scale  that 
near  Kimberly  they  have  reached  a 
depth  of  more  than  1400  feet.  Here  the 
rock  is  about  as  hard  as  ordinary  lime- 
stone. The  blue  ground  is  found  only 
in  limited  areas.  The  rocks  around  are 
of  dark  shales,  banded  with  hard  sand- 
stone, in  which  sheets  or  dykes  of  bas- 
alt or  some  material  which  was  once  in 
a  molten  condition  are  occasionally 
found.  The  blue  ground  fills  a  sort  of 
shaft  of  colossal  size  in  these  other 
rocks,  and  is  itself  cut  up  in  similiar 
dikes. 

The  opinion  of  geologists  differs  as  to 
whether  the  gems  were  produced  where 
they  now  lie  or  have  been  formed  of 
eome  older  rock,  which  has  been  shat- 
tered by  volcanic  explosions,  says  the 
I  St.  Louis  Globe  Democrat.  It  is  thought 
that  the  mystery  has  been  at  last  clear-

Dr.  Burnham.  prominent  among  the 
lecturers  at  the  Clark  University  Sum- 
mer School  in  Massachusetts,  gives  the 
result  of  research  on  the  point  of 
"Fatigue  and  Study  Period."  He  said  in 
part: 

To  do  the  m.axkmum  amount  of  work, 
it  is  necessary  to  divide  one's  time  into 
suitable  periods  of  work  and  rest.  To 
rest  too  much  is  as  serious  a  danger  to 
health  as  to  work  too  muih.  For  a 
single  individual  the  problem  is  difli- 
cuit.  For  a.  group  of  individuals  it  is 
infinitely  complex.  Yet  this  is  a  prob- 
lem which  must  be  solved  every  day  in 
school.  It  is  both  a  hygienic  and  a 
pedagogical   prr)blem. 

The  physical  effects  of  mental  ac- 
tivity cannot  be  tested  directly.  Intense 
mental  activity  decreases  the  ability  to 
do  physical  labor.  Hence  one  method 
is  to  test  the  muscular  ability  beforo 
and  after  a  period  of  mental  activity. 
This  method  has  been  used  extensively. 
By  it,  with  many  sources  of  error,  it  is 
possible  to  test  the  exhaustion  caused  by 
mental  activity. 

The  effect  of  mental  work  on  other 
parts  of  the  body  is  another  method  of 
testing  the  same  thing.  Cerebral  fa- 
tigue can  also  be  tested  by  testing  the 
sensibility.       Fatigue    strongly    affects 


nature  of  the  work  is  a  large  source  of 
error,  but  this  might  be  obviated  by 
making  the  work  as  nearly  as  possible 
like  the  regular  school  work.  It  Is  not 
dlflicult  to  obtain  results  by  this  method, 
but  it  is  very  difficult  to  interpret  the 
results  correctly. 

These  methods  have  been  used  on  a 
large  number  of  pupils.  They  are  all  de- 
fective, but  are  being  perfected.

senses.  This  method  is  extensively 
used.  If  two  compass  points  are 
brought  into  contact  with  the  skin,  they 
must  be  separated  quite  a  distance  to 
be  perceived  as  two  points.  Practice 
and  attention  increases  the  power  to  dis- 
tinguish. Mental  fatigue  lessens  power 
of  attention,  hence  lessens  ability  to  dis- 
tinguish. Hence  the  greater  the  fatigue, 
the  greater  the  distance  the  compass 
loints  must  be  separated. 

A  similar  method  might  be  employed 
for  testing  the  other  senses,  but  no 
method  has  yet  been  worked  out.  It  Is 
known  that  hearing  power  is  decreased 
by  fatigue  in  most  cases,  while  in  very 
exceptional  cases  it  is  increased.  So 
with  sight. 

In  all  methods,  however,  it  is  difficult 
to  govern  the  conditions  of  the  tests  so 
as  to  secure  absolutely  correct  results, 
without  many  sources  of  error.  Some 
kinds  of  mental  exertion  seein  to  be 
much  more  fatiguing  than  others.  The 
individual  characters  of  the  pupils  also 
vary  largely,  as  do  also  the  results.  The 
freshness  of  the  pupils  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  and  their  general  health 
largely  vary  the  fatigue  curve. 

Nervous  fatigue  can  be  studied  by 
noting  the  qualitative  and  quantitative 
variations  in  the  work  done.  The  hour 
Is  divided  into  periods  of  ten  minutes 
each,  with  five-minute  periods  of  rest. 
The  amount  of  work  done  in  each  period 
seems  to  increase  from  period  to  period, 
but  the  number  of  errors  also  increases.

UiK  the  block  on  which  the  steel  skeleton 
of  Ih-'  new  building  stamls  were  )acked 
from  curb  to  curb  with  imshing.  jos(lin« 
people  an.\lous  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the 
iiat|...rs  president  and  the  distinguished 
vi.sitors  from  other  countries,  who  ap- 
peari'il  on  a  platfurm. 

Kveu  on  the  sliel  girders  of  the  federal 
buHillng  It.self.  were  perched  hundreds  «f 
\eniure::i)nie  curlo.«iiy  seekers.  In  ;he  an- 
Rle  formed  by  the  southwest  win'.;s  of  the 
federal  buildinu  at  J.iekson  houl.vard  ant 
IVarborn  street  and  in  front  of  the  I'nioa 
League  club  building,  a  review  stuid  had 
been  erected  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  distinguished  visitors,  inciudinj;^  Vice 
President  Mariseal  and  party,  of  Mexi- 
co; I'remier  Laurier.  of  ranida.  and  oth  r 
notables;  m«  mbers  of  I'resideni  McKin- 
leys  (abiaei  an.i  the  diplomatic  coips  at 
Washington;  senators  and  eoiigrei.smen, 
and  other  invited  guests. 

\\'hen  President  McKlnley  throw  the 
lirst  trowel  f>dl  of  mortar  under  the  up- 
lifted block  of  limestone  and  pronounct  d 
the  I'ornerstone  set  one  of  the  most  nota- 
ble gatherings  ever  in  Chuago  looked  on. 
Siiortly  before  10  o<  lock  a  roar  of  chet  is 
Ircim  tlown  Jackson  boulevard  announced 
the  eominfj  of  President  McKinlev  and  his 
party.  It  was  with  considerable  .Ufficultv 
that  the  troops  of  cavalry  and  the  police 
cleared  a  space  wide  enough  for  the  car- 
riages containing  the  presldeai  and  mtni- 
bers  of  the  cabinet  ami  other  KUests.  As 
the  carriages  slowly  made  their  wav  up 
the  boulevard,  tow.ird  the  federal  build- 
iuK.  the  applause  'jecame  terrilie  and  con- 
tinuous. The  president  linally  rose  aiu; 
tlofifd    his    hat    in   resjionse. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  Cnioii  League 
club,  the  i)rtsiiliut  and  t;ie  ni.  mbers  of 
his  party  aliglueil.  and  aft- r  a  brief  re- 
ception were  e.s<-orted  acrikss  Jackson 
iKiuievard  to  the  platform  in  front  of  the 
federal  building.  A  pi  rfeet  hurricane  of 
cheers  wt  re  heard  as  he  was  escorted 
to  I  In-  dais  at  the  side  of  the  cornerstone. 
Th"  presid.-nt  was  greeted  ijy  the  offlclals 
and  then  turned  and  bijwe<l  t<<  the  k;oup 
of  brawney  armed  worl-.men  who  were  lu 
complete  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone. 

Joiige  Kohlsaat.  chaiiman  of  thf  i  om- 
mii  (d"  ceremonies  introduced  Secretarv 
Lyman  Gage.  The  seereiarv  w:ls  warmly 
che»red.  as  he  stepp.-d  forward. 
Se<retary  G.ine  said  in  part: 
"The  long  history  of  human  society  is 
bi'si  known  I.;  us  by  tlie  monuniiMii« 
which  pas.siiik'  k' nei  .ttioiis  have  bit  i>e- 
liind  litem.  These  monumenis  in  the  form 
of  temjiles  record  for  us  the  siaKy  of  art 
and  mechanic  al  knowleilKc  <nioved  by  the 
I'.ople  by  whom  they  wi-O'  buililed.  Ttie 
temj.le  may  now  be  a  ruin.  The  tribe  or 
people  who  worshijiped  there  mav  h.ive 
disappeared  from  written  hlstorv".  but 
their  work.s.  siill  i)reserved.  still  nnviin. 

"From  the  Orient,  vaguelv  outlined  in 
the  rem()te  past,  to  the  Occident,  palpi- 
tating with  the  activities  of  a  pies  iit 
<  ividzation.  the  way  is  m  'rked  with  the 
evidince  that  man  Is  a  nnouinient  build- 
er; that  society,  by  an  Insiinct  alw  ivs  ex- 
isting, seeks  to  immortalize  it.-elf  bv  em- 
bodying its  best  thoughts  in  .some  endur- 
ing ffirm.  Kach  age.  each  social  organi- 
zation, has  acted  after  its  own  ideals  and 
In  strict  conformity  to  Its  own  stage  of 
advancement. 

■•It  is  In  accord  wdth  this  inner  law. 
written  by  the  Creator  in  the  heart  of 
man,  that  we  are  here  tfxiay— jomed  a-! 
oiie-to  lay  the  eornersrone  of  the  temule 
to  others  budded  by  the  nation.  Designed 
to  serve  the  iire.s^nt  need.s  of  a  civic  slue, 
it  will  m-vertheless.  witness  to  the  future 
the  best  couteptions  of  a  free  people  liv- 
ing In  this  Western  land  in  the  closing 
years  of  the  idneteenth  century. 

"The  moment  is  full  of  Insnirlng 
ihiiughts.  eloiiuent  words  waiting  fiir  th.- 
"•rator  to  iitur  them.

In  this  great 
building,  the  public  business  of  the  people 
is  to  be  trans.icted.  The  federal  courts, 
the  agency  of  the  revenues,  and  last, 
but  not  Iciist,  the  great  jiostal  de|)art- 
inenl  is  here  to  efiiciently  otlmiuisler  its 
important  function." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Secretary  Gage's 
brief  addres.s.  Rev.  Frank  \V.  Gunsaiilus 
iffered  a  brief  but  impressive  prayer,  the 
president  and  all  the  members  of  his 
parl.v  uncovering,  as  l>r.  Gonsaulus  asked 
a  blessing  nn  the  <-eremon.\-.  Secretary 
<}age  introiluci'd  Postmaster  General 
Smith  and  he  was  also  greeted  with  much 
appl.'iuse.     He  said: 

"This  ceremonial,  led  by  the  president  of 
the  re|iublic  In  the  imposing  presence  of 
distlnnidshed  national  representatives  and 
I'lri'igii  dignitarii's  and  of  this  great  mul- 
titude of  citizens,  is  litly  associated  with 
Chicago  day.  The  stately  structure  whose 
•  •orner  stone  is  now  laiil  s.vmbcdizes  In  a 
large  sense  the  dignity  and  power  of  the 
I'nlted  States.  Rut.  in  a  direct  and  prac- 
tical sens*'.  It  represents  the  business  life 
and  actlvit.v  of  Chicago.  It  Is  the  na- 
tiiin's  visible  seal  and  stamp  upon  the 
<omnierclal  rank  and  imi>ortance  of  this 
splendid    city. 

"The  development  of  the  country  within 
a  period  of  thirty  years,  on  all  its  "material 
sales,  seems  like  such  'stuff  as  dreams  are 
made  of.'  .In  1X70.  the  total  receipts  of  the 
jioHtal  service  were  $1!>.772,220.  and  Its  total 
expenditures  $2:?,riOS:,S.'!7.

(ja^e  and  as  the  president  stepped  for- 
ward to  r<-ceive  the  trovvel  from  the  hands 
of  Arcliitect  Henry  Ives  ("o'ob.  the  crowds 
::g:iin  burst  fortii  in  clieer  afiei"  <-he<  r. 
liie  applause  not  ce-isin^:  until  the  presi- 
ilent  lalsed  his  hand.  The  iiresident  then 
.-■■■tepiied  til  one  side  of  tht>  upUftefl  mass 
of  Illinois  limestone  and.  taking  Ji  trowel 
full  of  mortar  from  the  bo.ird,  lie  threw 
it  under  the  base  of  the  stone. 

As  he  did  so.  a  banil  stationed  on  the 
sta:vl  played  "The  Star  Spansrled  Ban- 
ner." and  as  the  notes  of  the  national  an- 
them were  heard,  the  crowd  a.gain  broke 
into  cheers,  the  noise  almost  Irownin.g 
the  music.  President  McKinle.v  j>ro- 
nounced  th''  stone  set  and  re. assumed  his 
si^at.  as  the  workmen  settled  the  stone  In 
its  place.

Ths  President  and  the  Mexican  and 
Canadian  Representatives  Meet. 

Cliiea>;ci,  Oct.  :».--'nl^o^l,^•ll  llnir  o'lieial 
ri  prcsentati\es,  the  three  great  countries 
of  North  America  were  introduced  to  one 
another  today.  The  Mexican  delegation, 
he^ided  by  Vice  President  Mari.«cal  and 
the  Canadian  |)arty  under  the  leadership 
of  Premier 7.,aurier,  were  received  bv  Pres- 
ident McKinley  in  tlic  Auditorium  "annex.

(Jo.j'-orst  a, 
Halbino  Davalos  and  Capt.  Cuelloer.  mili- 
tary attache  of  the  Mexican  ambas-sador 
at  Washington.  Senor  Mariseal  was  pre  • 
!5<'nied  by  Ambassador  D'Asperoz  of  Mex- 
ico, who  inlurn  presented  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  party. 

President  McKinley  and  the  represen- 
tative of  the  chief  executive  of  Mexico, 
exchanged  compliments,  talking  for  .some 
time.  Senor  Mariseal  expressed  his  ai>- 
Iireciation  of  the  welcome  that  had  be.  n 
extended  the  delegation  from  the  sister  re- 
l)ublie  not  only  officially  hut  spontane- 
ously by  the  Americans  throughout  the 
states  through  which  thev  had  iia.ssed.  Ho 
conveyed  the  regrets  of  President  r)Uz 
that  the  latter  could  not  be  present  in 
I>erson  and  spoke  hopefully  of  the  pleasant 
relations  existing  brtween  Mexico  and  the 
United  States,  president  McKinlev  spoke 
in  the  same  strain  and  inciuired  about  the 
health  of  Mrs.  Diaz  whose  illness  prevent- 
ed President  Diaz  from  coming  to  Chi- 
saco.

Premier 
Laurier  and  the  president  merelv  ex 
changed  formal  compliments,  expressing 
pleasure  at    meeting   each   other. 

In  answer  to  an  Invitation  to  be  in 
Omaha.  Oct.  1(>.  to  receive  the  returning 
Nebraska  volunteers  the  president  de- 
clare<l  that  he  would  endeavor  to  change 
his  dates  in  Milwaukee  and  Ohio  in  order 
to  accept  the  invitation  from  Nebraska, 
but  expressed  his  fear  that  the  matter 
could  not   be  arranged.

EL  KARNAK  COLUMNS  DOWN. 

Two   More    Columns  of  the 
Temple  Fall. 

Cairo,  Oct.  9.— The  news  has  just 
reached  here  of  the  fall  of  two  columns 
if  Hypo.stile  hall  of  the  temple  of  El- 
Karn.^k.  built  by  Zetee  I,  dynasty  XIX, 
one  of  the  most  magnificent  and  cele- 
i>rated  relics  of  the  architecture  of 
ancient  Egypt. 

The  great  hall  of  El-Karnak,  which  is 
the  most  notable  of  the  monuments  of 
Thebes,  of  its  class,  is  170  feet  long  and 
o29  feet  wide.  The  stone  roof,  which 
no.v  is  entirely  in  ruins,  was  originally 
supported  Ijy  134  columns,  the  loftiest  of 
v.hich  were  nearly  seventy  feet  high 
and  about  twelve  in  diameter.  It  was 
iiuilt  by  Zetee  I.  and  sculptured  partly 
in  Ills  reign.  Work  upon  it  was  con- 
tinued by  his  son  and  successor,  Marn- 
(ses  IL 

The  hall  commemorates,  not  only  in 
it.s  grandeur  alone,  but  also  by  its 
sculptures,  the  magnificence  and  power 
of  these  two  Pharoahs.  The  sculptures 
of  the  inner  walls  represent  these  mon- 
archs  making  offerings  to  the  gods.

Washington,  Oct.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  ordinary  everyday  Ameri- 
can citizen  who  hears  that  a  wagon 
train  for  military  purposes  is  about  to 
be  organized  has  no  conception  of  what 
that  organization  means.  During  the 
past  week  or  ten  days  there  has  been  in 
Washington  a  tall,  strapping  fellow, 
dressed  in  blue  shirt  and  biack  slouch 
hat,  with  his  lower  extremities  enca.sed 
in  canva.s  leggins,  towering  two  or 
three  inches  above  the  ordinary  tall 
man.  who  has  just  been  engaged  bv  the 
quartermaster's  office  of  the  war  depart- 
ment to  organize  a  wagon  train  for 
Manilla. 

This  man  is  Theodore  Boughman,  who 
lor  thirty  years  has  been  a  sc()ut  and 
wagon  master  in  the  Southwest.  Jiough- 
man  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Michigan, 
served  in  the  I'nion  army  during  the 
civil  war,  and  afterwards  "lit  out"  for 
the  Southwest.  Last  year  he  was  em- 
ployed to  organize  mule  trains  in  St. 
Louis  for  service  in  Cuba,  and  for  the 
past  eight  or  ten  months  he  has  been 
actively  at  work  in  handling  the.se 
peculiar  animals  in  Matanzas.  It  was 
not  one  of  Boughman's  mules  that  wa.s 
killed  at  the  bomliardment  of  that  town, 
' Bocky,"    as    everybody    calls    him

ROBBER  WINS  PARDON. 

A  Filipino  Convict  Saves  an  Amer- 
ican Soldier's  Life. 

New  York,  Oct.  ft.— A  spij^ial  to  th'i 
Herald  from  Washington  says:  For 
saving  the  life  of  an  American  soldier. 
Maj.  Gen.  Otis  has  granted  a  full  par- 
don to  Magno  Domingo,  a  Filipino,  who 
was  sentenced  by  a  Simnish  court  in 
1S'J7  to  penal  servitude  for  six  years  for 
robbery. 

Magno  .suffered  confinement  for  the 
alleged  offense  for  four  yeai-s  prior  to 
his  trial  and  conviction.  During  the 
attack  on  Manilla  last  February  by  in- 
surgents, the  iirisoner  saved  the  life  of 
an  American  soldier,  and  the  provost 
marshal  general  reported  that  the  pris- 
oner had  displayed  good  conduct  dur- 
ing the  time  he  had  been  under  sur- 
veillance.

SAFFORD  A  VETERAN. 
Washington,  Oct.  9.— Capt.  Maron  B. 
S.Tfford,  Thirteenth  infantry,  who  lost 
his  life  in  the  attack  on  Noveleta  .yester- 
day, was  a  graduate  of  the  military 
academy  in  the  class  of  1879.  He  was 
burn  at  Sclma,  Ala..  Sept.  1,  1S56.  He 
participated  in  the  campaign  against 
the  Apache  Indians  in  New  Mexico,  and 
took  a  creditable  part  in  the  campaign 
in  Santiago.  In  April  last  he  went  to 
the  Philippines.

now  is  because  he  became  too  familiar 
with  the  front  end  of  a  foxy  animal  with 
"no  pride  of  ancestry  and  no  hope  of 
posterity."  He  got  his  front  teeth  kicked 
out  by  slipping  on  a  roclc  near  the  busi- 
ness end  of  one  of  the  fine.st  mules  he 
ever  saw,  and  now  is  "putting  up,"  to 
use  a  technical  expressior.  a  wagon 
train  of  240  mules  at  St.  Asaph,  'V'a.. 
which  are  to  be  shipped  across  the  con- 
tinent and  then  across  the  Pacific  to 
Manilla  as  soon  as  they  are  ready.  Mule 
teams  consist  of  six  animals,  and  it 
takes  a  scientific  mule  expert  to  or- 
ganize them  properly.  That  Is  the  rea- 
son the  United  States  government 
picked  Boughman  out  and  pays  him 
$1.">0  a  month,  more  than  the  "pay  of 
some  of  the  commissioned  officers,  just 
to  get  that  train  ready  for  service  on 
the  other  side  of  the  Pacific  ocean.  A 
well-organized  mule  train  is  the  quar- 
termaster*s  joy,  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
there  is  a  man  in  fhe  United  States  who 
is  better  qualified  to  organize  240  of 
these  homely,  long-eared  animals  into 
a  train  for  army  service.  This  particu- 
lar wagon  master,  or  mule  organizer, 
is  a  magnificent  specimen  of  a  product 
of  the  West.  He  is  somewhere  about 
six  feet  two  in  his  stocking  feet,  is  built 
according  to  his  height,  and  in  addition 
to  having  lost  his  upper  front  teeth 
from  over-familiarity  v.ith  a  mule,  he 
has  a  hole  through  his  abnomen,  bored 
there  by  a  bar  keejier  on  the  Big  Bend 
of  the  Missouri  many  years  ago.  when 
the  bar  keeper  undertook  to  side  in  with 
a  tough  who  attempted  to  swipe  some 
few  didlars  of  Mr.  l^oughman's  assets. 
The  bar  keeiie^r  is  resting  under  the 
daisies  and  Boughman  rode  ninety  miles 
before  he  came  up  against  medical  at- 
tention. But  a  little  thing  like  that 
never  bothered  him.  He  h:is  conducted 
wagon  trains  from  Council  Bluffs  to 
Salt  Lake;  has  had  the  roughest  sort  of 
experience  among  the  Indians  in  New 
Mexico.  Oklahoma  and  the  Southwest 
generally,  and  is  the  ideal  man  to  ac- 
comiilish  the  work  which  is  ahead  of 
him.  He  says  that  he  has  visited  nearly 
every  slate  in  the  United  States,  and  he 
wants  to  get  a  glance  at  our  outside 
possessions,  and  that  is  the  reason  he 
volunteers  for  service  in  the  Philip- 
j)ines.

For  nearly  thirty  years  now  the  state 
of  Maine  has  occupied  the  front  rank 
in  the  lower  house  of  congress,  largely 
because  its  four  representatives  were 
returned  year  after  year.  Reed.  Ding- 
Icy,  Boutelle  and  Milliken  formed  a 
quartet  of  legislators,  each  distinct  and 
apart  from  the  other,  which  forced  the 
state  to  the  front  in  all  matters  of  legis- 
laion.  Milliken  died  first.  Then  Ding- 
ley  followed  him.,  and  now  Reed  has 
lesigned,  and  lioutelle  is  the  only  one  of 
the  four  left  to  hold  up  the  place  which 
the  state  won  for  itself  on  Capitol  hill. 
Of  course  Tom  Reed  was  head  and 
shoulders  ahead  of  all  of  his  colleagues. 
He  was  a  man  of  such  wonderful  force 
that  even  his  enemies  admired  him, 
and  he  had  lots  of  enemies.  Dinghy 
was  a  scholarly,  earnest,  hard-working 
member,  with  no  elements  of  humor  in 
his  composition,  but  with  a  thorough 
and  deep-rooted  knowledge  of  financial 
and  tariff  questions  which  made  him  a 
I'ower  in  the  house,  and  which  forced 
the  respect  of  everyone  who  listened  'o 
him.  Milliken  was  a  quiet,  under-cur- 
rent worker,  a  man  who  accomplished 
everything  that  he  set  out  to  do  without 
attracting  much  attention.  Boutelle  is 
an  aggressive  fighter  who  always  prefers 
the  bludgeon  to  the  rapier.  He  is  not 
liopular  and  never  can  be  because  of  his 
temperament,  but  in  a  rough-and- 
tumble,  knock-down  fight  he  can  main- 
tain any  jwsition  which  he  occupies, 
and  has  never  been  known  to  throw  up 
the  sponge.  The  successors  of  Reed, 
Dingley  and  Milliken  have  yet  to  make 
names  for  themselves,  but  it  can  be  pre- 
dicted with  ab.solute  certainty  that  the 
state  of  Maine  will  continue  an  import- 
ant power  in  national  ix)iitic8  and 
policies.

Hon  TO  itEsritoi  tuists. 

The  Herald  print.s  today  a  letter 
from  the  wHl  known  and  highly  honored 
"William  Lloyd  Garrison.  It  pho\v.s  clear- 
ly the  connection  between  protective 
tiriff  duties  and  trust.s.  It  .shows  how 
high  tariffs  keep  t>ut  foreign  competi- 
tion and  enable  our  manufacturers  to 
form  trusts  to  control  production  and 
prices.  It  shows  that  the  object  of 
trusts  is  not  economy,  cheapness  or 
public  gotMj,  but  simply  and  solely  the 
enrichment  of  their  promoters.  It  shows 
that  trusts  are  usually  unsuccessful 
unle.ss  buttressed  by  some  special  pri- 
vilege like  the  tariff.  it  shows  that  if 
there  are  any  benefits  from  the  tarilY- 
protected  trusts,  the  -\merican  people 
are  not  perinltted  to  enjoy  them,  but 
only  the  foreigiu-rs  who  receive  our  sur- 
plus products  far  l>elow  those  charged 
in  American  markets. 

Discu.«sion  along  these  lines  is  likely 
io  lead  to  good  results.  Congress  has,  in 
the  tariff,  "a  weapon  which  readily  can 
»K»  used  to  checkmate  most  of  the  op- 
pressive combinations  against  whi>se 
exactions  protests  go  up  from  the  peo- 
ple," as  the  Philadelphia  declares.  Let 
congress  summarily  put  on  the  free  list 
every  trust  product. 

The  Republican  party  will  be  In  com- 
plete control  of  both  branches  of  the 
coming  congress,  and  with  a  Republican 
president  it  will  be  in  a  position  to 
enact  any  law.s  that  it  favors.  It  will 
have  a  full  opportunity  to  deal  with 
the  question  of  harmful  trusts  in  an  ef- 
ft^-tive  manner,  if  it  nn  desires.  If  it 
fails  to  enact  such  legislation  at  the 
coming  session,  any  promises  or 
pledges  in  its  next  national  platform  to 
overthrow  the  trusts  will  not  have  the 
slightest  value.  The  people  will  re- 
member that  when  they  had  the  oppor- 
tunity, they  failed  to  adopt  legislation 
that  would  have  gone  a  long  disfame 
tow^ards  curing  the  evils  produced  by 
the  gigantic  monopolies  and  competi- 
tion-destroyiner  combinations.  If  the 
people  then  turn  to  the  Democratic 
party  for  relief,  it  will  not  be  surpris- 
ing. 

Of  course  the  trusts  which  fear  the 
withdrawal  of  the  tariff  protection 
which  has  enabled  them  to  establish  a 
monopoly  of  the  home  market,  are  now 
trying  to  create  the  impression  that  it 
wcjuld  be  a  fatal  mistake  to  wipe  out 
the  protective  tariff  and  establish  free 
trade.

The  2700  miles  of  track  laid  thus  far 
during  1S99  exceed  the  total  mileage  for 
any  year  since  1892.  with  the  exception 
of  1898.  when  3080  miles  were  completed. 
Eleven  states  have  thus  far  added  100 
miles,  or  over.  each,  as  follows: 
Arkansas,  2.14  miles;  Iowa,  203  niile.s; 
Minnesota,  157  miles;  Pennsylvania,  136 
miles;  New  .Mexico,  135  miles:  Louisi- 
ana. 123  miles:  Oklah.)ma.  103  miles: 
Fl.rida.  102  miles;  Utah.  101  miles,  and 
Alabama  and  Mississippi  approximately 
100  miles  each. 

In  many  other  sections  of  the  country 
work  Is  being  pushed  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible on  both  grading  and  tra.klaying, 
and  more  miles  of  track  will  und  )ui>t- 
edly  be  laid  during  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober than  In  any  previous  month  of  the 
year.  The  Age  says  that  unless  severe 
weather  sets  in  unusually  early  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  enough 
mileage  will  be  added  between  now  and 
Jan.  1  to  make  the  tital  for  the  year 
4000   miles  or  over.

IISSUNK 

Goes  Down  to  the  Bottom  For 

the  Second  Time  In  Two 

Seasons. 


ONE   MAN  DROWNED 


Was  In  His  Bunic  Asieep— 

Steamer  Neiison  Caused 

the  Sinldng. 


For  the  second  time  in  two  .seasons 
the  tug  Record  sank  yesterday  morning 
and  carried  to  death  with  it  Harry  Ellis, 
a  member  of  its  crew.  At  .^:2.%  the 
steamer  James  H.  Neiison.  of  the  Be.''- 
.semer  Meet,  arrived  outside,  and  the 
Rec«;rd  took  her  line  and  started  for  the 
ore  d(  ck  with  her.  The  accident  oc- 
» urred  just  opposite  the  Imperial  mil!. 
William  Burnett,  master  of  the  tug. 
was  at  the  wheel,  and  he  says  that  the 
machinery  was  working  perfectly,  and 
everything  seemed  all  right.  Then  he 
felt  the  tow  line  slacken,  and  the  next 
thing  the  steamer  was  upim  the  tug. 
She  relied  over  and  sank  in  twenty-two 
feet  cf  water  almost  immediately. 
Harry  Ellis,  one  of  the  firemen,  was  in 
bis  bunk  asleep  when  the  acci-1ent  oc- 
c  urred.  and  he  went  down  with  the  tug. 
Ills  body  is  still  imprisoned,  it  is  sup- 
pi  setl,  fer  it  has  not  come  to  the  sur- 
face. 

Just  how  the  accident  happened  is 
haul  to  determine.  Capt.  Burnett  was 
just  lo.king  after  the  ranges,  which 
wi-re  hidden  by  a  dredge,  when  the 
v  .ssel  struck.  One  story  is  that  theie 
was  a  misunderstandin.g  between  the 
lug  and  the  steamer  as  to  the  direction 
they  were  to  take,  and  that  this  gavi 
rise  to  the  collision.  There  was  little 
time  between  the  Striking  and  the  sink- 
ing, anvl  the  other  membt>rs  of  the  crew 
h.id  narrow  esc-apes.  Frost  Burrows. 
I  he  engineer,  was  in  the  engine  room 
on  his  knees  oiling.  When  he  felt  ih  • 
ciilisic  II  he  ihiew  the  thioitle  open  and 
got  on  deck.  I'eter  lichan.  the  othei- 
liieman.  was  on  duty,  and  Leon  tirasser. 
the  ciA;k,  was  in  his  bunk,  but  not 
a.'leep.  .\ll  exiept  Ellis  got  off  the  tug. 
b.iwever.  ami  luckil.v  they  fiund  the  life 
r.'ft  of  tin-  tug  floating  in  the  water. 
It  had  br  iken  away  from  the  tug  as  it 
ueni  ilown.  .Ml  three  of  the  survivois 
eli'nbed  u\u  n  it  and  were  saved.  The 
St'  anier  Neiison  blew  a  dan.gcr  sl.gnal. 
ai'd  the  tug  Williams.  Capt.  William 
I'ringle.  which  was  ahead  towing  the 
City  of  Traverse,  put  back  and  took  off 
the  tugmen  friun  the  raft. 

Elliw  wai<  22  years  of  age,  single,  anil 
h"  li\ed  on  the  C.uiadian  side  of  Nia- 
>;.ua  Falls.  His  father  is  a  lock  tender 
at  the  Welland  canal.  He  has  been 
working  for  tht-  company  since  last  June 
and  he  is  spoken  of  very  highly  by  all 
his   fellow   w.)rknien. 

The  tug  lies  almost  directly  in  the 
center  of  the  channel,  in  twent.v-two 
feet  of  water,  though  there  is  plenty  •>f 
room  for  vessels  to  pass  her. 

June  2.  i.S9.*<.  the  tug  Record  was  sunk. 
and  at  that  time  it  was  also  a  Bessemer 
i>i  at.  the  Fulton,  that  sunk  her.  Capt. 
Ji  hn  Bri.ijuelet.  Engineer  CJeorgc 
l'.;iggs  and  Steward  Elmer  Cook  wj-re 
dtowned.  It  is  an  o<ld  thing  that  the 
scrap  bock  at  the  Inm.;n  nfflce.  in  which 
marine  news  is  pasted,  should  begin 
and  end  with  these  lwi>  disasters  to  the 
Rt  cord.  The  l)ook  n.;w  in  use  has  on 
the  inside  of  the  cover  an  account  of  the 
sii.klng  a  year  ago.  an«l  yesterday  there 
was  just  eiii  iigh  lo.ni  left  to  ivrntain 
the  account  of  yesterday's  sinking  on 
the  ba:k  cover. 

The  raising  of  the  tug  was  begun  to- 
day by  Napoleon  Orignon.  The  last 
tiine  the  tug  sunk  it  was  near  the  caiul. 
where  there  was  a  very  swift  current, 
ard  the  work  was  very  ditticult.  There 
is  little  current  where  the  tug  now  lies. 
and  little  dirticulty  is  anti.ipated  in 
laising  her.

Congressman  Tawney  Said 

Dulutli  Sliouid  Have  Had 

Congressional  Party. 

Capt.  Hay  T.  Lewi.-,  who  was  with 
the  party  of  congressmen  and  others 
who  were  on  the  trip  to  the  I'pper  Mis- 
sissifipi  country,  .-says  that  there  art- 
some  features  of  the  trii>  that  have  not 
I'een  made  known  to  Duluthians  and 
Avhich  they  ought  to  know.  He  says  that 
there  were  about  twenty-live  congress- 
men in  the  party  and  among  them  wa.s 
Mr.  Tawney,  of  Minnesota.  He  has  al- 
ways been  a  great  friend  of  Uuluth  in 
congress  and  has  taken  much  interest 
in   this  city. 

ilr.  Tawney  told  Capl.  Lewis  that  it 
uas  a  great  mistake  in  his  opinion  tJiat 
Duluth  had  not  extended  an  invitation 
to  the  congressional  i>arty  to  vi.-it  here. 
He  said  that  no  city  was  entitled  to 
inoie  in  the  way  of  appropriations 
than  is  Duluth  and  that  any  congress- 
man who  came  here  would  appreciate 
that  fact  at  once.  Mr.  Cannon,  of  Illi- 
nois, the  head  of  the  committtc  on  ap- 
propriations, was  with  the  party  and 
Mr.  Tawney  thought  Duluth  had  missed 
a  fine  opportunity  \\  hen  it  had  not  .se- 
cured a  visit  from  him  e.^pecially.  A 
Iiersonal  visit  to  the  city  would  have 
impressed  him  with  its  importan<e 
more  than  all  the  representations  that 
friends  of.  Duluth  <-ould  make  to  him. 

Capt.  Lewis  says  that  every  con- 
gressman in  the  hou.se  delegation  wa.s 
there,  except  Page  Morris.  They  were 
all  greatly  impresseil  with  the  beauties 
of  the  country  which  they  saw.  There 
ate  2.=j0.000  acres  of  lakes  in  the  land 
which  it  is  proposed  to  take  for  park 
purp<ises  and  as  much  more  that  is 
covered  with  timber.  There  are  a'l>out 
1,000,000,000  feet  of  timber.  For  this  the 
government  is  bound  to  pay  the  In- 
dians $3  per  1000  feet.  The  Indians  would 
be  satisfied  to  have  the  timber  left 
standing  if  guaranteed  the  payment  of 
their  mone.v.  They  were  also  a.ssured 
that  the  plan  for  the  park  did  not  con- 
template their  removal   from   the  land. 

Dr.  Schenk,  the  forestry  expert,  who 
was  with  the  party  said  that  the  dead 
and  down  timber  should  t>e  weeded  out 
and  the  young  timber  given  a  chance 
to  grow.  All  the  other  timber  should 
be  left  standing  until  it  has  attained  its 
full  growtli  and  then  should  be  cut.  It 
would  bring  a  large  price  at  the  time 
it  would  be  ready  to  cut.

Great  Entliusiasm  at  tlie  Turner 
Hall  Gatliering. 

Patriotism,  eiiiliusiitsm  and  a  pro- 
gram i>f  general  all  around  excellence 
Were  the  features  of  yesterday's  Oer- 
man  mass  meeting  in  Turner  hall.

along.  Capt.  Hunt  gave  a  liond  for  his 
appearance,  and  the  case  will  be  heard 
tomorrow.

The  reports  from  all  the  military  cen- 
ters show  thai  the  mobilization  orders 
are  itceived  with  the  greatest  enthu- 
siasm now  that  President  Kiugor  has 
crossed  the  Rubicim  and  taken  an  irre- 
viK-alde  step  of  issuln.g  an  ultimatum. 

The  only  wonder  is  why.  if  President 
Kruger  is  resolved  upon  lighting,  he 
has  waited  so  hng.  The  expianaliim 
.'■eem.-«  to  be  that  his  hand  has  lu^en 
forced  li.v  the  fact  that  the  Boers  have 
gf)t  out  of  control,  or  that,  if  he  awaited 
the  arrival  of  the  British  army  c()riis, 
the  chances  of  milit:iry  success  for  him 
would  be  of  the  slimest  possible  char- 
acter. 

The  expiration  of  the  time  limit  of 
the  ultimatum  tomoirow  evening  does 
not  leave  Great  Britain  nmch  time  to 
strengthen  the  present  military  posi- 
tion, although  there  are  stiW  a  few- 
troops  at  Durban.

Demands  In  Fuil— Manner  of  Pres- 
enting It  Novel. 

London,  Oct.  10.— The  Transvaal  ulti- 
matum, which  is  signed  by  F.  W.  Reitz, 
secretary  of  state,  concludes  with  the 
following  demands: 

"First— That  all  points  of  mutual  dif- 
ference be  regulated  by  fiiciidly  re- 
i.ourse  to  aibitration.  or  by  whatever 
amicable  way  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
this  givernment  and  her  majesty's  gov- 
ernment. 

"Se:ond— That  all  troops  on  the  bor- 
ders of  this  republic  shall  be  instantly 
withdrawn. 

"Third— That  all  reinforcements  of 
tr  ops  which  have  arrived  in  South 
Africa  since  June  1,  189P.  shall  bo  re- 
moved from  South  Africa  within  reason- 
able time  to  be  agreed  upon  with  this 
gvivernment,  aisd  with  the  mutual  assur- 
ance and  guarantee  on  th-  part  of  this 
government  that  no  attack  upim,  or  hos- 
tilities against,  any  portl.in  of  the  pos- 
.'^e.ssions  of  the  British  go\finment  shall 
be  made  by  this  republi(  during  the 
further  negotiations,  within  a  period  of 
time  to  be  sub.^eiiuently  agreed  upon 
betwcvn  the  governments:  and  this  gov- 
ernment will,  on  compliance  therewith, 
li»'  prepared  to  withdraw  the  armed 
iiirrghtrs  of  this  republic  fiom  the  bor- 
ders. 

"Ki  urth— That  her  majesty's  troops 
which  are  now  on  the  high  .seas  shall 
not  lie  landed  in  any  part  of  South 
Africa." 

To  these  demands  is  anpended  the 
detinition  of  the  time  limit" for  a  reply: 
This  government  pres.'^es  for  an  iiii- 
mediate  and  an  adirmativc  answer  to 
these  four  questions,  and  earnestly  re- 
quest her  majesty'  government  to  return 
an  answer  before  or  upon  Wednesday 
Oct.  11,  1S8!»,  not  later  than  5  o'clock  p. 
m. 

It  desires  further  to  add  that  in  the 
event  if  an  atiswer  not  s  itisfautory  be- 
ing received  by  it  w^ithin  the  interval  it 
will,  with  great  regret,  be  compelled  to 
legard  the  action  of  her  majesty's  gov- 
c!  nment  as  a  formal  declaratimi  of  war 
and  will  not  hold  itself  responsible  foi- 
the  conse  luences  thereof,  and  that,  in 
the  I'vent  of  any  further  movement  of 
troops  occurring  wiihin  the  above  men- 
tioned time  in  a  nearer  direction  to  our 
borders,  this  government  will  bo  com- 
pelled to  regard  that  als  i  as  a  forftial 
ileclaratlon  of  war.

Laundry  Mark  Tfiat  May  Un- 
ravel the  Skein— A 
Find  Today. 


New  York,  Oct.  10.— The  upper  part  of 
a  woman's  body  was  found  on  the  beach 
at  quarantine  station  at  7  a.  m.  today 
by  John  Heineman,  12  years  old.  The 
body  was  tied  up  w  1th  twine  and  pieces 
of  Manilla  twine  and  newspaper  cling- 
ing to  the  twine.  Most  of  the  paper  is 
washed  away,  however.  The  right 
breast  has  a  cut  about  two  inches  long, 
but  Dr.  Doty,  the  state  health  officer, 
says  it  was  m.erely  a  Mesh  wound,  and 
probably     inflicted     while    cutting

A  name  that  looks  like  "J.  J.  Neu- 
man"  and  the  laundry  mark  "J.  J.  N. 
1SS3,"  were  discovered  this  morning  on 
one  of  the  white  .skirts  in  a  bundle  of 
<  lothing  found  in  the  ba.sement  of  219 
West  Fifteenth  street.  This  house  is 
next  door  to  the  area  way  in  which 
stood  the  ash  can  where  the  right  thigh 
of  the  murdered  wi>man  was  found. 

Th<?  letters  forming  the  name  are  not 
distinct.  They  are  partly  washed  out 
and  a  little  idurre<l.  The  "J.  J.  N."  of 
the  laundry  mark  is  distinct,  however, 
and  is  expected  to  lead  to  the  identili- 
cation  of  the  owner.  It  will  then  be 
easy  to  learn  whether  or  not  she  was 
connected   in   any  way    with    the   crime. 

Chief  of  Detectives  McClusky  this 
morning  said  the  case  was  as  complete 
a  mystery  as  ever,  that  no  point  that 
would  go  towards  establishing  identifi- 
cation had  be<n  found  and  that  this 
was  the  first  thing  necessary.  It  v.\as 
true,  he  said,  that  a  number  of  clues 
had  been  run  down,  but  the  case  stands 
as  it  was  ju.'-'t  at  the  first  finding  of  the 
body.

When  these  men  work  ra- 
the lunil)erinen  they  re.eive  51  per  day 
and  b,,.;itL  I'uring  the  .spring",  summer 
and  fall,  while  empdoyed  as  guides,  they 
receive  .$:i  per  day.  v.-ith  bnard  and  other 
exneni-e.s.  The  livelihood  of  these  men 
and  provision  for  their  families  de- 
pends up.  n  the  existence  of  the  for- 
ests. 

"In  further  replies  to  your  inquiries  I 
would  my  that  the  population  of  the 
Adirondack  forest  i.s  mure  laigclv  scat- 
teied  thi'.n  what  the  ligures  given  you 
>\ould  intlicate.  There  is  little  tendency 
to  concentrate  in  villages.  Still,  there 
are  several  villages  which  are  entirely 
dependant  upuu  the  pe  iple  win  come  to 
the  woods  fur  plrasui(»  or  health.  The 
village  of  Saranic  Lake  contains  about 
:;::00  pei.d>le.  This  place  is  built  up 
l.'.rgely  liy  wealthy  persons  whn,  on  ac- 
eeu!it  of  pulmonary  triubles,  are 
obliged  to  live  in  the  f.uests.

The  laige  amount  of 
miuicy  which  thise  outsiders  leave 
within  the  state  of  New  York  will  cx- 
ceid  the  millions  which  the  state  i.s  pay- 
ing for  the  purchase  and  preservation 
'  f  its  fore.'--ts."

George  Skinner  writes  from  Ely  to 
The  Herald  as  follows: 

"1  havo  heard  considerable  discussion 
of  the  question.  "Who  is  responsible  for 
the  h\iz'n  j>ri<e  uf  meat'?'  l>ut  so  far  have 
heard  nothing  that  to  my  mind  settles 
the  question.  The  great  packers  hold 
that  it  is  caused  by  a  scarcity  of  cattle 
»nd  hogs.  Others  claim  that  a  com- 
bination of  the  packers  has  arbitrarily 
raised  the  price  to  fill  their  own  tilready 
over-full  ptx^'kets.  Now.  it  seems  to 
me  an  easy  matter  to  settle  this  question. 
Where  Is  the  extra  money  paid  by  the 
consumers  of  moats  going?  Are  the  or- 
iginal producers  getting  it.  or  is  it  goln? 
into  the  coffers  of  the  meat  trust?  If 
it  is  going  to  the  farmer,  it  is  becau.se  of 
a  demand  in  excess  of  the  supply:  but 
if  the  middlemen  are  getting  the  lion'« 
share  of  It.  then  we  are  justified  in 
charging  it  to  them.  Now.  Mr.  Editor. 
I  have  not  the  necessary  data  to  show 
who  is  getting  this  money,  but  I  pre- 
sume you  have  or  can  have  if  you  care 
to  do  so.  It  would  greatly  accommodate 
me  -ind  I  think  interest  many  of  your 
readers  if  you  will  obtain  and  publish 
reliable  figures  showing  what  part  of 
the  rise  in  meats  finds  its  way  into  the 
pockets  of  the  farmer,  what  part  goes  to 
the  retailer  and  what  part  the  wholesale 
men  get." 

The  ri.se  in  the  price  of  meat  is  due  to 
the  ability  of  the  beef  trust  to  boost 
prices.  The  farmers  have  not  profited, 
nor  have  the  retailers,  because  the  lat- 
ter are  not  permilte«J  to  sell  below  cer- 
tain prices  fixed  by  the  wholesalers.  All 
kinds  of  meat  which  come  from  the 
slaughter  yards  of  the  beef  trust  have 
been  arbitrarily  raised  many  times  dur- 
ing the  last  few  months.  The  beef 
trust— composed  of  Armour  &  Co.,  the 
Cudahy  Packing  company.  Swift  &  Co. 
and  Nelson,  Morris  &  Co..  of  Chicago, 
and  Schwarschild  &  Sulberger.  of  New 
York  city — can  give  as  many  excuses  as 
it  plea.ses  for  the  continued  ri.=e  in  the 
prices  of  meat.s.  In  view  of  the  scientific 
methods  which  it  employs  In  the  slaugh- 
tering of  its  animals,  and  because  ther*- 
is  almost  no  waste,  sudden  and  exces- 
sive boosts  of  prices  can  only  be  ac- 
counted for  legitimately  on  the  ground 
that  the  cost  of  the  animal  on  the  hoof 
has  gone  up  proportionately  In  price  to 
the  beef  trust.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
this  year  furnishes  the  trust  no  excuse 
of  that  kind. 

The  buyer  of  live  stock  for  the  slaugh- 
ter houses  knows  just  what  he  can  do 
with  every  part  of  the  animal  after  it  is 
killed.  There  Is  no  waste  in  the 
slaughter  house  process.  A  New  York 
paper,  which  investigated  the  subject 
carefully,  recently  gave  some  official 
figures  showing  how  close  the  trust  can 
sell  and  still  make  a  good  living  profit.

On  Sunday  it  said  editorially:  "*'If  a 
reasonable  price  were  asked — $90,000  to 
f95.000— the  proposition  would  be  worthy 
of  consivleration." 

On  Monday  it  aaid:  'When  the  fitncsi; 
of  the  Temple  for  court  house  purposes 
and  the  acceptability  of  its  location  are 
admitted,  as  they  must  be.  all  that  re- 
mains Is  a  business  proposition." 

So  It  will  be  seen  that  the  News  Tii- 
bune  asserted  th:it  the  Temple  is  fit  for 
court  house  purposes,  that  its  location 
is  acceptable  and  that  its  purchase  for 
$!'0.000  to  $95,000  should  be  considered. 
As  it  is  understood  the  owners  of  the 
building  would  take  $90,000  or  $95,000  if 
they  could  not  get  $120,000  from  the 
county,  the  News  Tribune  undoubtedly 
mentioned  those  figures  at  their  sug- 
gestion. 

But  the  people  of  Duluth  and  St.  Louis 
county  do  not  agree  with  the  News  Tri- 
liunc  on  any  point  connected  with  this 
attempted  outrage.  They  do  not  c  in- 
sider the  Tcmiile  building  fit  for  court 
hou'-e  purposes  and  they  do  not  regard 
its  location  as  acceptable.  They  sec  no 
rctison  for  abandoning  the  present 
court  house  site,  which  would  revert 
to  the  grantor  if  the  county  ceased  to 
use  it  for  court  house  purposes.  C<">n- 
sequently  they  do  not  want  the  Temple 
building  and  see  no  reason  why  the 
county   shi>uld   buy   It. 

If  it  were  regarded  as  desirable  to 
purchase  the  Temple,  the  county  would 
not  be  justified  in  paying  $120,000  or 
even  $90,000  for  it.  Less  than  six  weeks 
ago  the  building  was  sold  for  $.iS,000. 

What 
has  Increased  the  value  of  the  building 
from  $.58,000  to  $90.00<t  or  $120,000  within 
SIX  weeks?  Nothing  l»ut  the  d(\sire  <  f 
the  owners  of  the  building  to  get  a 
large  price  from  the  county.  The  county, 
however,  does  not  need  the  building 
and  the  proposition  should  be  rejecitcd 
by  the  cot:nty  board.  The  people  ex- 
pcct  the  commissioners  to  take  action 
In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
taxpayers.

of  the  rival  yachts.  But  the  state  of  the 
weather  experienced  this  year  is  unpre- 
cedented in  all  the  international  contests 
for  the  trophy  which  the  Englishmen 
are  so  anxious  to  take  back  to  the  other 
side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  fact  that  three 
attempts  at  a  race  between  the  Sham- 
rock and  the  Columbia  have  failed  for 
sheer  lack  of  wind,  and  that  it  was 
found  Impossible  to  sail  today  for  the 
same  reason,  will  renew  the  agitation 
of  years  ago  in  favor  of  choosing  a  new 
and  breezier  course.  The  New  England 
coast  is  much  better  than  the  water 
around  Sandy  Hook  lightship,  as  far  as 
the  chances  for  a  fine  wind  and  a  white- 
capped  sea  are  concerned,  and  it  might 
be  well  to  transfer  future  contests  of 
the  America's  cup.  that  may  be  held  on 
this  side  of  the  ocean,  to  the  course  off 
Marblehead. 

But  It  Is  very  probable  that  gtwd 
yachting  weather  will  soon  be  experi- 
enced off  Sandy  Hook.  The  fluky  light 
winds  and  fogs  must  give  place  to  real 
racing  weather,  clear  skies  and  a  good 
breeze  that  will  put  both  boats  and 
crews  on  their  mettle.

Iinlla  absorbs  77.(»i»i,  and  it  wuild  be  a 
ia.>ih  ministry  which  reiluced  ihe  Anglo- 
Indian  armv  below  (io.O(M».  Irelan  1  gener- 
ally holds  from  2i>.000  to  2"2.(HJo  .ind  this 
force  it  is  not  safe  to  cut  below  15,oOO.  .M 
least,  it  never  h*s  been.  London  needs, 
as  the  duke  of  Wellington  long  since 
pointed  out,  at  least  two  armv  corps,  or 
about  50.000.  at  call,  and  this  leaves 
available  only  about  2;5.i"KXl  of  the  73,i>to 
usually  in  England.  About  lO.OiM  men 
are  kept  in  the  colonies  and  this  force 
cannot  go  safely  below  :W.OiNi  men. 

The  outer  force  which  England  can 
gather  for  a  campaign,  therefore,  is.  on 
paper,  about  .5S,ooo  men.  Reducing  this 
to  the  usual  proportion  of  effectives 
makes  about  oO.OiX'.  or  two  army  corps. 
These  troops,  moreover,  are  widely  scat- 
tered and  it  will  take  weeks  ;o  gather 
"25.(1011  men  at  the  Cape  and  twi>  or  tbree- 
nmnths  to  put  50,000  men  there.  It  took 
three  months  to  put  22,000  men  in  Egypt, 
li  took  nearl.v  a  year  to  put  twice  that 
number  in  the  ("'rimea.  The  English 
commander  will  scarcely  have  an  effective 
fiirce  of  25.(«io  rnen  In  hand  before  No- 
vember, perhaps  December,  and  It  will 
be  a  month  or  two  later  before  two  full 
army  corps  will  be  ready. 

If  the  Boers  stand  up  to  their  work  as 
in  the  past  even  this  force  would  be  in- 
sufficient. Whether  the  Boers  will  fight 
as  of  old  no  man  can  say.  Nottiing  in 
military  history  is  so  uncertain  .is  the  be- 
havior" of  levies  of  farmers.  The  most 
brilliant  feats  in  warfare  have  been 
theirs,  and  some  of  the  most  disgraceful 
panics.  The  odds,  however,  are  that  the 
Boers  will   make  a   stubborn   resistance.

If 
part  of  the  Dutch  population  of  Cape 
Colony  should  grow  belligerent  iind  rebel 
against  Great  Britain,  it  is  possible  that 
the  total  fighting  strength  of  the  Boers 
would  reach  7,S,ii00  men.  Conservatively 
speaking,  however,  and  allowing  for  ac-- 
cessions  from  the  sympathetic  Dutch  in 
both  Natal  and  Cape  Co'.ony.  it  is  likely 
that  the  Transvaal  and  the  Orange  Free 
State  could  put  Into  the  field  no  more 
than  50.000  men.  Against  that  number 
the  British  empire  could  pour  m  an  over- 
whelming force.  *  *  *  The  Boers  are 
evidently  well  armed.  They  have  Mauser 
magazine  rifles  of  the  latest  model.  They 
have  also  <iuite  a  number  of  the  very 
best  quick-firing  field  and  mountain  guns, 
made  both  in  France  and  Germ.my.  Re- 
cent reports  by  I'nlted  States  military 
attaches  In  Europe  indicate  that  this  ar- 
tiV.ery  excels  anything  of  the  kind  ever 
sent  out  of  the  French  and  German  f:ic- 
torles.  The  London  Mail  recently  said 
that  a  Boer  battery  had  a  rate  of  aimed 
fire  of  thlrfy-slx  shells  as  against  six 
shells  for  British  batterie.«.  The  ques- 
tion that  arises  at  this  point  Is  the  abili- 
ty of  the  Boers  to  handle  modern  artil- 
lery with  effect.  There  Is  some  doubt 
here,  since  they  have  In  the  past  fought 
almost  exclusively  with  the  rifle.  It 
seems  possible  that  they  will  m-tster  the 
rapid-fire  gun.  inasmuch  as  their  natural 
talent  for  marksmanship  was  long  ago 
demonstrated  with  small  arms.  Of  am- 
munition the  Boers  have  a  great  abund- 
ance, it  Is  presumed,  and  they  are  a'so 
well  supplied  with  horscsi.  in  guerilla 
warfare  these  rough  riders  of  South  Af- 
rica are  said  to  be  unexcelled,  but  they 
have  never  met  a  large  organized  mili- 
tary force. 

All  these  facts  are  less  Important,  per- 
haps, than  the  character  of  the  Boers. 
Account  should  be  taken  of  the  spirit  that 
animates  them,  even  more  than  of  their 
firearms,  in  estimating  the  length  of  their 
defense.  We  doubt  that,  once  war  has 
begun,  the  British  conquerors  will  be  able 
to  proclaim  a  real  peace  In  South  Africa 
within  six  months.  These  Dutch  farmers 
are  direct  descendants  of  the  people  who 
fought  Spain  in  the  Netherlands  for  seve- 
ral generations  and  remained  unconquer- 
able. Probatjly  the.v  have  more  of  the 
blood  and  the"  temper  of  the  Dutch  of 
William  the  Silents  day  than  the  present 
inhabitants  of  Holland,  because  their  iso- 
lation In  the  wilderness  has  preserved  the 
old  character.

The  Court  House  Deal, 

To  tbe   Editor  of  The   Herald: 

Prom  your  editorial  of  Oct.  7.  the  public 
would  be  led  to  believe  that  some  of  our 
county  commissioners  aie  favoring  the 
purchase  of  the  old  Temple  building  for 
<o>nny  buildings.  In  the  year  iss.  a  sim- 
ilar project  was  on  foot  though  more  bare- 
-aced.  to  force  the  peo'ile  of  St  Louis 
.-uuiity  to  purcha.se  a  site  on  Se<ond  street 
and  I  bird  avenue  west  for  such  purposes, 
and  to  obliiiate  the  county  to  oav  out 
<ertain  Hxe<i  charges  (for  the  benefit  of 
■iidjacent  jiroperty  holders)  which  s'hemo 
was  fortunately  nipped  in  the  bud.  and 
on  :  ppeal  to  the  state  supreme  court  the 
bill  was  declared  unconstituticjnal.  Toe 
present  jilan  of  the  county  commissioners 
shou.d  be  frown^l  down,  on  the  same  geii- 
<ral  iirinclnle  and  if  the  people  assert 
their  rights  this  simpletonian  proposition 
will  l>e   buried  out  of  sight. 

In  the  first  place,  the  present  location  of 
the  county  court  bouse  and  jail  was  deed- 
ed to  the  county  on  the  specific  under- 
standing that  it  was  to  be  utilized  for 
county  buildinjrs.  and  if  not  .so  used 
revel  t  in  fee  simple  to  the  grantor.  James 
D.  Kay.  Twelve  years  ago  before  the 
street  cars  were  o:urated  over  Second 
street  and  past  the  court  house,  there 
was  some  reason  to  agitate  a  change  of 
location  so  as  to  make  the  court  house 
more  central  to  the  citizens;  but  since 
the  advent  of  street  car  service  which 
meaiv^.  practioally  a  10-mlniite  service 
past  the  court  house,  it  would  .seem  the 
present  location  offers  as  fair  a  site  as 
any  in  the  city.  As  in  the  davs  of  ancient 
liV;,*^''^  capltol  was  located  on  the  sev- 
en hills,  conspicuous  to  all.  so  it  would 
appear  to  the  ordinary  citizen  todal* 
that  buildings  of  a  public  nature  should 
advertise  their  prominence  and  th.e  pr-^s- 
ent  court  house  offers  special  prominence. 
J  he  writer  is  the  last  to  admit  thai  a 
county  of  the  large  magnitude  and  with 
the  vast  resources  .such  as  belong  to  St. 
Louis  county  the  present  buildings  arc 
any  ornament  or  pride;  far  from  it  being 
the  truth,  but  because  we  have  been  less 
enterprising  in  this  regard  offers  no  apol 
og.v  -for    useless    extravagance.

The  friends 
of  sandstone  replied  that  the  sample 
ravir.g  was  donated  for  paving  the  in- 
tersection of  Fifih  avenue  west  and 
Michigan  street,  and  that  the  $200  was 
f"r  ir.cid-ntal  expense  and  freight 
thai  SOS.  Th3  sandstone  supporter? 
urg'.d  that  the  stone  be  brought  here 
for  purposes  eiluoati'nal.  if  f  >r  no  other. 
Alderman  Krumsieg  replied  that  if  the 
<  ■until  was  goinc:  in  to  educate  the  peo- 
ple in  paving  ii  would  be  wise  to  have 
several  other  kinds  of  paving  besides 
sandstone  on  exhibition.  When  the 
vote  was  taken  eight  aldermen  voted  for 
the  $200  and  seven  against,  the  min- 
oiity  winning  the  tight,  as  it  required  a 
two-thirds  V.  te  on  an  expenditure  of 
money. 

Alderman  Krumsieg  Introduced  a  res- 
olution, which  was  adopted,  providing 
that  in  all  cases  where  the  period  of  re- 
dempticn  for  property  held  by  the  city 
under  assessment  judgments  has  ex- 
pired, the  former  owner  can  receive  a 
deed  for  the  property  by  paying  the  as- 
sessment, providing  there  are  no  other 
ajiplications  for  the  property  before  the 
council. 

An  ordinance  to  have  all  vehicles.  In- 
cluding automobiles,  baby  earriages  and 
bicycles  keep  on  the  right  side  of  the 
street  was  introduced  and  laid  on  the 
table.  Alderman  Cromwell  got  his  in- 
tellectual plant  working  when  this  ordi- 
nance \^as  reported,  and  ;-aid  he  had 
discovered  that  it  was  a  gigantic  scheme 
to  deprive  the  bicyclists  friim  riding  be- 
tween the  street  car  tracks.

braska  and  the  best  of  the  corn  Udt, 
and  oring  Its  pnuhuts  to  Dulalh.  .After 
explaining  that  Ihat  of  Itself  would  not 
make  any  difference,  Mr.  Smith  mad  • 
the  above  statement. 

■'I..iif  t  year."  he  loniinued,  "w.is  about 
the  first  lime  Duluth  ever  got  a  great 
deal  out  of  the  corn  country.  It  had 
always  been  supposed  that  corn  had  :■> 
go  to  Chicago,  and  that  that  was  all 
thi»rc  was  to  it.  It  was  not  until  last 
year  that  corn  was  (luoted  regulaily 
on  the  Duluth  board.  In  the  last  crop 
year,  however,  Du'.uth  received  more 
corn  than  it  ever  received  before,  and 
this  year  it  will  get  a  gtxnl  deal  more 
than  last.  Corn  dealers  say  that  the 
climate  is  better  here  for  corn  than  it  i.-- 
anywhere  else,  and  that  while  in  stor- 
age here  it  reacht^  a  better  state  than 
anywhere  else.  Hence  there  has  arisen 
quite  a  demand  for  Duluth  corn.  .Men 
who  are  use<l  to  handling  corn  liavi- 
I'ome  here  to  take  care  of  the  corn  that 
is  coming,  and  thus  the  rise  of  Duluth 
as  a  corn  market  began.  This  year  It 
will  make  another  large  advance. 

"There  is  already  considerable  talk 
about  corn  shipment,  and  when  the 
rush  b^'gins  about  Jan.  1  the  roads  that 
bring  stuff  from  the  corn  belt  will  have 
all  the\-  can  do.  "

Befnre  attending  the  banquet  of  tho 
Commercial  last  night  the  president, 
accompanied  by  his  usual  escort  of  the 
Chicago  Hussars,  proceeded  to  the  labor 
meeting  which  was  in  progress  at 
Bricklayers"  hall.  Arriving  at  the  hall, 
the  presidential  party  was  met  by  a 
tommittee,  of  which  George  F.  Hubbins. 
president  >.t  the  Brieklayers'  union,  was 
chairman.  Amid  deafening  cheers  he 
entered  the  hall  and  took  his  seat  in  a 
decorated  chair  which  had  been  pro- 
vided for  him.  Mr.  Hubbins  made  a 
short  introductory  address,  in  the  cour.se 
of  which  he  said  that  President  McKln- 
ley was  one  of  the  best  friends  labor 
ever  had.  He  then  introduced  the  presi- 
dent, who  said  in  part:

Marquette,  Mich.,  Oct.  11.— New  York 
slate  lakes  are  being  stocked  with  lake 
trout,  which  are  hatched  from  spawn 
.secured  in  Lake  Superior.  Millions  of 
ffegs  are  annually  taken  from  here  to 
the  fish  hatcheries  of  the  Empire  state 
J  >r  propag-ation. 

Capt.  S.  M.  Hose  of  Chaiievoi.x,  Mich., 
is  the  agent  of  the  New  York  fish  com- 
mi.ssion  in  this  work.  During  the 
.sr-awninsr  i^ca.son  Capt,  Hose  makes  his 
headquarters  at  Marquette,  and  has  his 
force  of  men  distriljuted  around  along 
the  shore  at  other  ports,  from  which  fish 
tugs  pl\-.  The  captain  i.s  now  here,  and 
h?i:5  just  stationed  his  force  for  this 
sea.son's  work.  His  ferce  con.sists  of 
thirteen  men  this  season,  and  between 
now  and  Nov.  1,  the  date  when  the 
closed  .season  begins,  he  expects  to  se- 
cu!e  !)ot\veen  10.000.000  and  12,000.000  lake 
trout  eggs.  The  captain  and  one  m:^n 
are  wirking  out  of  Marquette;  his  othe;- 
men  are  divided  between  Munising, 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Houghton,  Keystone, 
Miehiiji*:'oten,  Caribnu,  Uzard  'islan.l 
and  Brule  harlno'.  The  four  last  name^ 
pl:.ees  are  on  the  Canadian  shore. 

The  way  the  ogg.s  are  secured,  fortil- 
izei!,  |)ack<.(l  and  shipi)ed  forms  an  in- 
teresting st^ry.  Trout  in  Lake  Superior 
Ix.gin  to  spawn  soon  after  Oct.  J.  At 
tb.at  time  they  seek  the  sliallow  wateis 
that  the  female  may  lind  a  place  to  de- 
posit her  eggs  and  the  male  to  fertiliz- 
them.  Incidentaily,  it  is  this  which 
givts  the  sportsman  such  good  fishing 
"11  the  lake  shores  Ihi:;  .'u-.is  >n  of  the 
year.  The  closed  season  for  lake  trout 
dees  not  l)pgin  until  Nov.  1,  so  the  fish 
commissioners  of  this  and  other  states 
utilize  the  month  of  Oetolier  for  collect- 
ing the  spawn  t]iey  are  to  rear  in  their 
iiateheries,  and  at  this  sca.son  oi  the 
Vear  nearly  every  fish  lug  lui  the  lake  is 
cany  ing  the  representative  of  g.une  fish 
co!:;niission. 

When  the  nets  are  drawn  in  and  the 
live  fish  gathered  into  the  boat  the  egg 
.■ollector  takes  the  female  ilsh  and  slits 
them  oi:e;i  along  the  under  side  and.  by 
a  g(  I'tle  jircssure  of  his  hand,  strip.-!  the 
o.e.gs  from  the  fish  into  large  cans  tilled 
with  wat-r.  Lake  trout  are  very  |)ro- 
llfic  in  eggs,  and  sometimes  as  man.v  as 
ir>,000  will  be  foiind  in  a  single  fish, 
though  occ:isionally  there  will  not  be 
more  than  1000  seeured.  For  tho  space 
"f  smiie  three  minutes  after  they  are 
taken  from  the  (ish  these  eggs  art'  sus- 
cei)tible  to  fertilization;  if  they  have 
bfeti  in  contact  with  the  air  more  than 
three  minutes  without  fertilization  they 
are  winthle.ss.  Fertilization  is  accom- 
Idished  by  treating  the  male  fish  in  a 
.'■•  omewhat  similar  fashion.  All  the  trout 
caught  arc  handled  in  this  fashion,  the 
fe'tili::c;i  eggs  being  kept  in  pails  of 
water  till  the  tug  has  finished  its  day's 
catch,  reset  its  nets  and  returned  to 
i'ort. 

At  tho  fish  house  the  egg  collector 
oarefully  removes  the  spawn  from  the 
pails  and  pa.ks  them  in  shallow  trays 
having  no  tops,  hut  bottomed  with  can- 
ion  Ibuinel.  These  trays  are  set  one  on 
top  of  the  other  in  wooden  packl'i-; 
cases.  The  latter  are  two  feet  long, 
eightten  inches  high  and  twent.v  inches 
wide;  a  ca^e  wiil  contain  about  .".(Xt.ooo 
eggs.  From  the  time  the  eggs  are  taken 
from  the  fish  till  the.v  are  delivoied  at 
the  hatchery  they  must  lie  kept  con- 
stantly cool  and  moist.  They  are  usually 
stored  in  the  cooling  rooms  of  the  li.sji 
houses,  and  the  top  tray  filled  every  day 
with  water,  ^vhich  seeps  down  and  keeps 
those  below  it  moist  also.  Tlie  eggs  are 
very  sensitive,  and  if  one  is  touched  at 
all  roughly  the  life  germ  will  be  de- 
stroyed. 

The  eggs  are  kept  at  the  fishing  sta- 
tions till  th"  conclusion  of  the  season, 
when  tit'  y  are  taken  to  the  hatchery  to 
which  they  are  destined.  Most  of  them 
go  by  boat,  as  cars  are  apt  to  be  too 
warm,  but  when  this  is  not  feasible, 
.'shipment  by  express  is  resorted  to.  In 
th;U  case  ice  or  snow  is  i)aekpd  in  the 
ends  of  the  cases,  and  when  the  latter  is 
obtainable  it  is  poured  over  the  top 
tray  of  eggs;  the  heat  of  the  car  gradu- 
ally melts  the  snow  and  it  drips  down  as

The  epr.?s  will  be 
taken  there  first  and  then  apportioned 
among  the  other  hatcheries  of  the 
state. 

When  hatihed  a  portion  of  the  fry  will 
be  iikinted  in  Lakes  Erie  and.  Ontario, 
but  New  York  has  a  number  ol;  large 
inland  lakes  which  will  also  receive 
their  quota  of  the  young  flsh.  Artificial 
liropagation  is  doing:  a  great  deal  in 
New  York,  as  in  Michigan,  to  keep  up 
the  supply  of  food  and  game  fishes,  and 
scientific  methods  have  brought  fish  cul- 
ture to  a  point  where  it  approximates 
Iierfection.  Experts  in  this  l)ranch  say 
that  in  nature  only  .">  per  cent  of  the 
spawn  ever  hatch,  while,  with  enemies 
and  unfavorable  conditions,  it  is  a  far 
smaller  percent  which  reaches  maturity. 
In  artificial  propagation,  where  the  egfrr< 
have  been  properly  fertilized.  95  per  cent 
will  hatch,  and  when  planted  the  arti- 
ficially roared  fry  have  equal  chances 
for  life  and  growth  with  those  of  natural 
birth.

Reports  of  similar  dem- 
onstrations came  from  Lawrence,  Ottawa, 
Hutcliint^on  and  other  Kansas  towns.

Had  the  president  of  the  I'nited  States 
appeared  in  the  parade  In  New  York, 
where  Schley  and  Miles  were  heroes 
next  to  Dewey,  he  must  have  expected 
his  applause  from  his  officeholders  there.

gift  knife  wiiti  McKlnley's  portrait  and 
the  AVhite  Ho  ise  upon  the  handle. 
Those  knives  date  to  1890.  or  whilst  Har- 
ri.'on  was  pi'esident.  McKinley  was 
the  chairman  of  the  Harrison  second- 
term  convent  on  in  1S02.  and  received 
his  boumlet  f  >r  president,  in  imitation 
of  the  Gaifield  breakaway  in  1MSI», 
though  it  did  not  mature. 


Ex-Senator  George  Gray,  now  a  cir- 
cuit Judge,  is  probably  the  highest  order 
of  assistant  McKinley  has  had.  He  was 
originally  a  Whig.  A  strain  of  Scotch 
in  him,  as  well  as  his  almost  pliable 
kindness,  recommended  him  to  McKin- 
ley as  an  assisting  Democrat.

a  I f  all  sects.      This  dangerous  act  of 

elevating  ecclesiastics  into  vote-pullers 
was  never  done  before  by  any  American 
president.  McKinley  does  it  habitually 
and  in  a  way  to  shovv  that  he  has  no 
con.^cientious  bias  or  convictions  toward 
one  sect  or  the  other,  but  means  to  use 
them  all  toward  the  deadly  heresy  of 
two  terms  of  office,  the  ignus  fatuus  of 
weak  and  half  deserving  chief  magis- 
trates. 


Before  McKinley  became  jjresldent 
and  for  some  time  afterwara,  me  idea 
abounded  that  he  was  .m  excessively 
kind,  fellow  loving  prodigy:  that  he 
could  not  do  enough  for  those  who  en- 
treated his  favors.  Senator  Wolcott.  of 
Colorado,  even  aHlrnied  that  McKin- 
ley lay  awake  when  he  had  not  been 
able  to  do  twice  as  much  for  a  suitor 
as  he  had  asked.

Why  should  the  president  write  to  one 
w  hom  he  expected  to  make  his  .secretary 
(jf  slate  or  British  ambassador:  "l  love 
you.  Deep  in  my  heart  I  shall  ever  wear 
\<ju.  But  your  iirecious  health  debars 
rne  from  giving  you  those  stations.  1 
weei)  to  think  1  must  disappoint  niy.sc-ll 
of  your  orticiai  company.  Oh,  nurse 
your  valuable  kidney.:.  They  are  the 
subjects  of  my  prayei-s." 

Such  a  letter,  ofi  which  the  above  is 
hardly  a  travesty,  I  undc-rsland  to  have 
been  the  subject  of  roars  of  laughter 
and  curses  of  a  group  of  senators.  The 
marvel  is  that  a  man  oi  ever  so  little  a 
world  shv>uld  think  it  woubl  deceive.

IS  REED  AJDEMOCRAT? 

Former  Speaker  Intimates  He  May 
Join  Democrats. 

Washington.  Oct.  11.— Is  ex-Speaker 
Thomas  B.  Reed  prepared  to  abandon 
the  Republican  party  and  become  a  full- 
fledged  Democrat?  This  question  is 
agitating  a  good  many  political  leaders 
in    this    city. 

This  anxiety  Is  caused  by  some  re- 
markable  statements  made  by  Mr.  Reed 
as  to  the  causes  which  led  to  his  re- 
tirement. In  a  conversation  with  a 
Southern  Republican  representative  on 
the  causes  which  csompelled  him  to  quit 
public  life,  it  was  made  quite  clear  that 
he  is  totally  out  of  harmony  with  tho 
administration  on  the  Philippine  policy 
and  believes  that  if  the  Republican  par- 
ty caries  out  its  present  plans  of  sub- 
jugating the  Filipinos  by  military  pow- 
er. It  will  meet  with  dsaster  at  the  elec- 
lon  next  year. 

The  ex-speaker  believes  that  the  couu- 
try  has  entered  upon  a  dangerous  en- 
terprise in  the  far  East.  His  expres- 
sions to  a  Republican  member  of  con- 
gress last  night  created  great  surprise. 
This  member  expressed  the  opinion  that 
If  the  next  presidential  campaign  was 
conducted  with  the  issues  of  imperial- 
ism to  the  front  and  free  silver  elimin- 
ated. Mr.  Reed  would  be  found  acting 
with   the  Democrats. 

In  this  connection  It  is  worth  while 
to  note  that  on  his  recent  trip  to  Europe 
Mr.  Reed  had  the  pleasure  of  bein.? 
very  intimate  with  Richard  Croker 
across  the  water.  When  Mr.  Croker  re- 
turned to  this  country  Mr.  Reed  was  on 
the  same  ship.  They  were  very  chummy 
on  the  way  back  and  it  not  unlikely, 
so  it  is  considered  here,  that  Mr.  Roed 
and  Mr.  Croker  had  a  quiet  talk  upon 
the  political  questions  of  the  day.  At 
that  time  it  was  not  tnough  particul- 
arly striking  that  Mr.  Croker  and  Mr. 
Reed  should  be  so  intimate,  but  since 
the  latter's  return  to  this  city  he  ban 
set  some  of  the  political  leaders  guess- 
ing as  to  what  his  future  political  affilia- 
tions will  be.

Do  vi^  is  evidently  a  low  creature,  and 
Talniige  Is  putting  himself  in  the  same 
class  when  he  descends  to  a  war  of 
biliii  gsgate  with  such  a  fellow.  No 
doub  the  respectable  people  of  Chicago 
wouli  like  to  see  both  of  them  driven 
out  cf  the  cltv.

A   BlL,i.MXOSiiATE    lOXTKST. 

Chicago  is  at  present  being  regaled 
with  a  battle  of  mud  between  two  min- 
isters of  the  gospel,  who  are  using  lan- 
guage that  one  would  not  expect  to  hear 
except  from  the  toughest  element  in  the 
city.  The  participants  are  the  Rev. 
Frank  De  Witt  Talmage  and  the  Rev. 
John  Alexander  Dowie.  who  preside.^ 
over  an  establishment  known  as  Zions 
Temple.  It  appears  that  Dowie  was  the 
aggressor,  but  it  seems  equally  cleir 
that  Frank  Talmage  was  willing  to  meet 
this  reverend  blatherskite  on  his  own 
ground. 

Sime  time  ago  Dowie  began  what  h? 
calls  "a  three  months'  holy  war  agains: 
the  hosts  of  hell  in  Chicago."  The  afore- 
said hosts,  according  to  Dowie,  ai'e  the 
Christian  ministers  of  the  city.  A  few 
specimens  of  Dowie's  methods  may  be 
interesting  if  not  edifying.  He  calls  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Moody,  of  Chicago  (not  Dwight 
L.  Moody),  a  two-faced  liar  and  a  hypo- 
crite." closing  with  the  remark:  "Mo- 
lasses Moody!  Curse  on  him: ■■  He  calls 
Dr.  Henson  "a  dirty  boy"  and  "a  cler- 
ical clown."  To  Bishop  Fowler  he  ap- 
plies the  mild  epithet,  "a  miserable  liar.  ' 
The  physicians  of  Chicago,  in  the  choice 
language  of  "Zion,"  are  "a  collection  of 
curs  and  cowards."  The  editor  of  the 
Interior  is  "the  most  wicked  and  willful 
ministerial  liar  in  America,"  thus  show- 
ing his  kinship  with  "the  dogs  of  the 
press,  the  skunks  of  medical  swindlers, 
the  canting  sorcerers  of  the  churches." 
etc.  The  divine  healer"  is  so  liberal 
with  his  terms  of  endearment  that  he 
not  only  scatters  them  broadcast  beyond 
the  walls  of  "Zion,"  but  also  distributes 
a  few  to  his  own  followers  when  they 
selfishly  refuse  to  let  him  plunder  them. 
This  sample  from  his  Sunday  discourse 
is  a  gem  of  its  kind:

You 
have  not  been  giving  your  lawful  tithes, 
your  sworn  tithes,  to  the  storehouse  of 
Zion.  You  have  lied;  you  have  stolen: 
you  have  held  up  God.  Why  don't  you 
keep  your  oath  to  your  maker  and  give 
your  tithes  to  Zion?  Because  you  are 
wickedly  selfish;  you  are  thieves.  Get 
out  of  Zion,  you  perjurers,  you  leprous 
brutes.  I  do  not  want  you  here.  I  will 
pray  to  God  that  your  houses  may  burn 
up  tonight  and  that  you  and  your  wives 
and  children  may  perish  in  them,  for  I 
want  none  of  such  a  breed  on  earth." 

It  would  seem  that  any  self-respecting 
minister  of  the  gospel  would  hesitate  to 
engage  in  a  match  with  such  a  fellow  as 
Dowie.  but  the  Rev.  Frank  Talmage 
comes  up  bravely,  even  gaily,  to  the 
task.  He  goes  for  Dowie  in  genuine 
Dowie  fashion.  He  brands  him  as  "the 
most  monumental  fraud  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  nineteenth  century — an  im- 
poster who,  as  a  blood-thirsty  vampire, 
has  fastened  himself  upon  this  muni- 
cipal body  and  intends  to  stay,  against 
all  protests,  until  he  has  sucked  his  fill."

i^eeritig  News  presents     an     interesting 
discussion    of    ways    of    mitigating    tho 
Seventy  of  hard  times.    The  influence  of 
the  Spanish  war  expenditures  in  slim- 
ulatii  s  prosperity    is   dwelt  upon.     Un- 
doubtedly   the   demand   of    the   govern- 
ment for  supplies,  added  to  the  already 
growing  business  activity  from  natural 
cause*,  was  an  important  factor  in  the 
tiemtndous  revival  of  industry  now  in 
evidence  on  every  hand.    Thus  it  always 
is  wih   the  extraordinary  expenditures 
of    g.  vernment.    They  add  appreciably 
to  iht   existing  demand  for  commodities 
atui  I;  bor.  and  therefore  exercise  an  im- 
pjrtaut    stimulating    influence    on    the 
gener.il  industrial  conditions.  The  point 
ro  wei  marie  by  the  Engineering  News 
is  that  governments,  by  wise  discretion 
iii       I  heir    extraordinary     expenditures 
when  ver  possible,  should  seek  to  exer- 
cise an  equalizing    influence  upon  .good 
times   and   bad    times,    thus   mitigating 
the  St  verity  of  the  latter.     "Is  it  not  a 
fact,"  it  asks,  "that  our  seasons  of  finan- 
.la!  r  osperlty  and  adversity  are  really 
tliK"   t  >   fluctuations   in   the   tide   of  de- 
mand '    Do    we   not    need   as    much     to 
check  demand  in  times  of  prosperity  as 
to   sti  nulate   it   in   times  of  adversity? 
Must  we  not.  in  fact,  do  the  one  in  or- 
der to  do  the  other?" 

Allusion  is  made  to  the  fact  that  in 
times  of  great  prosperity  men  incur 
obliga  ions  and  enter  upon  speculations 
with  apparent  recklessness,  who  in 
times  it  financial  disaster  would  turn  a 
de.Tf  .  ar  even  to  meritorious  proposi- 
tions for  investment.  We  are  now  in 
such  ;•  season  of  business  expansion  as 
has  \v  t  been  sern  in  a  long  time.  Spec- 
ulation of  all  sorts  is  rife.  Companies 
are  be  ng  floated  with  millions  of  dollars 
of  pai'er  capital,  and  with  little  save 
gre.it  expectations  to  show  for  it.  Some 
of  these  concerns  have  bought  up  some 
of  the  abandoned  and  obsolete  fa:;tories 
which  failed  to  survive  the  competition 
of  189'!  and  1897.  and  parade  a  list  of 
.<uch  properties  as  evidence  of  their 
3  .lid  f  >undation.  Manufacturing  enter- 
prises are  expanding.  Concerns  which 
only  a  very  short  time  ago  were  at  their 
w  its'  ^nd  to  obtain  orders  enough  to 
keep  t  lem  from  shutting  down  are 
making  large  inv.?stments  to  increase 
their  capacity.  All  these  things  tend  to 
swell  '.he  volume  of  apparent  demand, 
and  1.  force  prices  higher  and  higher, 
vntil  finally  the  bubble  will  burst.  Banks 
and  financiers  refuse  further  loans,  pur- 
chase! -i  cancel  orders,  mills  can  find  no 
market  for  their  goods  and  are  shut 
down,  operatives  are  thrown  out  of  em- 
ploymi  nt  and  their  purchases  decrease. 
Thus  iloes  our  fair  castle  of  prosperity 
fall  in  ruins.

The  almost  self-evident  answer 
i.i  that  anything  at  the  present  time 
which  tends  to  check  the  swelling  tide 
of  den  and.  the  forcing  upward  of  prices, 
and  tl  e  increasing  tendency  toward 
debt-is. currlng  and  speculation  on  a  gi- 
gantic scale,  will  operate  to  prolong 
prospe-ity.  •  •  •  To  go  as  the  crowd 
goes  i;  contrary  to  good  business  prin- 
ciples IS  it  is  to  the  larger  financial  In- 
tei^est.'  of  the  nation.  Whoever  at  th-j 
pie.«!en:  time  erects  a  building,  equips  a 
manufictory.  conducts  a  system  of 
water  supply,  or  does  almost  any  piece 
of  work  which  can  be  classed  as  a  per- 
manent investment.  will  receive  a 
smalle  •  return  for  a  given  expenditure 
than  a.  any  time  for  many  years.  Now 
is  the  time  when  all  purchases  and  in- 
vestnii  nts  should  be  restricted  to  the 
lowest  possible  point.

The  idea  is  to  impress  upon  all 
piesent  the  importance  and  value  of 
good  roads,  and  then  to  organize  a  good 
roads  association  that  will  encourage 
the  building  of  substantial  public  high- 
ways in  an  economical  and  systematic 
manner. 

Several  gentlemen  who  are  specialists 
on  the  subject  of  road  building  will  be 
present  and  address  the  convention,  and 
there  will  be  practical  demonstrations  of 
the  proper  manner  in  which  to  construct 
roads.  Among  those  who  will  attend 
are  William  H.  Moore,  of  St.  Louis, 
president  .if  the  State  and  Interstate 
Gtod  Roads  and  Public  Improvement 
at,5oclatii'n,  which  has  an  organization 
in  twenty-three  states,  and  which  will 
soon  have  taken  root  in  every  common- 
wealth in  the  Union;  Gen.  Roy  Stone, 
director  of  the  office  of  road  inquiry, 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  Gen.  E.  G.  Har- 
rison, government  road  expert.  Post- 
master General  Charles  Emory  Smith, 
Seiretary  of  Agriculture  Jame.=;  Wilson, 
Governor  John  Lind,  all  of  the  Minne- 
sota state  officers  and  others  who  have 
t:tkcn  special  interest  in  good  roads, 
have  been  invited  to  be  pre.sent. 

Invitations  have  also  been  sent  to  the 
oJlicers  cf  the  Federated  Trades  as- 
te.nibly  to  attend  and  take  part  in  the 
proceedings,  and  no  doul>t  they  will  ac- 
cept the  invitation,  as  all  classes  of  the 
cimmunity  are  equally  interested  in  the 
building  gcods,  and  none  more  so  than 
the  working  classes.  Every  person  is  a 
( onsunur.  and  it  is  apparent  that,  with 
the  exception  of  a  very  small  proportion 
if  the  population,  all  Americans  aie 
producers.  The  farmer  and  the  city 
dweller  are  mutually  dependent,  each 
upon  the  other,  for  supplies.  Either 
without  the  other  must  be  deprived  of 
many  comforts  which  have  now  become 
necessities;  and.  on  the  other  hand, 
whatever  contributes  to  the  welfare  of 
one  must  prove  beneficial  to  the  other. 
This  fact  is  more  forcibly  illustrated  in 
connection  with  public  highways  than 
in  any  other  way.  for  the  same  road 
which  makes  it  possible  for  the  farmer 
to  reach  his  market  cheaply,  also  en- 
ables the  merchant  and  manufactuicr 
to  distribute  their  products  at  small  ex- 
pen.se.  and  each  is  benefited  either  in  re- 
I'uced  expenses  or  in  lower  cost  of  goods. 
Perhaps  in  this  movement,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  union  labor  may  be  able  to 
find  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem 
of  employing  convict  labor. 

A  good  roads  convention  was  held  on 
Monday  at  La  Cros.se,  and  all  the  coun- 
ties in  that  part  of  Wi.sconsin  weiv  well 
represented,  much  Interest  l)elng  mani- 
fested in  the  movement.  A  report  of 
the  gathering  says:  "While  the  stone 
cius-her  was  preparing  material  for  the 
sample  road.  Gen.  Harrison  addressed 
several  hundred  persons  on  the  market 
square.  His  four  main  points  were  that 
a  stone  road  could  never  be  permanent 
and  satisfactory  without  a  hard  earth 
fi  undation,  and  this  was  better  obtained 
by  stamping  than  rolling;  second,  that 
a  road  properly  made  was  just  as  good 
light  inches  thick  as  fifteen  inches; 
third,  that  the  common  practice  of  be- 
ginning with  large  stones  was  wrong;

it  could  pack  beyond  the  possibility  of 
movement;  fourth,  that  water  was  the 
highway's  worst  enemy;  side  ditches 
and  drainage  must  everywhere  be  pro- 
vided to  keep  the  road  continually  dry." 
.Subsequently  a  district  organization 
was  formed. 


The  newest  rear  admiral  is  CajM.  A.  S.

Clark  is  understood  to  be 
in  ill  health,  but  If  he  cannot  be  promot- 
ed in  active  service,  he  ought  to  be  re- 
membered and  signally  honored.  This 
should  be  done  at  the  coming  session  of 
congress. 


The  Republican  press  bureau  at  Wash- 
ington has  sent  out  an  article  denouncing 
the  claim  in  the  platform  of  the  Ameri- 
can league  at  New  York  that  the  presi- 
dent's course  in  the  Philippines  Is  breed- 
ing distrust  in  the  South  American  repub- 
lics. The  pre.s.s  bureau  Is  not  endor.scd 
by  William  E.  Curtis,  the  able  correspon- 
dent of  the  Chicago  Record,  who  is  now 
in  South  America  and  recently  alluded 
at  .«ome  length  to  the  feeling  there 
against  this  country  on  account  of  the 
war  of  conquest  In   the  Philippines. 

The  recent  list  of  invalided  English 
authors  has  been  uncommonly  long.  Mr.

Hancock  Han  Shot—A  Salt 

Lake  Fake  About  Copper 

Country. 

Houghton— Patrick  Murphy,  of  Han- 
cock, was  shot  by  a  Finlander  named 
Gus  Maca  at  the  Elm  River  mine,  on 
Sunday,  and  lies  in  a  precarious  condi- 
tion. Maca  was  arrested  immedi- 
ately after  the  shooting,  and  only  for 
the  timely  arrival  of  the  ofiicer,  it  is 
said,  he  would  have  been  lynched,  as 
a  number  of  men  had  a  rope  prepared 
for  the  job.  He  was  brought  to  the 
county  jail  by  Deputy  Sheriff  James 
Fleming. 

Murphy  was  standing  in  front  of  the 
cook  camp  when  the  Finn  came  out  of 
the  sleeping  camp  thirty  or  forty  yards 
distant  and  fired  point  blank  at  him 
with  a  3S-caliber  rifle,  the  ball  enter- 
ing the  breast  and  lodging  in  the  right 
shoulder.  Murphy  is  about  21  years  of 
age.  quiet  and  steady,  and  no  cause  for 
the  cold-blooded  attempt  at  murder  can 
be  assigned.  Dr.  McElveen.  of  the 
Winona,  is  attending  the  victim,  but 
his  chances  for  recovery  aie  regarded 
as  very  slim. 

As  near  as  can  be  learned,  there  was 
very  little  provocation  for  the  shoot- 
ing, but  the  whole  truth  of  the  affair 
ha.s  not  come  out  yet.

The  march  of 
mankind  in  moral  and  intellectual  ad- 
vancement has  been  onward  and  up- 
ward. The  growth  of  the  world's  ma- 
terial interests  is  so  vast  that  the  fig- 
ures would  almost  seem  to  be  drawn 
frcm  the  realm  of  imagination  rather 
than  from  the  field  of  fact.  All  peoples 
have  felt  the  elevating  influences  of  the 
century.  Humanity  and  home  have 
been  lifted.  Nations  have  been  drawn 
cli.ser  together  in  feeling,  and  Interest, 
and  sentiment.  Contact  has  remove<l 
old  prejudices  at  home  and  al)road,  and 
brought  about  a  better  understanding, 
which  has  destroyed  enmity  and  pro- 
moled  amity.  Civilization  has  achieved 
pre  at  victories,  and  to  the  gospel  of 
gtodwill  there  are  now  few  dissenters. 
The  great  powers,  under  the  inspiration 
of  the  czar  of  Russia,  have  been  sitting 
together  in  a  parliament  of  peace,  seek- 
ing to  find  a  common  basis  for  the  ad- 
justment of  controversies  without  war 
and  waste.  While  they  have  not  made 
war  impossil)le.  they  have  made  poac-=' 
more  probable,  and  have  emphasized 
the  univer.«!al  love  of  peace.  They  have 
made  a  gain  for  the  world's  repose,  and 
Americans,  while  rejoicing  in  what  was 
aicom.iilished,  rejoice  also  for  th-ir  par- 
ticijjation  in  the  great  cause  yet  to  be 
a(i\aneed,  we  trust,  to  more  perfect  ful- 
fillment. 

"The  century  has  blessed  us  as  a  na- 
tion. While  it  has  not  given  us  perfect 
(>eace.  it  has  brought  us  constant  and 
ever  in:reasing  blessings,  and  imposed 
upon  us  no  humiliation  or  dishonor. 
We  have  had  wars  with  foreign  powers, 
and  the  unhappy  one  at  hdme,  Imt  all 
terminated  in  no  loss  of  prestige  or 
honor  or  territory,  but  a  gain  in  all. 

"  I'he  increase  of  our  territory  has  ad- 
ded vastly  to  our  strength  and  pros- 
perity without  changing  our  republican 
character.  It  has  given  wider  scope  to 
democratic  principles,  and  enlar.^red  the 
area  for  republican  institutions. 

"I  Sometimes  think  wo  do  not  realize 
what  we  have  and  the  mighty  trust  we 
have  committed  to  our  keeping.  The  study 
of  geography  and  history  have  now  more 
than  a  passing  interest  to  the  American 
people.  It  is  worth  recalling  that  when 
Ihe  federal  union  was  formed  we  held 
!tii9,763  spuarc  miles  of  territor.v,  and  in 
less  than  KXI  years  we  have  grown  to  3,- 
S-l-i.Til.")  square  miles. 

"The  first  acquisition  in  1S(»3,  known  as 
the   "Louisiana  purchase."   embraced  S-S^,- 
072  square  miles,  exclusive  of  the  area  west 
of  the  Rocky  mountains.  Its  vastness  and 
value  will  be  best  understood  when  1  say 
that  It  comprises  the  entire  states  of  Ar- 
kansas.   Missouri.    Nebraska.    North    and 
South  Dakota  and  parts  of  ths  states  of 
Minnesota,    Kansas.    Colorado,    Montana, 
Wyoming   and    Louisiana,    all    of    the    In- 
dian   Territory    and    part    of    Oklahoma 
territory.    It    would   seem    almost    Incred- 
ible  to   the    present   generation    that    this 
rich  addition  to  the  federal  domain  should 
h.ave  been  opposed;  and  yet  It  was  resist- 
ed  in   every   form   and    by   every   kind    of 
assault.   The  ceded   territory  was  charac- 
terized   as   a    'malarial    swamp."    its   prai- 
ries   destitute    of   trees    or   vegetation.    It 
was  commonly  charged  that  we  had  been 
cheated  by  giving  $15,000,000  for  a  territory 
so  worthless  and  pestilential  that  it  could 
never  be  inhabited  or  put  to  u.se;  and   it 
was   al.so  gravely  asserted   that   the  pur- 
chase   would    lead    to    complications    and 
wars  with  European  powers.  In  the  debate 
in    the    senate    over   the    treaty,    a   distin- 
guished   .senator    from    Connecticut    said: 
'The  vast  and  unmanageable  extent  which 
the   accession   of  Louisiana   will   give  the 
United    States   the    consequent    dispersion 
of  our  population   and   the  destruction  of 
that  balance  which   U  Is  so  important  to 
maintain  between  the  Eastern  and  West- 
ern  states,   threatens,   at   no  very  distant 
da.v,  the  subversion  of  our  union.'  A  dis- 
tinguished   senator    from    Delaware    said: 
'But  as  to-  Louisiana— this  new,  immense, 
unbounded  world— if  It  should  ever  be  In- 
corporated   into    the    UnTOn.    of    which    I 
have  no  idea,  and  which  can  only  be  done 
by  amending  the  constitution,  I  believe  it 
will  be   the  greatest  curse  that  could  at 
present   befall    us.    It   may   be   productive 
of    innumerable    evils,    and    especiallv    of 
one  that   I  fear  to  ever  look  upon.   Thus 
our  citizens  will   be   removed   to   the  im- 
mense distance  of  2000  or  3000  miles  from 
the  capital  of  the  Union,  where  they  will 


scarcely  ever  feel  the  ravs  of  the  genral 
government— their  alTeetlons  will  become 
alienated;  they  will  graduallv  begin  to 
view  us  as  strangers— they  will  form  olhe." 
commercial  eonnt(ti<jns.  and  our  interests 
will  Ix'come  distliut.  And  I  do  say  that, 
under  existing  elrcumstan<'es.  even  sup- 
posing that  this  extent  of  territory  was 
a  ilesirabl'^  ac(|ui«ition,  |1."..0(W,U(XI  of  dollar.s 
was  a  most  enormous  sum   to  give.' 

"A  distinguished  npn  sentalive  front 
Virginia  said:  'i  fear  the  effort  of  the  vast 
extent  of  our  empire:  1  fear  the  effects 
of  the  increased  value  of  labor,  the  de- 
crease in  the  value  of  lands,  and  the  inllu- 
ence  of  climate  uKon  our  citizens  who 
should  miarate  thither.  I  fear  (though 
this  land  was  represfiited  as  tlowing  with 
milk  and  honey)  that  this  Kden  of  the 
new  world  would  prove  a  cemetery  for 
the  bodies  of  our  citizens.' 

"Imperialism  had  a  chiif  plac;-  In  the 
ealaloKUe  of  disasl.rs  which  would  follow 
the  ratili<alion  of  this  treat  v.  ami  it  was 
alleged  that  this  was  the  lirst  and  sun- 
step  to  the  creation  of  an  empiie  and  the 
subversion  of  the  constitution.  The  phrase 
which  is  now  t  niployed  bv  some  «ritic.< 
'planetary  pollcj-*  so  far  as  I  have  been 
ijb.e  to  discover,  tirst  appealed  here.  Jef- 
ferson  was  made  the  subject  of  the  .satlr- 
leal   viTse: 

•See  him  commence,  land  speculator. 
And  buy  up  the  real  mof  nature. 
Towns,    cities,    Indian.s,    SDaniards,    prai- 
ries.' 

"The  opponent.o,  however,  wer-  in  the 
minority  and  the  star  of  tlie  repiiblic  did 
not  set  and  the  mighty  West  Was  brought 
under  the  Hag  of  justice,  freedom  and  op- 
portunity.

This  treaty.  i;ke  that  for 
me  Ivouislana  purchas?.'  w,is  l;ercelv 
resisted.  \Vh"n  the  h.-.'is  •  had  ui-itr 
consideration  the  bill  appropriating  the 
sum  of  t..2iH).«Ki.  the  amount  of  purcn.ise 
money  for  Alaska  agreed  upon  by  the 
treaty,  the  minority  rep.,rt  on  that  hiil 
•luoted  ajiprovingly  an  article  which  char- 
acterized Alaska  .IS  a  white  elephant, 
it  is  said  that  'a.s  to  Alaska  some  are  un- 
grateful enough  to  hint  that  we  could 
nave  bought  a  much  sui)erior  elephant  in 
blam  or  Bombay  for  one  hundredth  part 
of  the  money  with  not  a  ten  thou.sandth 
part  of  the  expense  incurred  In  keeping 
the  animal  in  proper  condition.'  The  min- 
ority report  proceeded  to  sav;  The  com- 
nyttef  having  considered  theV  various 
(luestions  involved  and  the  evidence  in 
regard  to  this  country  are  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  possession  of  the 
country  Is  of  no  value  to  the  govrnmeut 
of  the  United  Stat.'s;  that  it  will  be  a 
source  of  weakness  Instead  of  power  and 
a  constant  annual  expense,  for  whi -h 
there  will  be  no  ad<'qu:ite  return;  »hat 
It  has  no  capacity  as  an  agricultural 
country;  that,  so  far  as  known,  it  has 
no  value  as  a  mineral  countrv;  that  its 
fur  trade  is  of  insignilicaat  value  to  the 
I  nited  States  as  a  nation  and  will  speedi- 
]y  come  to  an  end;  that  the  fisheries  are 
of  doubtful  value  and  that  whatever  the 
value  of  its  lisheries,  its  fur  trade,  its 
timber  or  its  minerals,  thev  were  all 
open  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States 
under  existing  treaties.  That  the  right 
to  govern  a  nation  or  nations  of  savages, 
in  a  climate  unfit  for  the  habitation  of 
civilized  men,  was  not  worthy  of  pur- 
chase. They  therefore,  report  the  follow^- 
ing  re.solutlon: 

"Resolved,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  purchase  of 
Russian  America." 

"In  the  debate  In  the  house,  a  distin- 
guished representative  from  Massachu- 
setts said:  'If  we  are  to  pav  for  Rus- 
sia's friendship  this  amount.  I  desire  to 
give  her  the  $7,200,000  and  let  her  keep 
Alaska.  1  have  no  doubt  that  at  anv 
time  within  the  last  twenty  years  we 
could  have  had  Alaska  for  the  .isking, 
provided  we  would  h;ive  taken  it  as  a 
gift;  but  no  man.  except  on  insane 
enough  to  buy  the  earthquakes  of  .St. 
Thomas  and  the  ice  fields  of  Greenland, 
could  be  found  to  agree  to  any  other 
terms  for  its  acquisition  to  this  countrv." 
"But  the  opponents  were  in  the  min- 
ority, and  that  great,  rich  territory  from 
which  we  have  drawn  many  and  manv 
times  over  its  purchase  price  and  with 
phenomenal  wealth  yet  undeveloped,  is 
ours   in   si)lte  of  their  opposition. 

"In  the  last  year,  we  have  added  to  the 
territory  of  the  I'nited  States  the  Hawaii- 
an Islands— one  of  the  gems  of  the  Pacific 
ocean— containing  6740  square  miles:  Por- 
to Rico,  containing  3600  square  miles; 
Guam,  containing  fifty  square  mil"3,  ar.u 
the  Philippine  archipelago,  embracing, 
aijproximately.  14.'3,000  square  miles.  This 
laetst  acquisition  is  about  one-sixth  the 
size  of  the  original  thirteen  states.  It  i.< 
larger  than  the  combined  area  of  New 
Jerse.v,  Delaware.  Maryland,  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  It  exceeds  in  area 
all  of  the  New  England  states,  it  is  almost 
as  large  as  Washington  and  Oregon  com- 
bined, and  larger  than  Ohio  and  Indiana 
and  Illinois  united;  three  times  larger 
than  New  York  and  three  and  one-half 
times  larger  than  the  state  of  Ohio.  The 
treaty  of  peace  with  Spain,  which  gave 
us  the  Philippines,  Porto  Rico  and  Guam, 
met  with  some  opposition  in  th0  senate, 
but  was  ratified  by  that  body  by  more 
than  a  two-thirds  vote.  The  appropria- 
tion of  .«20,000.000  met  with  little  or  no 
opposition.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Louisiana 
and  Alaska  purchases,  the  opponents  of 
the  treaty  were  in  the  minority  and  the 
star  of  hope  of  an  oppressed  people  wis 
not  extinguished. 

"The  future  of  these  new  possessions 
Is  in  the  keeping  of  congress,  and  congress 
is  the  servant  of  the  people.  That  they 
will  be  retained  under  the  benign  sov- 
erignty  of  the  United  States  I  do  not  per- 
mit myself  to  doubt.  That  they  will  prove 
a  rich  and  valuable  heritage  I  feel  as- 
sured. That  congress  will  provide  for 
them  a  government  which  will  bring  them

New  York.  Oct.  1:;.— A  great  mass 
meeting  was  held  in  Carnegit  hail  last 
night  to  express  sympathy  with  the 
Hoers  in  their  controversy  with  Great 
Diitain.  The  flag  of  the  Transvaal  re- 
public hung  side  by  side  on  the  stage 
vvith  the  Stars  and  Stripes.

Augustus  Van  Wyck.  who  was  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  governor  in 
opposition  to  Governor  Roosevelt,  pre- 
sided. A  number  of  societies  were  rep- 
I  esented.  including  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution.  Sons  of  the  Revo- 
luticm.  Scx-iety  of  Colonial  Dames,  (Jrder 
of  the  Loyal  Legion.  Holland  .society, 
Holland  Dames,  and  the  I'nited  States 
Irish  societies.

The  doc:umeni  petitioned  that 
the  president  ofter  the  friendly  offices  of 
the  I'nited  States  to  secure  a  peaceful 
settlement  by  arbitration  of  the  threat- 
ening war  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  Transvaal. 

Presiding  Officer  Van  Wyck  made  a 
speech  in  which  he  characterized  the 
pending  struggle  as  one  of  the  strong 
against  the  weak. 

Bourke  Cockran  then  took  the  plat- 
form and  was  received  with  a  tremen- 
dous ovation  as  he  came  forward.  He

Says  We  Should  Promise  Indepen- 
dence In  Positive  Terms.

Conditions  and  cir- 
cunistanc-es  may  change  l>etween  now 
and  then  so  as  to  make  certain  issues 
of  greatet  relative  value  than.  Our 
issues  of  IH96  are  just  as  important  now 
as  then;  others  have  arisen  since  then 
and  still  more  may  command  atten- 
tion. ■ 

As  t.i  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops 
from  the  Philippines  Mr.  Bryan  dic- 
tated this  statement:  "No.  I  do  not 
favor  the  withdrawal  of  our  troops 
What  I  do  believe  and  have  repeatedly 
announced  is  that  we  should  at  once 
declare  our  pur|>ose  in  unequiv.n-il 
terms  so  positive  that  the  Filipinos  can- 
not doubt  it,  to  grant  them  full  and 
complete  indeiK-ndonce  the  moineni 
they  have  established  a  stable  govern- 
ment. I  believe  if  We  should  make 
such  an  announcement  right  now  the 
war  would  cease  In  a  verv  short  tim.- 
and  our  iroop.s  could  withclraw  without 
laymg  down  their  arms  in  tlie  face  of 
enemy.  Furthermore.  1  believe  If  we 
had  cc^me  out  with  sm-h  announcement 
m  the  bc-ginning  the  war  would  never 
have  occurred.  I  am  not  unaware  that 
a  few  half-hearted  efforts  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time,  but  they  were 
made  in  such  a  way  as  to  rai.se  "st re mg 
ciuestlon   of  their   sincerity." 

Mr.  Bryan  said  that  aft<"r  a  few  more 
days  In  Iowa  he  will  go  to  Kentucky 
and  thenc>e  to  Ohio  to  close  his 
paign.

Washington,  Oct.  12.-11  a  vote  were 
taken  today  In  Colorado  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  expansion,  it  would  be  defeated 
by  5  to  1,"  said  William  H.  Tripp,  of 
Denver,  Col.,  who  dropped  Into  this  city 
yesterday  to  look  after  some  claims  he 
has  pending  before  the  interior  depart- 
ment.

"If  McKinley  and  Bryan  are  run  in  the 
next  campaign,  and  the  issue  is  upon  an 
imperialistic  platform,  with  the  Demo- 
cratic party  united,  McKinley  will  be 
beaten."  he  said. 

Mr.  Tripp  is  a  former  resident  of  Du- 
luth. He  left  Minnesota  about  two  yeai-s 
ago  and  settled  in  Denver,  where  he  has 
been  practicing  law  and  incidentally 
looking  after  some  mining  interests.  He 
expects  to  return  in  a  week  or  two  and 
will  stop  in  Minnesota  on  his  way 
home.

HOW  DIFFERENT  NATIONS  EAT. 

The  ^nglish  and  Americans  are  ad- 
mitted by  all  unprejudiced  foreigners 
to  be  the  most  refined  eaters  in  the 
world.  To  see  them  go  through  the 
various  stages  of  their  dinners  is  to 
have  a  lesson  in  the  art  of  graceful  eat- 
ing, says  the  Golden  Penny. 

Very  different  is  the  behavior  of  the 
Russian,  who  does  not  dl.sdaln  to  use 
nature's  weapons  when  he  considers  the 
latter  more  convenient  than  the  knife 
and  fork. 

The  Frenchman  will  use  a  piece  of 
bread  in  nearly  all  cases  where  he 
shrould  use  a  knife.  The  German,  on 
the  other  hand,  plunges  his  knife  into 
his  mouth  in  a  way  that  is  terrifying. 

The  Swede  cuts  up  all  his  food  into 
tiny  pieces  first  of  all,  and  then,  having 
laid  aside  his  knife,  proceeds  to  take  up 
piece  by  piece  with  his  fork. 

The  Italian  uses  a  spoon  quite  as  often 
as  a  fork.  He  will  employ  the  former  for 
vegetables,  and  sometimes  even  for  fish. 
The  latter  use  of  the  spoon  is  somewhat 
curious. 

The  Japanese  diner  uses  chopsticks,  a 
form  of  Implement  somewhat  difficult  to 
manipulate  without  considerable  prac- 
tice, while  the  Chinaman  tears  his  food 
with  his  long  nails  In  a  manner  thor- 
oughly repulsive. 

The  Greek  swallows  his  meat  in  huge 
mouthfuls,  and  would  probably  devour 
a  steak  weighing  half  a  pound  in  half 
a  minute.  Taking  a  very  sharp  knife 
he  divides  the  meat  Into  four  or  five 
sections,  each  of  which  he  flings  Into  his 
mouth  in  rapid  succession.  It  Is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  the  Greeks  suffer 
much  from  indigestion.

ENTERPRISE  jN  THE  SOUDAN. 

English  Army  Officer  Praises  the 
Work  of  Americans. 

Having  gathered  in  about  all  of  the 
North  American  continent  worth  hav- 
ing in  the  way  of  traffic  and  trade,  the 
American  has'  turned  t(j  the  Old  World 
for  further  c(jmmercial  advantages. 
How  successful  he  is  likely  to  be,  let  a 
foreigner  say: 

Brevet  Lieut.  Col.  E.  P.  C.  Girouarde. 
D.  S.  (J..  Ii.  E..  English  army,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Egyptian  railway  board,  in 
Upper  Egypt  and  the  Soudan,  is  the 
tanking  olficer  of  engineers  on  the  staff 
of  the  governor  general  of  the  Soudan, 
Lord  Kitchener  of  Khartoum.  He  is 
in  the  states  at  present  for  the  purpose 
of  reporting  progress  on  the  con.stru.^- 
tion  and  delivery  of  400  "gondola  cars," 
similar  to  those  used  for  heavy  freight- 
ing en  the  Pennsylvania  railroad.  The 
contract  for  the  oars  was  taken  by  the 
Pi.  sped  Steel  Car  company,  of  Pitts- 
burg. 

Col.  Girouarde.  in  an  interview  in  the 
Washington  Post,  talked  interestingly 
touching  many  matters  in  the  Soudan, 
and  explained  some  things  not  known  to 
this  country. 

"How  did  this  'gondola  car'  contract 
happen  to  be  let  in  the  United  States 
rather  than  at  home?"  he  was  asked. 

"Well,  this  was  how  it  happened." 
said  the  colonel.  "In  1896  railway  con- 
struction was  commenced  in  the  Sou- 
dan, and  it  is  .satisfactory  to  note  that 
we  have  today  587  miles  of  line  actually 
working  north  of  the  bridge,  and  122 
completed  south,  thus  leaving  seventy- 
five  to  be  built  before  reaching  our  goal 
—Khartoum.  I  have  examined  many 
types  of  freight  cars  all  over  Europe 
and  in  England.  I  found  in  the  freight 
carriers  used  on  the  western  division  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railway  company  a 
kind  of  car  called  'gondola'  that  was 
about  what  we  wanted  on  our  Soudan 
and  Upper  Egypt  railway  lines.  So  I 
have  ordered  400  of  them  to  begin  with. 
The  cars  are  to  be  shipped  to  the  Sou- 
dan and  Upper  Egypt  as  fast  as  they 
can  be  supplied,  and  will  be  used  on  the 
railways  there  for  all  sorts  of  military 
transport  work.  Could  I  have  placed 
the  contract  in  England  favorably  I 
sh<  uld  have  done  .so,  but  iron  and  steel 
firms  there  had  never  attempted  any 
such  line  of  work  as  these  freight  car- 
rleis.  They  hesitated.  Time  is  a  great 
factor  with  us  in  the  Soudan.  If  Gen. 
Kitchener's  fall  and  winter  campaign  Is 
to  be  successful,  he  must  have  these 
cars  at  once,  or  In  time  for  the  autum- 
nal movement  of  the  troops.  "Go  to 
America  and  try  there,"  he  telegraphed 
me  when  he  learned  1  was  making  no 
prosress  in   England.     So   I    came   here,

and  in  ten  days  was  able  to  wire  him 
hack:  'Found  just  what  we  want  in 
freight  carriers.     Have  ordered  400.' 

•Another  story  illustrative  of  Ameri- 
can enterprise  is  the  building  by  Amer- 
icans of  that  great  steel  bridge  acro.ss 
the  Atbara.  It  was  well  into  last  Oc- 
tober that  the  credits  were  authorized 
for  the  extension  of  the  line  to  Khar- 
toum. The  great  difficulty  has  been  the 
constant  washouts  which  have  done  so 
much  damage.  In  18H6  we  had  seven- 
teen miles  completely  washed  away  in 
one  day,  and  no  sooner  was  the  damage 
repaired  than  a  further  washout  carried 
away  another  ten  miles  of  line. 

"This  year,  though  our  line  to  the 
Atbara  is  now  so  well  l)rid.s;cd  as  to  pre- 
vent any  serious  breakdown,  tin  the  un- 
bridged  120  miles  to  the  south  «o  much 
damage  has  been  done  by  storms  that 
our  work  has  been  delayed  from  one 
and  a  half  lo  two  months.When  the 
autumnal  flood  wave  came  it  passed 
harmlessly,  carrying  away  only  the 
temporary  l)ridge  by  which  w,'  pushed 
on  railway  construction  to  the  sjulh- 
ward.  In  November  and  December, 
ISys.  every  effort  was  made  to  place  the 
order  for  the  superstructure  of  the  At- 
bara bridge  in  England,  but  it  was 
found  impossible  for  British  firms  to 
supply  so  big  an  undertaking  in  the 
time  allowed.  Again  they  got  left.  I 
had  to  coine  to  this  side  of  the  water  for 
what  I  wanted.  A  great  steel  l>ridge 
building  company  looked  over  my  spe- 
cific contract  and  in  a  week's  time  said: 
•Ves.  we'll  lake  it.'  The  work  was  done 
in  sections,  and  in  much  less  time  than 
was  given.  Engineering,  a  leading  pro- 
fessional journal  in  Great  P.ritain,  aii- 
ni  uncing  that  this  bridge  coniract  had 
been  let  in  the  ITnited  States,  sarcasti- 
cally said:  'Wait  until  the  first  great 
Atbara  fiood  strikes  the  Yankee's  work.' 
Well,  many  fioods  have  struck  it,  but 
the  bridge  is  there,  where  the  indomit- 
able crew  of  American  mechanics 
placed  it. 

"On  the  day  of  its  completion  Lord 
Kitchener,  who  accepted  the  work  for 
his  goveriiment.  said: 

"Well,  gentlemen,  where  Englishmen 
have  failed  I  am  delighted,  to  find  our 
cousins  across  the  Atlantic  have  stepped 
in.  The  opening  of  this  bridge  today  is 
due  to  their  energy  and  ability,  and  the 
power  they  possess  in  so  marked  a  de- 
gree of  turning  out  works  of  this  mag- 
nitude in  less  time  than  can  be  done 
by  any  one  else.  I  congratulate  the 
American  foreman  and  workmen  on  the 
excellent  suicess  which  has  crowned 
their  efforts  in  the  erection  of  this 
bridge  in  the  heart  of  Africa,  far  from 
their  homes,  during  the  hottest  months 
cf  the  year,  and  depending  solely  upon 
the  labor  c  f  men  speaking  a  foreign 
tongue.  They  have  shown  by  their 
work  the  real  grit  they  are  made  of."

CLUBS  A  HELP  TO  WOMEN. 
In  looking  over  the  history  of  women 
for  the  past  fifty  years  we  note  a  fact 
which  in  a  measure  accounts  for  the 
slow  recognition  of  woman's  right  to 
the  Imllot,  says  Virginia  G.  Ellard  in 
the  New  Lippincott.  By  some  strange 
inadvertance  in  sociological  conditions, 
the  suffrage  agitation  antedated  the 
club  movement.  Had  these  conditions 
been  reversed,  universal  suffrage  today 
would  have  have  been  an  accepted  fact. 
Had  clubs  achieved  what  they  have 
now  accomplished  when  Susan  An- 
thony, Lucy  Stone  and  Eliaabeth  Cady 
Stanton  flrf-t  took  the  platform  in  be- 
half of  >7uffrage,  onr  political  life  would 


have  been  puicr,  better  and  more  con- 
sistent with  right  principle  from  the  ac- 
tive inrtuence  of  women.  By*  club  dis- 
cipline the  women  are  ready  from  their 
increased  intelligence  about  the  various 
social  and  civic  forces  of  the  i-ountry 
to  use  the  ballot  with   discretion. 


DREYFl'S  A  PARADOX. 
Dreyfus  upon  his  trial  is  like  an  auto- 
matic paradox.  He  has  di.sappointed 
the  French  by  his  total  lack  of  theatri- 
cal faculty.  He  has  been  correct,  sud- 
den, mechanical  to  an  extent  that  would 
have  been  thought  under  the  circum- 
stances an  imiJDssible  caricature  of  tho 
military  manner,  had  it  not  been  actu- 
ally seen,  says  tlie  London  Mail.  Now 
Dreyfus,  who  cannot  act  the  symjia- 
thetic  victim,  is  a  Hebrew,  suffering  be- 
cause he  is,  and  yet  his  iieople  have 
probably  given  as  inany  fine  actors  to 
the  stage  as  all  other  races  put  together. 
That  is  one  .side  of  the  paradox  of  Drey- 
fus. But  the  common  reproach  against 
the  Hebrew  all  over  the  continent  Is 
that  he  is  a  parasite  who  neither  plows 
nor  fights,  but  in  acquiring  all  the  vici^s 
of  Mammon  has  lost  all  the  virtue  of 
the  Maccabees.  Here  again  DreyfiiH 
behaves  not  only  like  a  Hebrew  who 
has  become  a  genuine  soldier,  but  like 
one  who  has  become  entitely  a  military 
machine,  a  pure  product  of  drill  as  jnv- 
cise  as  was  ever  turned  out  in  old  Homo 
or  modern  Prussia.  How  is  this  to  be 
exnlainv^d? 

Dr.  Nordau,  in  a  striking  passage, 
sums  Dreyfus  as  "the  assimilated 
Hebrew"  who.  in  his  anxiety  lo  dispel 
prejudice,  is  trying  to  keep  up  the  char- 
acter with  such  desperate  scrupulosity 
that  he  fvcn  overacts  'lie  part.  Dr 
Nordau.  however,  with  all  his  exjiert 
subtlety  of  seif-consclousness,  does  not 
seem  to  sec  what  he  is  really  suggestin;? 
—which  is  that  Dreyfus,  in  his  appan-nt 
lack  of  the  theatrical  faculty,  is  a  pr.i- 
foiiiid  actc  r  afu  r  tiii.

FACTS  TO  BE  BEMEMBEBED. 

Cincinnati  Enquirer:  The  destruction  of 
the  Spanish  fleet  In  Manilla  Bay  on  May  1, 
1.S9S,  was  not  followed  by  any  claim  by  tht^ 
prt\sident,  that  Cnited  States  sovereign- 
ty In  the  Philliipines  was  thereby  ac- 
tio i  red. 

The  peace  protocol  of  August,  1S98,  stip- 
ulated that  pending  negotiations  for  a 
treaty  of  peace  the  Cnited  Stales  should 
control  the  city  and  bay  of  Manilla 

The  president  did  not  know  that  he 
want^  the  Philippines  at  ail  until  short- 
ly before  the  November  elections  in  IJSWS 
.So  lar  as  his  feelings  could  be  a.scertalned 
lie  was  opiK»sed  to  the  actiulsitiun  of  the 
Islands  or  any  portion  of  them,  exct  pt  a 
suitable  naval  station. 

In  iJctober  the  Paris  peace  commission 
was  directed  to  demand  the  cession  of  the 
Plillipjiine  islands  to  the  Cnited  States  by 
Spain,  and  the  president  went  South  to 
ei.isp  his  lung-lost  Confederate  brethren  to 
his  breast  and  to  a.sk  "who  will  haul  down 
the  llag.  and  "who  is  there  in  Dixi»  who 
will  haul  down  the  Hag?" 

The  pre.^idents  declaration  that  the  Hag 
should  not  be  hauled  down  in  the  Philip- 
pines was  inadt;  before  Spain  had  aKr.ed 
to  this,  and  was  an  assertion  that  llie 
islands  were  already  ours  l)y  con<iuest 
whether  Spain  liked  it  or  not.  Neverthe- 
less the  president  causetl  the  commission- 
ers ti>  promise  Spain  *2i).tXJ0,0(H>  for  a  ces- 
sion of  the  islands,  which  he  claimed  we 
had  already  taken   from   her  In   war 

Altht)ugh  the  treaty  was  of  no  "force 
whatever  until  Its  ratlflcatlon  by  the  .sen- 
ale  of  the  I'nited  States  on  Feb.  «.  the 
prtsldeiit,  in  Deeember  prect^ling,  Issued 
his  proclamation  to  the  Filipinos  that 
they  had  become  sulijects.  or  citizens,  or 
Inhabitants,  or  denizens,  or  something  or 
other  of  the  I'nited  States  without  regar.l 
to  their  wishes;  but  that  they  were  to  be 
"assimilaied'  in  a  "benevolent  "  manner. 
Assimilation  means  made  a  part  of  the 
people  of  the  I'nited  States.  In  other 
words,  thi'y  were  to  J)e  swallowed  and 
l)enevolently  digested  by  the  I'nited 
States.  They  were  to  become  bone  of  our 
bone  and  Mesh  of  our  llesh. 

This  proelamatlon  was  utterly  void,  be- 
cause the  jtresident  cannot  of  himself 
make  a  treaty  with  any  ftirelgn  nation. 
Nor  can  he  lix  rules  or  ret^ulalions  for  the 
government  of  any  territtirv  of  the  I'nite.l 
Stales.  If  it  reqtiired  $2O,0l^J.O()O  to  com- 
Iilele  our  legal  title  to  the  Philippine 
islands,  then  they  could  not  have  been 
ours  until  after  the  money  was  appropri- 
ated by  congress  for  its  payment  and  ac- 
tually pai<i.  The  pureha.se  of  the  islands 
from  Spain  v.as  a  deelaration  that  th«y 
Were  not  alr.-ady  ours  by  conquest.  The 
treaty  in  whieh  the  purchase  wa:i  pro- 
vided for  expressly  denied  to  the  pres- 
iflent  any  iiower  to  determine  the  future  of 
the  i.slanders,  hecause  it  distinctly  provid- 
ed that  the  sul)ject  should  be  c.introlled 
Soiel.N'     hy    COilgreSS. 

The  treaty  could  not  have  been  ratified 
liul  for  votes  of  setiators  that  were  se- 
eured  by  a  proml.se  from  the  administra- 
tion side  that  a  joint  resolution  woulil  bi^ 
adopted  declaring  that  the  ratiticatinn  ot 
the  treaty  Wiis  not  inteniietl  to  incorporate 
the  iiniabitanis  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
nilo  citizenship  in  the  I'nited  States  nor  to 
l.erniaiiently  anex  said  islamls  as  a  part 
of  the  inie.:,'ral  territory  of  the  I'nitt^d 
State.--.  I'pon  this  promise  th^^  tic.i;\ 
squeized  throuHti  the  senate  by  the  requi- 
site two-thirds  vole  on  Feb.  tj  last.  The 
p:-oo!ised  joint  residuiion.  after  lengthy 
deli.ite,  anti  after  weakt  nliig  it  In  some  n"- 
spects.  but  not  in  iho.-e  abo->e  stated,  was 
pa^i^eil  by  the  .senate  on  Feb.  I'l.  but  was 
never  reacheil  for  consideration  bv  the 
htuise. 

The  treaty  ousted  Spain  from  the  Phllip- 
jdnes.  and  in  plain  words  bift  it  an  ttpen 
question  wheiiier  they  .>~hoiild  become  a 
part  of  the  l':dted  States  or  be  an  inde- 
peiideiil  nation,  or  people.  It  has  been  tlie 
outy  of  congress  ever  since  the  raiitica- 
llon  of  the  treaty,  so  far  as  this  country 
Is  concerned,  what  the  civil  antl  political 
status  of  the  inhabitants  is  to  be.  While 
they  were  consiilering  this  question,  and 
wtiin  one  house  had  passed  a  preliminary 
joint  resolution  on  the  subject,  the  ses- 
sion of  ci)ng.es:i  came  to  an  end  on  Marcli 
4  by  us  constitiilit)naI  limit:ition.  There 
can  be  no  session  f.f  ci>»iKre.ss  between 
.March  4  and  the  llrst  Monday  in  Deceml)er 
in  the  odd  years,  except  upon  the  special 
call  of  the  president.  When  an  emergency 
is  cuatetl  by  the  arising  of  a  question 
which  congress  has  the  sole  pv>w-er  to  tle- 
tetmlne,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  pres- 
iileiit  to  enable  congress  to  perforin  this 
function  by  calling  that  bod.v  together  In 
e.vtraonlinary  session,  if  be  refuses  to 
pe:ft>rm  this  obvious  duty,  and  acts  him- 
self In  a  manner  to  affect  the  question  at 
issue,  it  Is  a  rank  usurpation  of  legislative 
power. 

The  inevitable  conclusion  from  the  above 
incontrovertible  facts  is  that  the  Philip- 
pines and  their  iiihaliitants  have  lud  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Inited  States.  They 
have  been  taken  from  Spain,  and  their  fu- 
ture can  only  be  even  technically  c'.eter- 
mlnetl  by  the  congress  of  the  Inlted 
States. 

It  Is  stated  by  President  Schurman  of 
the  peace  commission,  and  Iiy  tiie  eager 
ativocates  and  apologists  for  the  i)res- 
ident's  imperial  policy,  that  the  insurrec- 
tion in  Luzon  is  partlcliiatcd  in  by  only 
about  12<).iiiN»  of  the  l(i.'ri|.t.(«)0  of  inhabiti'.nt>: 
of  the  Philippine  islands.  This  pitiful 
fraction  of  one  tribe  of  the  Filipinos  hav.' 
thus  far  baffled  the  military  power  of  the 
I'nited  States-',  ^^■e  have  brought  home  our 
volunteers,  and  are  replacing  them  with 
regulars,  s-o  tl.at  we  s'oall  enter  upon  the 
second  year  01  the  presidents  war  with 
about  the  same  force  that  has  thus  far 
been  held  at  bay  l>y  the  retielllon  of  a  frac- 
tion of  one  single  tribe.  Our  Hag  has 
been  "hauled  down"  usually  within  twen- 
ty-four hours  after  being  put  up  in  the 
towns  and  villages  only  a  tew  miles  dist- 
ant  from  the  coast. 

There  Is  no  truth  whatever  In  the  oft- 
repeated  statement  that  the  fpiestion  of 
whether  we  will  annex  the  Philijipines  i>r 
not  has  already  been  disposed  f)f.  and  no 
giounds.  therefore,  for  the  canting  state- 
mt  nt  that,  having  the  Islands  upon  our 
hands  as  a  ri  suit  of  war,  we  are  ol)ligcd  to 
keep  them  and  govern  them  because  of 
our  well-known  humanity  In  dealing  with 
othfT  races  than  <iur  own.  Such  state- 
ments are,  therefore,  a  fraud  upon  the 
people.

~  Uu'Mir\g  materials  are  gettinR  rather 
oarce.  and  the  contractors  are  in  many 
istances  having  trouble  to  get  them. 
V  few  days  ago  one  of  them  said  to  a 
-ierald  man  thai  he  would  not  be  sur- 
prised if  in  two  or  three  months  more 
t  would  be  practically  impossible  to  get 
building  materials  in  the  line  of  bricU. 
iron  and  even  lumber.  A  famine  in  the 
last  named  would  be  a  remarkable  thing 
right  here  where  so  much  lumber  is 
sawed.  This  rrevliction  seems  to  be  a 
little  too  pessimistic,  according  to  other 
t  ontractori=.  but  at  the  same  time  there 
is  likely  to  be  none  to  much  to  supply 
the  demand.  Brick  may  soon  Ije  very 
hard  to  get,  for  the  timt-  when  the  yards 
mu.^t  shut  down  is  not  far  distaiit.  Only 
those  which  have  covered  kilns  in  which 
to  dry  their  brick  can  operate  after  cold 
weather  sets  it\.  and  tiie  number  so 
provided  is  few.  Ir<m  also  Is  hard  to 
get.  and  It  has  advanced  to  a  very 
high  price.  Structural  Iron  no.v  costs 
about  fJ.65  a  hundred  at  the  factory. 
Avhile  it  could  formerly  be  landed  in 
Duluth  at  $2  per  hundred.  Lumber,  too. 
has  advanced  to  a  high  price,  as  every- 
b<xly  knows. 

There  are  many  of  the  contractors 
who  believe  the  present  price;^  are  prac- 
tically the  climax,  and  that  they  aie 
not  going  much  higher,  but  aie  more  In- 
clined to  recede  somewhat,  not  to  the  old 
prices,  but  to  .1  lower  level.

The  fiv<iuent  prediction  that  a  via- 
duct will  never  be  built  over  the  rail- 
road crossings  on  Garfield  avenue  until 
an  awful  accident  occurs  came  unpleas- 
antly near  to  realization  at  4:45  yester- 
day afternoon.

There  was  a  startled 
cry  of  warning  from  the  passengers  as 
they  saw  a  rapidly  moving  switch  en- 
gine bearing  clown  on  them,  and  the 
tnotorman  seeing  the  danger  shut  off 
the  curr»'nl.  The  car  came  to  a  full  stop 
right  on  the  railroad  crossing.  The 
shifting  engine  was  scarcely  twenty 
feet  away.  For  a  brief  instant  the  wiM- 
est  excitement  prevailed  Inside  the 
crowded  car,  many  dimhing  from 
ihc'ir  seats  and  making  frantic  efforts  to 
escape.  Seveia!  men  and  women 
rushed  out  on  the  platforms,  but  before 
they  had  time  to  hap  the  molorman 
turned  on  the  full  c  urrent  and  the  car 
dashed  forward  just  as  the  engine 
c  rashcd  by  glazing  the  rear  platform.  It 
v.a.~  all  over  in  much  less  time  than  it 
takes  to  tell  it.  hut  the  experience  will 
never  be  effaced  from  the  ineinories  of 
the  sixty  passengers. 

One  of  the  passengers  in  speaking  of 
his  experience  last  eviiiing,  said  that 
words  could  not  express  the  feeling 
that  came  over  him  as  he  saw  the  en- 
gine rushing  down  on  the  car.  and  he 
sui>po.sed  that  it  elTected  the  other  pas- 
sengers the  same  way.  The  women  on 
the  car  stood  the  strain  much  better 
than  the  men.  hut  It  was  all  over  so 
cuickly  that  scan-ely  any  peison  real- 
ized what  had  happened.  The  same 
p  is.senger  .^aid  that  he  had  ti-aveled 
over  the  Garheld  avenue  line  twice  a 
day  to  and  from  his  work  for  many 
years  past,  -but  he  has  never  before 
fully  appreciated  the  danger  of  tho.so 
crossings  nor  the  value  of  having  a 
viaduct.  Several  of  the  men  on  the  car 
took  the  names  of  the  other  pa.s.sengers. 
and  it  is  said  will  use  these  names  in 
another  effort  to  hav,-  the  viaduct  built 
without    further  delay. 

Many  of  the  passengers  seemed  to 
think  that  the  tlagr.ian  was  to  l)laiiie 
for  the  misfike  and  ikthers  think  that 
it  was  due  to  a  wrong  interpretation  of 
the  signals.

CHASE  THE  PRESIDENT, 

The  Transvaal  Commissioners  Fol- 
low Him  to  Minneapolis. 

Minneapolis,  Oct.  12.— The  advent  of 
President  MeKinley  to  Minneapolis  has 
brought  here  three"  informal  commis- 
sioners in  behalf  of  the  Transvaal  re- 
public in  the  persons  of  James  O'Beirne, 
of  New  York;  J.  W.  Vatider  Hoogt,  of 
Baltimore,  and  J.  E.  Robin,  of  New 
York.  They  registered  at  the  West  hotel 
this  morning,  and  while  admitting  that 
they  had  come  to  see  the  president,  ab- 
solutely declined  to  discuss  their  mis- 
sion. Mr.  O'Beirne  was  commissioned 
by  the  Transvaal  government  some  time 


ago  to  act  as  consul  general  of  the 
South  African  republic  to  the  United 
States,  but  was  declined  recognition  bv 
the  state  department. 

The  president's  day  is  so  full  of  en- 
gagements that  it  is  not  likely  the 
commissioners  will  get  an  opportunity 
to  see  him  until  late  in  the  day,  and  he 
may  even  decline  to  see  them  at  all.  It 
is  supposed,  however,  that  they  are  here 
to  plead  with  him  to  offer  his  services 
as  a  mediator  between  the  warring  gov- 
ernments.

As  an  exaifiide,  Ioo!c  at  these  Paclllc 
coast  octopiines."  indicating  a  small  tank 
In  whicli  w.Te  seven  or  ei«ht  sprawling 
animal.*^  rea  •hing  out  in  every  direction 
for  some  Hying  mackerel;  "they  have  two 
lemarkable  niutiiods  of  « scape.  Watch 
this  one  when  1  drop  It  into  the  tank.  " 

The  speakt  r  ttiok  fronj  a  can  an  octopus 
«o  large  Id;  t  it  covereil  his  hands  wilh 
its  slimy  fo  ds.  winding  ab«>ut  them  liK< 
So  manv  snakes,  sj»ys  the  New  York  Sun. 
He  iiehl  It  over  the  water  for  a  moment, 
then  the  an  mal  released  its  myriads  of 
suckers.  .As  it  darted  away  it  left  a 
wave  of  ink  leliind  that  was  so  dense  that 
pin  suit    was    out    of    the    iiuestion. 

"Tliittt."  u  mtlnned  the  Ha,tr.»iist.  "is 
4>ne  of  the  nosi  remarkable  methods  of 
protection  Ii  the  animal  kingdom,  and  is 
to  an  t-xteii  lomplete.  as  tne  animal  is 
p«Tfectl.v  I'oncetiled  from  its  enemies. 
y.'Sterday  I  was  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  notice  tht  attitude  of  a  squid  about  six 
feet  long.  I  was  placed  in  a  tank  about 
eignt  l>y  llfleen.  and  the  moment  it  was 
released  it  s'nt  a  volume  of  Ink  into  tin- 
water.  an«l  in  live  minutes  an  extent  of 
:t20  cubic  fei  t  was  almost  Mack.  An  e.\- 
amination  o'  the  stjuid  showed  that  the 
ink  l>ug  wa.-  long,  lying  along  the  lower 
part  of  ih,.'  intestine,  the  larger  portion 
beiii»;  thret'  i  nd  a  half  indies  long,  the  <-n- 
tran'ce  open  ng  Into  the  siphon.  Ijiter 
1  took  out  t  lis  ink  bag  and  found  it  fuM 
of  ink — the  <epia  of  commerce—  and  by 
diluting  son  e  of  It  wrote  with  it.  So  a 
sipiid  can  b<   written  up  with  its  own  ink. 

"This  faculty  of  throwing  off  a  protect- 
ing barrier  s  not  conllned  to  the  cuttle 
fishes  and  ^  quids.  I  have  a  remarkabU- 
aplysion.  or  sea  slug,  thai  is  nearly  eigli- 
teeii  inches  in  It  ngih.  It  is  a  perfect  slug, 
capable  of  moving  by  creeping  along  on 
its  foot  in  i  slow  manner.  Irritate  it  <ii 
make  it  think  that  it  is  going  to  be  dis- 
turbed, and  It  throws  out  a  beautiful  vio- 
let Ink  that  will  lili  in  a  few  seconds  .i 
tank  contaii  Ing  forty  or  tlfty  feet  of  wa- 
ter. The  Uk  is  not  so  ilense  as  in  the 
case  of  the  octopus,  but  it  is  almost  as 
effective.  a»i  I  have  found  It  impossibl.- 
to  follow  a  lish  with  success  as  it  wa>- 
continuallv  llsappearing  in  the  artilicial 
gloom.  'I'hi  sea  snail— Ianthina—throw;< 
out  i'.  beau  iful  purple  ink  that  stain-^ 
linen  aimosi  indelibly. A  small  shell  ha.* 
a  similar  pover.  and  from  the  vast  num- 
bers founil  .11  Italy  in  shell  heaps  It  ii 
suppo.sed  to  be  the  origin  of  the  Tyriaii 
dye  or  pur  de  of  the  ancient  Romans. 
Search  tiiro  igh  the  various  brunches  o:' 
the  n:timal  lingdom  would  doubtles.*  pro- 
duce sirailai  and  equall.v  interesting  In- 
stances. In  the  search  for  the  remarkabl- 
methods  of  lefense  one  Is  struck  by  the 
statement  o '  Semper  that  a  sea  slug  in 
the  Soutli  P.u'lilc  throws  out  a  discharp< 
of  minute  b:  rbs  or  .iavdins  that  are  act- 
ually shot  (ear  of  the  animal;  are  mlii- 
uti>  yet  of  s  Ittlrient  size,  force  ami  vlri:- 
leiu-e   to  con  itltute  a  prote»'lio:i. 

"Among  ti.e  in.sects  we  lind  a  remark- 
able protectl  >n.  The  Perlpatus  is  a  seem- 
ingly helple-s  creature;  but  if  some  ani- 
mal acceptable  to  its  jialaie  approaches 
It  draws  bat  li  its  head  and  ejects  from  lt-< 
mouth  :ind  special  glands  a  curious  secie- 
tion  that  1  as  the  singular  facult>  of 
crystalizing  in  the  aii",  freezing  it,  s.> 
that  a  mass  of  darts  or  cords  resembling 
ice  or  glas  i  are  sent  about  the  victim 
that  Is  thus;  completely  bound  and  hel<l. 
all  its  struKfles  being  futile.  In  a  woi'l, 
Perlpatus,  a  very  low  form,  stems  to  c 
able  to  create  a  web  and  encompass  iij 
prey  in  a  st  >ond  so  that  it  c:in  devour  it 
at  leisure.  ;r?uch  methods  are  wonderful, 
but  man.v  i>f  the  aidmaH  I  have  mention  d 
have  other  resourct.i,  among  whic:i 
roundings  is  the  most  interesting.  Imag- 
ine a  man  Minning  along  over  the  coun- 
try; when  1  e  came  to  a  dusty  road  .i 
Hush  of  gra  v  overcoming  his  face  and 
body  «o  th.-.t  he  was  almost  invisible. 
Now  h'-  rea  'hes  a  rocky  shore,  and  th  > 
gray  of  a  m  iment  before  deepens  and  lii- 
creasis  untl:  he  is  almost  black.  Such  a 
change  wou  d  be  deemed  marvelous.  yc> 
this  Is  exai  tly  what  scores  of  anlmu!:^ 
do  all  the  time.  The  f;ame  octopust> 
which  I  wa  ched  throv.-  out  thflr  ink  t  > 
the  confuslo  i  of  their  enemlcp.  are  adepi.^ 
at  this  chai  ge  of  cohir.  I  had  the  boi 
torn  of  the  ank  arranged  so  that  it  wa.: 
of  different  olors.  and  It  was  Interesting 
to  note  the  changes  which  were  oft.  n 
lnsiantaneo\  s.  On  the  white  rock  the 
animals  wti  •  of  a  very  light  color;  thos  • 
on  the  blac  c  bottom  were  ilark.  and  i-  > 
on.  Changt  them  about,  and  they  soon 
l>ecame  ada  )ted  to  the  new  condition  ct 
things.  Wh,  n  disturbed  the  color  chan.g>s 
Hashed  ovei  their  surfaces  like  blushts 
over  a  sensitive  person's  face;  and  when 
enras»d  patches  of  black  appeared,  the 
animal  iiavii  g  the  aspect  of  a  tiger. 

"The  pow.  r  of  squids  i«  remarkable.  1 
had  one  tlia-,  including  the  long  tentacles, 
was  six  or  seven  feet  in  length,  anil  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  wrinch  away 
a  stick  or  anything  it  had  embraced  wiii> 
its  tentacles-',  showing  the  power  a  lar(L,e 
squid  must  pos.seFs.  The  creature  gave  a 
tine  exhibiti  m  of  its  color  (hanging,  th^ 
tail  jiortion  flushing  and  paling  constan  - 
ly.  remlndii  g  one  of  the  plav  of  hec. 
lightning.  This  is  true  of  the  flat  fishes, 
as  the  san<1  dab.  California  sol.^  and  oth- 
ers They  I  e  upon  the  bottom  and  a.<- 
siime  .ilmos  the  exact  color  and  tint  of 
their  surrou  idlngs,  and  their  enemies  tht 
sharks,  that  are  armed  with  rows  of  fe- 
rocious teeih  and  cannot  chanire  colo:-. 
fail  to  dist!  iguish  th»m  from  their  sur- 
roundings. The  ordinary  scuiplns  lak  ■ 
advantage  if  this  to. escape  sharks  an  1 
other  preda  ory  fishes,  and  a.isume  mar- 
velous tints  while  their  strange  shapt.- 
iidd   to  the  deception. 

Among  th  '  reiitiles  we  find  the  same 
protection.  I  have  kept  a  number  of  the 
very  defens  dess  horned  toads,  a  spiny 
anrl  harmUv »  lizard,  in  an  inclosure.  the 
floor  of  whl.  h  was  like  a  checkerboard  of 
different  col  us.  and  it  was  Interesting  to 
see  them  adapt  themselves  to  It.  On  a 
white  grouid  they  would  be  very  paa- 
or  a  light  {ray;  on  a  very  dark  one  a 
rich  red  or  brown,  all  finding  protection 
or  concealm.  nt  in  the  changt  of  color.  The 
little  Florid »  anolis  is  a  remarkable  ex- 
ample of  th  8.  while  the  chamelion  of  the 
east  is  known  all  over  the  world  for  thi;; 
faculty. 

"I  once  vl  lited  a  key  on  the  outer  Floi- 
ida  reef  ft  r  the  especial  purpose  >  i 
watching  th  •  methods  of  protection  of  the 
various  anlinals,  .-•nd  I  saw  a  remarkald.- 
instance  of  an  animal's  power  of  render- 
ing itself  invisible  to  an  enemy.

Miles,  Eagan,  Coghlan,  Dewey  and  the 
rest  i»f  the  army  antl  navy  officers  who 
have  recently  been  the  prey  of  the 
ubiquitou.s  and  omnlverous  interviewer, 
are  not  the  first  men  of  the  fighting 
profession  who  were  as  handy  with  the 
tongue  as  with  the  sword,  nor  have  they 
done  the  mischief  that  some  Anierlciui 
officials  were  guilty  of,  says  Leslie's 
Weekly.  James  Wilkinson,  who  wa3 
the  commanding  general  of  the  army 
for  several  years  after  the  death  of 
Wayne,  In  ITHS.  was  one  of  the  most  per- 
sistent marplots  of  his  time.  He  was  in 
the  Conway  calxil.  during  the  revolu- 
tion, which  attempted  to  depose  Wash- 
ington and  put  the  incompetent  Gate,'-, 
in  his  plate.  .As  a  talker  and  a  writer 
he  was  active  in  the  secessionist 
.schemes,  in  Kentucky  in  the  early  days 
in^ir.ediately  before  the  framing  of  the 
ftHleral  constitution  of  ITS?,  and  was  in 
the  pay  «>f  Spain  for  many  years  whiK' 
wearing  the  unifoim  of  a  I'nlted  States 
orticer.  Wilkin.^on,  however,  wa."  the 
only  army  oflicer,  exclusive  of  Arnold, 
whose  tongue  and  i>en  were  active  in  a 
dist  reditable   way. 

Gen.  Scott's  indiscreet  outRivings  dur- 
ing and  immediately  after  the  Mexican 
war  destroyed  all  his  chances  of  getting 
the  Whig  nomination  in  1H4S,  which  went 
to  the  more  circumspect  Geik  Taylo.-. 
His  little  spee.'hes  in  isr.2,  when  he  did 
get  the  nomination,  e.specially  his  blar- 
ney about  the  "rich  old  Irish  brogue" 
and  the  'sweet  German  accent,"  were 
tturned  Into  ridicule  by  his  opponenl:^, 
despite  the  luster  of  his  military  service 
in  several  wars,  beginning  with  1S12  and 
ending  with  that  against  Mexico  in 
lS4o-S,  and  one  of  his  subordinates  in 
the  latter  struggle.  Pierce,  whose  mili- 
tary career  was  Insignificant,  swept  the 
country,  cairying  all  i>ui  four  states. 
ComniiKloie  Stockton  and  Col.  Fremoiii, 
who  also  figured  in  the  Mexican  war 
consplfuously  and  honorably,  both  of 
whom  were  in  ijolltics  afterward,  had 
their  chances  fi>r  political  preferment  in- 
jured by  unwise  speeches.

vvlrh  Zachary  Taylor,  or  as  Matthew  S. 
Quay  did  on  that  memorable  occasion. 
a  few  years  ago,  when  he  admonished 
the  gubeinatorin!  candidate  of  his  party 
In  his  state  as  follows:  "Dear  Beaver, 
don't  talk!"

ARE  DISMISSED. 

Indictments   Against  F.  E. 

Culver  Are  Wiped  Out 

By  the  Court. 

The  indictments  against  Frank  E. 
Culver  that  have  been  standing  against 
him  in  district  court  since  last  spring 
have  been  dismissed,  and  the  prosecu- 
tion against  him  ceases  from  now  on. 
Or  rather  it  has  been  decided  not  to  be- 
gin a  prosecution,  for  none  has  ever  yet 
been  commenced. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  after  P.  G. 
Kraenier  was  acquitted  by  a  jury  of 
the  charge  of  receiving  stolen  property. 
County  Attorney  Phelps  moved  to  dis- 
ini.ss  the  cases  against  Culver,  who  was 
indicted  at  the  same  lime  as  Kraemer 
en  a  charge  of  grand  larceny  in  the 
lirst  degree,  the  aecu.sation  of  the  grand 
jury  being  that  he  stole  the  fiour  Krae- 
mer was  accu.sed  of  buying.  The  court 
took  the  motion  to  dismiss  under  advise- 
imnt.  and  it  is  understood  that  there 
have  been  several  consultations  of  the 
bench  since  as  to  whether  the  motion 
should  be  granted. 

Thj.s  morning  the  court  ruled  on  the 
motion,  and  dismissed  the  indictments 
The  order  is  as  follows: 

"On  motion  of  the  county  attornev, 
made  and  entered  upon  the  minutes  of 
the  court  on  the  5th  day  of  October  A 
D,  1899,  it  is  ordered  that  the  two 
actions,  each  entitled  the  State  of 
Minnesota  against  Frank  E.  Culver 
and  numbered  respectively  16i:{  and 
1619  on  the  record  of  criminal  ca.ses  in 
this  court,  be  dismis.sed.  The  reasons 
for  such  dismissabs  are: 

"1.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  county 
attorney,  as  stated  by  him  in  open 
court,  it  is  inipcssllJe  to  procure  evi- 
dence against  .said  defendant  sufficient 
to  warrant  a  conviction  In  either  of 
said  case.s. 

"1.  That  in  the  action  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota  against  Peter  G.  Kraemer. 
tried  at  the  present  term  of  this  court, 
said  Frank  E.  Culver  voluntarily  ap- 
peared and  testified  fully  as  a  witness 
in  behalf  of  the  state,  under  su?h  cir- 
"unistam-es  that  under  the  law  and  the 
rules  and  i)ractice  of  this  court  he  can- 
n.jt  justly  1)0  further  prosecuted  in  the 
actions  above  mentioned  and  heretofore 
pending  against  him."

Joseph  Goldberg,  manager  and  senior 
partner  of  S.  Goldberg  &  Co.,  of  the 
One  Cent  store,  and  ^ne  of  Duluth's 
most  jirominent  young  merchants, 
committed  suicide  shortly  after  noon  to- 
day at  his  home,  507  West  Second  street. 

He  appeared  in  unusually  good  spiritfc 
all  day  up  to  the  time  he  went  home  to 
his  dinner.  He  attended  to  his  business 
up  to  11  o'clock  this  morning.  He  went 
home  for  luncheon,  and  after  greeting 
the  members  of  his  family  as  usual 
went  upstairs  to  the  bath  room  to  wash' 
He  remained  in  the  room  for  some  time 
and  hi.s  sister,  Mrs,  Gust  Levin  went 
upstairs  to  tell  him  that  the  meal  was 
on  the  table  and  getting  cold.  He  re- 
rdled  that  they  did  not  need  to  wait  for 
him,  and  gave  the  impression  that  he 
would  be  right  down.  His  sister  had 
soarcely  reached  the  foot  of  the  stairs 
when  she  heard  a  shot,  and  hastening 
back,  found  her  brother  prostrate  on  the 
lloor  and  bleeding  profusely  from  a 
wound  in  the  head.  Dr.  Magie  was  tele- 
phoned for.  but  the  young  man  lived 
scarcely  four  minutes.  His  frieftds  and 
family  were  prostrated  with  grief.  They 
all  say  that  Mr.  Goldberg's  suicide  v.as 
due  to  ill-health.  He  has  been  suffering 
several     years  past  and  lately  hat;

Mr.  Shannon  saw  a  number  of  Duluth 
people  while  he  was  in  Dawson.  He 
says  that  J.  F.  Hobbes  is  practicing 
law  and  Is  meeting  with  excellent  suc- 
cess. Martin  Watrous  and  Carl  Johan- 
.son  are  working  a, portable  sawmill  and 
are  now  at  work  on  a  government  con- 
tract for  a  barracks  which  is  to  be 
I>uilt  for  the  mounted  police.  Martin 
Watrous  will  arrive  here  very  soon  for 
a  short  stay.  Mr.  Shannon  also  saw 
Gilbert  Hoyd  and  most  of  the  other 
Duluthians  who  are   there.
